Report  of  the  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury  : 

Your  board  of  Selectmen  make  the  following  report: 
The  work  of  the  Selectmen  does  not  vary  much  from  year 

to  year  with  the  exception  of  extra  burdens  caused  either  by 

Acts  of  the  Legislature  or  by  vote  of  the  town. 

The  laws  are  continually  changing  which  require  a  great 

deal  of  study  in  order  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  town 

economically. 

All  officers  not  chosen  by  ballot  were  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

The  work  of  constructing  Congress  and  West  streets  has 
been  extended  as  far  as  money  would  allow.  The  State, 
County  and  Town  each  appropriating  $5,000.00.  The  road  is 
completed  from  the  Pembroke  line  easterly  as  far  as  Thomas 
Alden's  Corner  so-called.  And  quite  an  amount  of  cutting 
and  filling  done  on  the  remainder. 

There  is  one  and  eight-tenths  miles  more  to  build  to  com- 
plete the  work  to  the  State  Highway  at  Millbrook  Corner.  It 
would  seem  advisable  to  appropriate  at  the  coming  Marcli 
meeting  an  amount  large  enough  in  connection  with  what  the 
State  and  county  will  donate  to  complete  the  work. 

As  by  vote  of  the  town  appropriating  money  for  snow 
equipment.  Your  Selectmen  and  Superintendent  of  Streets 
purchased  from  the  Eastern  Tractor  Co.,  a  five-ton  Holt 
Tractor  with  winter  equipment  with  a  five  ton  Sargent  Snow 
Plow. 

This  equipment  was  purchased  soon  after  town  meeting 
for  $5,250  which  was  $250  less  than  the  price  would  be  in 
the  fall. 
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The  Tractor  has  been  used  at  very  good  advantage  in 
pulling  trees  and  stumps  while  constructing  Congress  and 
West  Streets. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  voters  be  as  careful  ph 
possible  in  appropriating  any  more  money  than  is  necessary 
for  the  running  expenses  as  the  people  are  feeling  the  burden 
of  taxation.

This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a 
report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Exam- 
iner of  this  Division.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  financial  year 
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ending  December  31,  1925,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  town  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  records  in 
the  town  accountant's  office. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  verified  b}' 
a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books.  The  ledger  was  an- 
alyzed, and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
December  31,  1925. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury;  and  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  dis- 
bursement of  town  funds.  The  footings  of  the  cash  book  were 
proved  and  the  cash  on  hand  February  15,  1926,  was  verified 
by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  a  verification 
of  the  bank  accounts  with  the  bank  statements. 

The  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  for  the  levies  of  1922. 
1923,  1924  and  1925  were  examined  and  checked.  The  com- 
mitment book  for  1925  was  footed  and  reconciled  with  the 
assessors'  warrant,  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  and 
footed,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  recorded  statements  were  checked  to  the  assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled.  The  outstanding  accounts  were 
further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  and  from  the  replies  received,  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
accounts  as  listed  are  correct. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  several  trust  funds  were  personally  examined  and  listed. 
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The  income  of  the  funds  was  proved  and  the  disbursements 
were  cheeked  and  found  to  agree  with  the  town  accountants' 
records. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  the 
appropriations  and  other  financial  transactions  as  voted  by 
the  town  were  checked  and  listed. 

The  records  of  licenses  issued  by  the  town  clerk  for  mar- 
riages and  for  dogs  were  examined  and  checked.  The  pay- 
ments of  dog  license  fees  to  the  county  treasurer  were  veri- 
fid  by  receipts  on  file,  and  the  payment  to  the  town  treasurer 
of  the  clerk's  fees  was  verified  with  the  treasurer's  records. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  accounts 
of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  for  fees,  of  the  select- 
men and  of  the  health  department  for  licenses  issued,  were 
examined,  and  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to 
the  treasurer's  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  the  tax  collector,  and 
the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  recon- 
ciliation of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and 
assessment  accounts ;  also  tables  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  several  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  myself,  I  wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion.

Voted,  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Se- 
lectmen, be  authorized  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  the  financial  year,  beginning 
January  1,  1927,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  pay- 
able within  one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500  for 
the  Duxbury  Free  Library,  $500  of  this  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended for  books. 

Voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Ply- 
mouth County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $200. 

Chose  Theodore  W.  Glover,  Jr.,  Town  Director. 

Voted,  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  from  the  Excess  and  Defi- 
ciency Account  be  used  by  the  Assessors  in  making  the  tax 
rate. 

At  12  o'clock  M.  the  meeting  adjourned  to  12.45  P.  M., 
when  the  meeting  again  convened. 

Voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to 
exceed  $10,000,  for  the  purpose  of  resurfacing  with  sand 
asphalt  Congress  and  West  Streets,  said  sum  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  a  like  sum  allotted  by  the  State  and  County, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  there  be  raised  in  the 
levy  of  the  current  year  the  sum  of  $3,000,  and  that  the  Treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is 
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authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $7,000  and  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  said  bonds  or  notes  to 
be  payable  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Section  19  of 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall 
be  paid  in  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of 
the  first  bond  or  note.

Voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,500  to  continue  resurfacing  with  gravel.  Temple  Street 
northward  to  the  East  Pembroke  line. 

Under  Article  12,  which  reads,  ''To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Congress  Street,"  voted,  that  the  Selectmen  be  in- 
structed to  see  that  Congress  Street  be  put  in  suitable  condi 
tion  and  the  expense  be  taken  from  the  General  Highway  ap- 
propriation. 

Under  Article  13,  which  reads,  ''To  see  if  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  playground  in  the  rear  of  the  High  School,"  it 
was  voted  to  postpone  this  until  action  has  been  taken  on 
Article  21. 

Voted  unanimously,  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  lay  out 
■a  public  highway  on  the  road  leading  from  St.  George  Street 
to  Alden  Street,  easterly  of  and  parallel  to  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad. 

Voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  $76  to  install  four  elec- 
ric  lights  on  High  Street  between  Keene  Street  and  the  Pem- 
broke line. 

Voted  unanimously,  to  accept  the  two  sections  of  road  as 
laid  out  by  the  Selectmen — one  at  Millbrook  Corner,  and  the 
other  the  road  leading  westerly  from  Bay  Road,  to  be  named 
Mullins  Avenue. 

Voted  unanimously,  to  raise  and  appropriate  $32  to  in- 
stall a  telephone  near  the  end  of  Gurnet  Bridge  for  the  use 
tof  the  Police. 
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Voted  iinanimoiTsly,  to  indefinitely  postpone  Article  18, 
which  reads,  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Zon- 
ing By-laws  as  issued  to  the  voters  in  pamphlet  form  under 
date  of  August  18,  1925,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon." 

Voted  unanimously,  to  provide  for  equipment  of  some 
sort  for  the  removal  of  snow,  and  that  $6,000  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  this  purpose,  the  matter  to  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  supervised  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Voted  unanimously,  to  apply  the  dividend  from  the  Flj- 
mouth  County  Dog  Fund  to  the  Support  of  Schools. 

On  motion  of  H.  B.  Bradley  it  was  voted  that  when 
Article  21  is  taken  up  each  member  of  the  Committee  of  Fif- 
teen, or  any  one  having  plans,  be  offered  an  opportunity  to 
show  them  and  to  speak  upon  them,  before  discussing  the 
matter  in  general. 

Upon  taking  up  Article  21,  which  reads : 

"To  hear  and  act  on  the  reports  and  recommendations 
of  the  Special  Committee  of  Fifteen  appointed  to  investigate 
the  school  situation,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire 
by  purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain,  for  school  purposes, 
the  Alden  Street  site,  so-called,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  therefor,  and  for  the  construction  of  a  new  school 
building  thereon,  and  for  the  original  equipment  and  fur- 
nishing of  said  building  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Special  Committee  of  Fifteen"; 

It  was  voted  that  the  meeting  resolve  itself  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  and  chose  Henry  P.  Moulton  Chairman, 
and  George  H.  Stearns  Secretary,  and  after  a  lengthy  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject,  it  was  voted  that  the  Committee  rise 
and  report.  The  final  test  vote  as  reported  by  the  Chairman 
was :

Voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000  for  a  new  Receiving  Tomb. 

Voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200,  to  be 
expended  by  the  Tree  Warden,  to  purchase  land  for  refor- 
estration. 

V oted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting  be  extended  to  the 
Moderator  for  his  extreme  patience  and  courtesy  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  Meeting  and  that  the  sum  of  $25  be  paid  for  his 
services. 

Voted,  to  adjourn.

We  have  had  cases 
this  season  that  were  necessary  to  be  treated  at  the  Hospital 
which  adds  greatly  to  the  expense. 

There  being  one  case  in  particular  which  caused  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  and  expense  to  both  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Overseers. 

There  are  five  inmates  at  the  Almshouse  at  the  present 
time. 

While  the  expense  of  running  same  seems  large  great 
credit  should  be  given  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chase  for  the  manner 
in  which  the  inmates  are  cared  for.  About  the  only  repairs 
this  year  being  on  the  stable  consisting  of  repairing  floor  and 
door  of  main  building  and  roof  of  tool  sheds.

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Report  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures 

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury : 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  year  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1926. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  81  scales  of  all  types  were 
examined  and  sealed,  ten  of  which  were  adjusted.  Six  scales 
were  condemned  for  various  reasons. 

One  hundred  avoirdupois  weights  were  tested  and  sealed 
with  twelve  adjustments.    One  weight  was  condemned. 

Seventy-four  liquid  and  dry  measures  were  sealed. 

Forty-eight  gasoline  pumps  were  tested,  four  of  which 
were  condemned. 

Five  kerosene  pumps  and  thirty-two  oil  pumps  were 
tested  and  sealed. 

In  the  above  group  two  hundred  sixty-eight  quantity 
stops  were  tested  and  sealed  after  making  forty-two  adjust- 
ments. 

One  yard  stick  was  sealed  and  one  condemned. 

Total  money  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer,  $60.39. 

Early  in  March  the  working  standards  were  compared 
and  adjusted  with  the  State  standards  at  the  town  offices,  as 
required  by  law.

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First  Annual  Report  of  the  Duxbury 
Planning  Board  for  the  year  1926 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  Diixbury  on  Marcli 
7th,  1925,  it  was  voted  to  create  a  Planning  Board  in  accord- 
ance with  Chapter  41,  Sections  70  and  72,  inclusive  of  the 
General  Laws,  said  Board  to  be  chosen  at  the  regular  Town 
Meeting  of  March,  1926,  and  to  consist  of  five  members,- - 
one  to  be  elected  for  five  years,  one  elected  for  four  years, 
one  elected  for  three  years,  one  elected  for  two  years  and  one 
elected  for  one  year,  and  thereafter  one  member  to  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Pursuant  to  the  above  action  the  persons  elected  to  mem- 
bership on  the  Duxbury  Planning  Board  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  in  Duxbury  March  13,  1926,  were  Mr.  Frank- 
lin Brett,  Mr.  B.  F.  Goodrich,  Mr.  Charles  Bittinger,  Mrs. 
Josephine  H.  Shaw  and  JMiss  Agnes  S.  Ellison,  and  they  held 
their  first  meeting  at  the  Town  Offices,  Wednesday,  May  5th, 
1926,  at  eight  o'clock  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
and  at  the  same  time  mapping  out  a  course  of  procedure  to 
accomplish  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  they  were 
elected. 

Mr.  Franklin  Brett  was  chosen  Chairman  and  Miss 
Agnes  S.  Ellison  was  appointed  Secretary  for  the  Board. 

Meetings  have  been  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  best  method  of 
developing  the  natural  beauty  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  both 
at  the  present  time  and  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  value  of  Duxbury  as  a  home  town  and  for  summer 
residents  can  be  increased  or  diminished  according  as  we 
allow  it  to  be  developed  with  the  ideas  of  future  beauty  and 
utility  combined,  and  with  measures  for  the  protection  oi* 
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health  as  well  as  property.  Every  community  looking  to- 
ward improvement,  does  well  to  appoint  a  Planning  Board 
whose  business  and  interest  lies  in  constant  attempts  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  its  citizens  and  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town, 
measures  for  improvement  of  the  roads,  widening  and 
straightening  of  bad  corners  and  curves,  making  for  road 
safety,  as  well  as  improving  the  appearance  of  the  town,  and 
offering  suggestions  as  to  laying  out  of  new  roads  that  will 
develop  unused  tracts  of  land  and  open  up  desirable  resi- 
dential properties. 

By  such  study  it  becomes  possible  to  reserve  locations 
of  unusual  scenic  advantages,  which  will  tend  to  increase 
the  value  of  Duxbury  for  residential  homes. 

The  development  of  a  proper  setting  of  shrubs  and  lawn 
around  our  new  High  School  Building  has  been  considered 
by  the  Board  as  well  as  the  subject  of  sewage  disposal  for 
the  Town.  A  problem  that  must  be  solved  for  the  lower 
part  of  the  town  in  the  near  future  if  residences  increase  and 
the  health  of  the  town  is  to  be  preserved. 

Plans  looking  toward  improvement  of  the  small  parks 
or  triangles  of  land  at  the  "Tree  of  Knowledge,"  so-called; 
at  the  junction  of  St.  George  and  Tremont  Streets  in  Mill- 
brook,  and  for  a  straightening  of  the  road  at  and  around 
the  Flag  Pole  near  the  Cable  Office  have  been  made,  also 
measures  for  relieving  the  traffic  problem  around  the  bridge 
at  Powder  Point  have  been  considered  with  a  view  to  divert- 
ing traffic  to  the  beach  by  other  roads,  thus  removing  the 
annoying  conditions  that  now  exist  during  the  warm  weather. 
The  relief  of  traffic  conditions  at  the  Post  Office  on  Washing- 
ton Street  during  the  summer  has  received  a  good  deal  of 
consideration  and  suggestions  as  to  parking  rules  and  the 
use  of  Sunset  Road  as  a  turn  around  instead  of  the  road 
belonging  to  the  Parish  House  has  been  recommended. 

In  reading  this  report  it  should  be  explained  that  the 
Planning  Board  is  an  advisory  body,  organized  to  work  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Town,  and  to  offer  recommendations 
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to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  looking  towards  the  conserva- 
tion of  all  natural  resources;  the  improvement  of  the  pres- 
ent conditions  in  the  town,  including  needed  traffic  control 
and  the  laying  out  of  new  tracts  and  roads  with  the  future 
beauty  and  best  interests  of  the  tOA^Ti  in  view.  If  the  results 
of  the  Board's  work  are  considered  by  your  Selectmen  and 
incorporated,  whenever  possible,  in  their  program  of  Town 
business,  the  future  development  of  Duxbury  will  be  in  line 
with  modern  methods  and  a  fine  home  community  will  be 
assured. 

We  should  make  no  small  plans  for  our  Town.  Big  plans 
once  diagramed  on  the  map  of  the  town's  future  recur  again 
and  again,  directing  its  growth,  holding  in  the  hearts  and 
thoughts  of  its  citizens  a  civic  order  and  a  beacon  light,  mak- 
ing for  constant  joy  in  our  home  town,  and  an  incentive  to 
those  adjoining  towns  to  develop  and  increase  their  resources. 

With  the  above  objects  in  mind  and  trusting  to  receive 
your  approval  and  co-operation  in  their  endeavors  to  pre- 
serve the  Town  of  Duxbury  and  keep  it,  as  it  has  alwas^s 
been,  an  ideal  home  community,  the  members  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  for  the  Town  of  Duxbury  herewith  submit  their 
first  annual  report.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Again  we  are  called  upon  to  make  a  report  of  our  work 
in  this  department  during  the  past  year.  We  are  glad  in- 
deed to  do  so  as  we  feel  that  much  work  has  been  accomplished 
and  the  appropriation  judiciously  spent.  As  in  past  years 
we  were  obliged  to  remove  several  trees  and  much  dead  wood 
from  all  others,  in  both  Mayflower  and  Standish  Cemeteries. 
We  have  planted  quite  a  few  new  ones  to  replace  the  old  and 
many  shrubs  which  will  beautify  the  grounds  as  they  grow 
larger.  The  shrubbery  at  the  Duxbury  Library  having  grown 
so  luxuriant  it  became  necessary  to  remove  much  of  it  and 
this  which  was  removed  was  given  us  for  cemetery  planting, 
for  which  we  were  very  thankful.  A  number  of  these  trees 
and  shrubs  were  planted  in  the  Ashdod  Cemetery  also.  A 
great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  addition  to  the  May- 
flower Cemetery.  It  has  been  necessary  to  cart  in  there  a 
lot  of  loam  for  grading  and  nine  new  lots  have  been  built 
and  thirty  others  rebuilt  in  various  parts  of  the  Cemetery. 
Sixteen  lots  have  been  taken  in  the  new  part.  The  Receiving 
Tomb  for  which  the  town  voted  an  appropriation  at  the  last 
Annual  Meeting  has  been  built  and  is  a  very  fine  piece  of 
workmanship  and  we  are  told  by  out-of-town  undertakers 
that  it  is  one  of  the  finest  in  any  cemetery  in  Massachusetts. 
The  whole  cemetery  has  been  kept  mowed  and  raked  through- 
out the  season  and  the  lots  watered  during  the  dry  weather. 
The  outside  fence  has  been  painted  as  have  many  of  the 
fences  around  the  lots.  The  Ashdod,  Standish  and  Dingly 
Cemeteries  have  all  been  kept  in  their  usual  condition.  Sev- 
eral of  the  avenues  in  Mayflower  Cemetery  have  been  cov- 
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ered  with  stone  dust  which  makes  them  much  harder  and 
better  in  every  way.  The  ''Perpetual  Care  Lots"  have  been 
increased  by  eleven  new  ones  being  added,  making  175  lots 
now  being  cared  for  by  that  fund.  Most  of  the  leaves  were 
raked  this  last  fall  but  we  were  overtaken  by  the  snow  and 
obliged  to  leave  some  to  be  burned  later.  The  Trustees  feel 
that  the  water  pipes  should  be  extended  this  year  'into  the 
new  addition  and  several  other  necessary  things  done.  As 
the  cemetery  is  increasing  in  size  every  year  it  requires  much 
more  attention  and  care  and  that  the  good  work  may  go  on 
we  would  respectfully  request  that  $4,500.00  be  appropria- 
ted this  coming  year.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  citizens  in  all  ways,  in  our 
efforts  to  make  the  final  resting  places  of  the  loved  ones  gone 
before,  of  quiet  peacefulness  and  natural  beauty.

In  some  ways  the  year  1926  has  been  one  of  unusual 
expense,  but  if  we  stop  and  see  what  has  been  gained  direct- 
ly and  indirectly  we  are  more  than  satisfied.  Two  families, 
one  of  four,  the  other  of  two,  have  by  the  provisions  of  Sec. 
32,  Chap.  Ill,  Gen.  Laws,  and  the  aid  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  been  transported  to  other  towns ;  one  out  of 
the  State.  They  had  been,  were  and  would  have  continued 
to  be  an  expense  to  this  town.  The  legal  setlements  of  above 
families  have  been  hard  to  determine,  and  expensive  to  prove, 
and  in  one  case  the  proof  has  not  been  acknowledged.  There 
is  a  matter  of  several  hundred  dollars  due  on  outside  cases 
as  reimbursement  for  money  expended  as  required  by  law,  and 
which  we  feel  should  be  adjusted  at  once. 

By  the  advice  of  our  district  health  officer,  we  have 
'^Avith  the  exception  of  two  places  where  no  one  was  home'' 
had  the  water  from  the  remaining  wells  along  High  Street 
from  E.  0.  Swanson's  to  the  Pembroke  line,  and  B.  F.  Good- 
rich's on  Taylor  Street,  analj^zed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  with  the  result  that  all  were  found  to  be  more  or  less 
polluted  and  a  menace  to  health.  Due  to  the  fact  that  nearly 
all  of  the  operators  of  the  wayside  lunch  rooms  sell  their  own 
cooked  pastry,  they  come  under  the  Bakery  laws  which  we 
have  to  see  are  complied  with.  We  came  very  near  losing  our 
famous  Duxbury  clams,  but  by  the  kindness  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Department  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  we  were  granted 
an  extension  of  time  to  see  if  we  could  stop  the  emptying  of 
all  sewage  into  Duxbury  Bay,  thereby  eliminating  the  dan- 
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ger  to  the  clams.  Enough  to  say,  we  did  it,  and  the  Duxbury 
Clams  are  enjoying  greater  prestige  than  ever.  The  dis- 
posal of  garbage  has  been  far  more  satisfactory  than  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  we  are  trying  the  disposal  by  com- 
posting, and  for  the  first  year  the  result  has  been  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  production  and  sale  of  milk  has  taken  more  time, 
due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  every  wayside  lunch  room  sells 
milk,  and  quite  a  part  of  it  being  drunk  by  the  little  folks, 
calls  upon  us  to  see  that  that  milk  is  clean  and  safe,  as  guar- 
anteed by  the  Milk  Dealers'  Permit  issued  by  us  to  them. 
We  have  had  several  analyses  of  milk  made,  both  of  our 
local  producers  and  dealers,  and  that  brought  into  town  by 
outside  dealers,  and  we  have  been  to  some  expense  to  find 
just  what  we  could,  and  could  not,  do  about  issuing  a  permit 
to  an  outsider  whose  score  on  methods  and  equipment  equalled 
or  exceeded  the  local  dealers'.  We  have  made  a  beginning 
on  the  problem  of  venereal  diseases,  and  particularly  among 
those  of  school  age  and  attending  our  schools.  Some  will  say 
there  is  no  danger  from  them.  There  is  danger,  and  we  want 
to  minimize  the  danger  for  you  who  are  sending  your  chil- 
dren to  school.  We  have  cleaned  the  heads  of  six  children 
which  were  thoroughly  infested  with  Pediculi  Capitis  (lice), 
and  the  hair  covered  with  nits.  The  parents  are  to  blame  for 
this  condition. 

There  have  been  reported  108  cases  of  communicable 
diseases  in  town  since  Jan.  1,  1926,  divided  as  follows :  Chick- 
en-pox, 42;  11  cases  in  May,  5  in  June,  2  in  July,  16  in  No- 
vember and  8  in  December.  One  case  of  German  measles  Itl 
May;  53  cases  measles,  27  in  January,  23  in  February,  2  in 
March  and  1  in  J uly .    Two  cases  of  mumps ;  1  in  March  and 

1  in  November.  Four  cases  reported  of  influenza  in  April. 
One  case  lobar  pneumonia,  following  influenza ;  died  in  Jor- 
dan Hospital.   Five  cases  pertussis ;  2  in  June  and  3  in  July ; 

2  cases  dog  bite  from  rabid  dog  in  September,  1  case  belong- 
ing in  Lowell,  the  other  in  Boston.   We  have  disposed  of  four 
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cases  of  syphillis,  one  advanced  case  with  complications,  the 
other  three  were  congenital  and  attending  school ;  and  here  is 
where  there  is  needed  a  most  thorough  examination  by  the 
School  Physician  and  School  Nurse,  who  should  at  once  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Health  all  suspects ;  and  we  will  immedi- 
ately have  a  blood  and  skin  test  made,  followed  by  clinical 
treatment  if  needed  until  they  are  no  longer  a  menace.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxburv: 

The  School  Committee  of  Duxbiiry  herewith  respectful- 
ly submit  their  report. 

Another  year,  1926,  has  traced  its  way  to  the  Unknown, 
and  left  its  imprint  on  the  sands  of  time ;  the  most  notable 
event  of  the  year  from  our  standpoint  being  the  erection  of 
a  High  School  building  for  which  the  town  has  struggled 
many  years,  and  which  will  be  appreciated  more  and  more 
as  time  passes.  Like  all  great  projects  in  a  toAvn,  it  is  pleas- 
ing to  some,  displeasing  to  others,  but  it  is  here  to  stay,  so 
let  us  join  hands,  and  dismiss  all  unpleasantness,  and  work 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  as  it  signifies  a  majoriry 
vote  of  the  town. 

This  is  an  opportune  time  to  inform  the  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  the  interest  shown  in  our  new  High  School  by  Miss 
Mary  E.  Burnett,  by  the  presentation  of  a  large  steel  engrav- 
ing of  portraits  of  the  United  States  Authors,  representing 
a  literary  party,  held  at  the  home  of  Washington  Irving. 
And  in  behalf  of  the  town,  your  Committee  extend  their 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Burnett  for  this 
act  of  thoughtfulness. 

The  changes  in  the  Tarkiln  School  building  are  a  great 
improvement  and  benefit,  and  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
West  Side.  Alterations  were  made  in  two  study  and  reci- 
tation rooms,  and  the  furnace  room  was  turned  into  a  much 
needed  rest  room  which  is  furnished  with  two  chairs,  couch, 
table,  and  a  few  accessories.  The  addition  consists  of  a  cor- 
ridor connecting  the  two  buildings,  sanitary  toilets  and  lav- 
atories, and  a  basement  with  heating  and  pumping  systems, 
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all  of  which  improvements  the  citizens  are  invited  to  inspect. 

The  Village  Grammar  School  building  was  improved  by 
the  addition  of  more  and  larger  windows,  and  the  relocating 
of  chairs  and  desks,  which  enlarges  the  space  between  the 
teachers'  and  pupils'  desks.  Also,  electric  lights  were  in- 
stalled. All  other  school  buildings  received  their  annual  ren- 
ovation, but  only  minor  repairs  were  made. 

Superintendent  Bragdon  tendered  his  resignation  to  takvi 
effect  on  March  first,  for  a  more  lucrative  position.  A  joint 
meeting  of  the  Union  was  called  and  Duxbury  withdrew  from 
the  Union  as  voted  by  the  town.  The  next  proceeding  of  the 
School  Committee  was  an  interview  with  the  State  Board  of 
Education  relative  to  procuring  a  Superintendent,  and  the 
Committee  was  advised  to  employ  a  substitute  superintendent, 
as  at  that  time  of  year  it  was  difficult  to  find  a  permanent 
one  suitable  to  fill  the  position. 

The  Duxbury  Committee  received  an  invitation  from 
Union  No.  46  to  unite  with  them,  and  Superintendent  Parker 
was  engaged  to  serve  until  July  1st,  1926.  A  meeting  was 
called  by  the  State  Board  and  your  Committee  was  informed 
that  a  superintendent  already  employed  by  an  Union  could 
not  engage  his  services  elsewhere,  so  it  became  necessary  that 
the  Committee  join  the  above-mentiond  Union  until  July  1st, 
1927,  when  the  State  Board  will  sanction  a  withdrawal  from 
this  Union  if  the  Town  of  Duxbury  so  wishes. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
generosity  of  the  citizens  in  allowing  the  increase  In  the 
budget  for  1926.  The  full  amount  could  have  been  used 
very  advantageoush^  but  as  the  whole  was  not  urgently 
needed,  a  substantial  amount  was  returned  to  the  treasury. 

Owing  to  the  extra  transportation  and  insurance,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  ask  for  the  amount  of  $42,700.00  and  the  dog 
tax,  for  the  year  of  1927. 
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Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Committee : 

I  am  submitting  a  report  covering  the  administration 
of  the  Duxbury  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1926,  of  which  the  period  from  March  1st  to  December  31st 
has  been  under  my  supervision. 

I  found  the  outstanding  problem  to  be  housing  condi- 
tions, but  as  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting  made  a  generous 
appropriation  for  repairs  and  new  buildings,  which  are  al- 
ready completed  or  under  way,  I  shall  not  comment  on  con- 
ditions as  they  were.  When  the  building  operations  are  com- 
pleted, which  will  be  sometime  during  the  summer,  the  school 
plant  of  Duxbury  will  be  a  modern  one,  and  will  consist  of 
three  buildings :  a  new  High  School  which  will  house  grades 
from  five  to  ewelve  inclusive ;  the  Village  School,  which  will 
house  part  of  the  pupils  in  grades  one,  two,  three  and  four; 
the  Tarkiln  School  which  will  house  the  remaining  pupils  in 
grades  one,  two,  three  and  four  in  that  part  of  town. 

The  Tarkiln  School  has  been  added  to  and  remodeled  so 
that  it  is  now  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  building,  consisting  of 
two  school  rooms,  heating  and  ventilating  plant  and  adequate 
sanitary  facilities.  A  special  report  covering  the  changes 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  report.  The  people  of  Duxbury 
should  be  congratulated  on  the  progressive  step  whereby  the 
number  of  school  buildings  in  the  town  have  been  reduced 
from  nine  to  three.  Such  a  change  will  permit  better  grad- 
ing. All  the  rooms  in  the  new  building  will  be  single  grade 
rooms,  and  those  in  the  Village  and  Tarkiln  Schools  will  be 
rooms  of  two  grades  only,  a  distinct  step  in  advance  over 
the  present  conditions,  where,  in  many  buildings,  the  rooms 
have  contained  four  grades. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

At  the  close  of  school  in  June  there  should  be  a  thorough 
survey  of  the  transportation  problem,  the  home  of  every 
pupil  should  be  correctly  located  on  a  map.  and  routes  should 
be  so  made  up  that  the  cost  of  transportation  can  be  kept 
within  reasonable  limits,  and  the  quality  of  such  transpor- 
tation be  made  as  high  as  possible.  In  order  to  do  this  it 
may  be  necessary  to  put  the  schools  of  the  first  four  grades 
on  a  slightly  different  time  schedule.  I  recommend  that  when 
such  a  survey  has  been  made  and  it  is  certain  just  what  will 
be  required,  the  Committee  invite  competitive  bids  specify- 
ing adequate  and  safe  vehicles,  the  number  of  miles  to  be 
covered,  and  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  carried,  and  that 
contracts  be  awarded  for  a  period  of  three  years.  Such  a 
step  I  deem  necessary  on  account  of  the  long  mileage  in- 
volved, due  to  the  scattered  population  of  the  town.

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CARE  OF  BUILDINGS 

I  also  recommend  that  the  care  of  the  buildings  be  put 
on  a  twelve-month  basis  and  that  janitors  be  employed  on  a 
twelve-month  basis,  be  required  to  do  the  cleaning  and  minor 
repairs  during  the  school  year,  to  care  for  the  grounds  in 
Summer  and  do  the  customary  yearly  cleaning  of  the  schools. 
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Under  this  system  the  Committee  will  always  know  in  ad- 
vance what  to  place  in  the  budget  against  the  care  of  the 
school  plant. 

THE  TEACHING  CORPS 

It  is  always  superfluous  to  say  that  a  school  will  never 
be  any  better  than  the  teacher  and  the  fact  is  that  the  school 
will  always  be  just  as  good  as  the  teacher  and  no  better,  re- 
gardless of  building,  equipment  and  every  other  facility. 
With  this  in  view,  I  recommend  that  hereafter,  no  new 
teacher  be  employed  in  the  elementary  schools  who  is  not 
a  graduate  of  a  college  or  accredited  Normal  school,  and  that 
no  new  teachers  be  employed  in  grades  seven  and  eight  un- 
less graduates  of  a  three-year  course  in  a  Normal  school  or 
college,  and  that  in  grades  above  the  eighth  grade,  with  the 
exception  of  Commercial,  Domestic  Science  and  Manual 
Training  departments,  no  new  teachers  be  employed  who  are 
not  graduates  of  a  regular  college,  and  that  any  teacher  who 
takes  special  professional  courses  during  the  school  year  or 
Summer  vacation  be  granted  extra  compensation  for  such 
work,  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee. 

The  following  resignations  and  elections  have  taken  place 
during  the  last  year :

Mrs.  Florence  G.  Bardsley  resigned  in  June  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Howard  H.  Cutting,  a  graduate  of  Wesley- 
an  College. 

Miss  Eva  E.  Berg  resigned  in  June  and  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  Lois  Henderson,  a  graduate  of  the  Chandler  Bus- 
iness College. 

Miss  Josephine  E.  Berry  resigned  in  June  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Mary  A.  Roper,  a  graduate  of  Wheaton  Col- 
lege. 
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Point  School — 

Mrs.  Marion  S.  Baker  resigned  in  June  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Marjorie  L.  West,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater 
Normal  School. 

South  Duxhury — 

Miss  Puella  Thacher  resigned  in  June  and  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  Gladys  Pratt,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  Norm.il 
School,  who  had  taught  in  Kingston  one  year. 

Miss  Annie  E.  Birks  of  the  Tarkiln  Grammar  School 
resigned  in  April  and  the  position  was  filled  till  the  close  of 
school  in  June  by  Mr.  0.  H.  Toothaker. 

Miss  M.  Abbie  Baker  was  transferred  from  the  Tarkiln 
Intermediate  to  the  Tarkiln  Grammar  School  and  Miss  Alice 
Michelson,  a  graduate  of  North  Adams  Normal  School,  was 
appointed  to  the  Tarkiln  Intermediate  School. 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Phillips,  Supervisor  of  Music,  resigned  in 
August  and  the  position  was  filled  by  the  temporary  appoint- 
ment of  Mrs.  May  Blair  McClosky,  Supervisor  of  Music  in 
Kingston,  Halifax  and  Plympton. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  school  in  September  there 
will  be  facilities  for  the  conduct  of  adequate  courses  in  Man- 
ual Training  and  Domestic  Science,  and  I  recommend  that 
the  Committee  establish  such  courses  and  employ  two  teach- 
ers, one  for  ^ach  department. 

PHYSICAL  TPvAINING 

I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  committee  sponsers  the  phys 
ical  training  program,  and  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the 
High  School  under  this  cover,  the  main  purpose  is  to  bring 
every  individual  in  the  schools  under  wholesome  physical 
training.  This  should  be  the  chief  aim  of  the  department, 
and  as  an  incident  to  such  training  I  think  it  adds  materially 
to  the  enthusiasm  and  welfare  of  the  school  if  a  successful 
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athletic  program  can  be  carried  on.  I  do  not  believe  in  the 
idea  that  ''a  winning  team"  should  be  stressed  too  strongly, 
but  nevertheless,  unless  the  boys  and  girls  do  enter  into 
these  competitive  sports  with  the  idea  of  at  least  excelling, 
much  of  the  value  of  such  training  is  lost.  The  question  of 
morale  with  young  people  of  such  age  is  important  and  the 
idea  of  success  as  such,  develops  self-reliance  and  confidence. 
The  boy  or  girl  who  can  develop  the  right  attitude  whether 
winning  or  losing,  is  the  one  who  eventually  makes  the  best 
citizen.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  principal 
and  teachers  at  the  High  School  as  well  as  the  elementary 
schools,  are  actively  engaging  in  games  with  the  pupils,  and 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  throughout  the  schools  of  the  town 
is  most  commendable. 

DOUBLE  PROMOTIONS 

I  wish  to  sound  a  note  of  warning  in  relation  to  forcing 
young  pupils  too  quickly  through  the  grades.  Occasionally 
we  find  boys  or  girls  who  are  capable  of  mid-year  promotion, 
and  who,  if  promoted,  would  probably  do  commendable  work 
in  the  grade  to  which  they  have  been  assigned.  There  are 
two  reasons  why  caution  should  be  observed,  and  the  first- 
is  from  a  standpoint  of  health.  It  is  an  axiom  that  the  mind 
and  body  should  develop  at  about  the  same  time.  If  the 
mental  equipment  of  a  pupil  is  cultivated  much  in  advance 
of  the  physical  development,  in  practically  every  case  there 
is  an  injurious  physical  reaction.  Secondly,  from  a  social 
standpoint  it  is  uncomfortable  for  the  small  child  to  be  associ- 
ated in  class  with  older  pupils  and  pupils  of  more  mature  so- 
cial development.  A  boy  who  enters  the  ninth  grade  under 
twelve  years  of  age  is  out  of  place  socially  with  pupils  two 
or  more  years  older,  and  this  difference  is  accentuated  mor«j 
and  more  as  he  advances  through  the  high  school.  And  again, 
a  boy  who  enters  college  at  sixteen  years  of  age,  no  matter 
what  his  mental  attainments  are,  is  not  going  to  be  able  to 
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take  advantage  of  the  social  contacts  to  any  great  degree, 
and  thus  will  not  be  properly  matured  when  he  receives  his 
college  diploma. 

TESTING  TEACHING  RESULTS 

During  the  Spring  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  in 
Arithmetic  were  given  to  all  pupils  from  the  third  to  the 
eighth  grades.  These  tests  are  scientifically  constructed  from 
material  gathered  in  all  parts  of  the  country  from  tens  of 
thousands  of  pupils,  and  aim  to  show  w^hat  children  of  differ- 
ent ages  in  the  various  grades  should  accomplish. 

The  results  show  that,  in  the  subject  of  arithmetic,  the 
pupils  of  Duxbury  are  slightly  above  the  national  average. 
The  subject  for  tests  in  1927  will  be  English.  The  chief  value 
of  these  tests  is  diagnostic.  They  give  the  teacher  a  line  on 
not  only  the  accomplishment  of  the  pupil,  but  on  his  failures, 
and  are  of  great  aid  in  pointing  out  the  defects  of  the  indi- 
vidual and  in  showing  the  teacher  just  what  individual  help 
should  be  given. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  mention  the  liberality  of  the  citizens 
of  Duxbury  in  providing  for  an  ample  budget.  With  such 
a  budget  the  town  should  expect  and  demand  as  good  schools 
as  can  be  found  in  the  State,  and  I  am  sure  I  can  pledge  the 
effort  of  the  teaching  staff  to  the  attainment  of  that  end.

Report  of  Principal  of  High  School 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  overshadowing  influence  of  the  new  school  building 
is  already  beginning  to  fall  upon  us,  and  it  is  good. 

Nerves  strained  by  the  confusion  of  trying  to  study  in  a 
room  where  others  are  reciting,  or  of  a  duel  between  classes 
trying  to  do  their  individual  work  with  only  a  partition  of 
cardboard  six  feet  high  separating  them.  Tired  muscles 
from  uncomfortable  seats.  Swimming  heads  from  improper 
ventilation.  Rooms  sometimes  too  hot,  sometimes  too  cool. 
These  are  the  handicaps  against  which  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Duxbury  are  working.  They  are  held  to  their  task  because 
they  want  to  be  a  part  of  the  newer,  bigger  organization 
another  year. 

Durnig  the  summer  our  teaching  force  was  almost  com- 
pletely changed.  The  new  members  of  our  group  have  under- 
taken their  tasks  with  a  degree  of  enthusiasm  that  assures 
success.  They  have  adopted  our  town  and  are  giving  un- 
selfishly every  effort  to  make  its  schools  the  best.  Their 
happy  cooperation,  industry,  and  earnestness  has  not  been 
equalled  since  I  came  to  Duxbury. 

The  graduating  class  of  last  J une  numbered  fifteen  mem- 
bers, all  of  whom  are  either  continuing  their  education  in 
other  schools  or  working  in  positions  which  promise  speedy 
advancement.  We  have  in  our  school  library,  as  a  testimonial 
of  class  loyalty,  a  beautiful  set  of  The  Encyclopedia  Brit- 
tanica  which  the}'  gave  us  early  in  their  senior  year. 

Athletics  have  been  conducted  with  the  sole  purpose  of 
doing  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  of  boys  and 
girls.    This  method  sometimes  seems  a  poor  way  of  develop-

ing  Avinning  teams,  but,  in  spite  of  the  fact,  we  have  made 
a  very  creditable  showing  against  other  schools  in  our  class. 

May  I  here  express,  through  you,  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion to  that  group  of  citizens  which,  by  gifts  of  money  and 
other  assistance,  made  possible  our  football  team  last  fall. 

Realizing  that  many  of  the  things  which  would  help 
make  our  work  less  difficult  this  year  might  be  entirely  use- 
less when  the  school  moves  to  its  new  quarters,  I  am  offering 
no  suggestions.  I  assure  you,  however,  we  will  make  the 
best  possible  use  of  the  material  we  have  at  hand. 

Pledging  you  the  heartiest  cooperation  of  every  teacher 
in  Duxbury  High  School,  I  respectfully  submit  my  report 
for  the  year  1926.

We  plan  to  give  at  least  one  more  concert  before  Spring, 
this  being  an  incentive  to  greater  interest  and  giving  some- 
thing definite  for  which  to  work. 

I  look  forward  with  great  pleasure  and  anticipation  to 
this  year's  work  in  Duxbury.

Report  of  School  Physician 

Feb.  16,  1927. 

John  H.  Parker,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
Duxbury,  Mass. 

My  dear  Mr.  Parker : — I  enclose  herewith  a  brief  re- 
port as  School  Physician  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1926. 

The  routine  work  of  examining  the  children  in  the 
Schools  has  been  done  and  the  results  recorded.  We  have 
not  made  a  custom  of  reporting  to  parents  by  card  or  letter 
any  slight  variation  from  normal  but  whenever  an  abnormal- 
ity was  found  of  importance  enough  to  require  attention  it 
was  looked  after  by  either  the  Physician  or  the  School  Nurse 
following  up  the  case  to  the  parent. 

This  to  my  mind  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  work 
and  the  one  that  will  accomplish  the  most  good  for  the  future 
welfare  of  the  children.  In  visiting  the  schools  the  matter  of 
proper  lighting  has  been  considered  and  advise  given  as  to 
the  best  manner  of  obtaining  the  most  satisfactory  results 
with  what  conveniences  we  have.  In  years  past  there  has  been 
much  occasion  to  criticise  conditions  as  to  light  due  to  faulty 
placing  of  windows  and  also  location  of  seats.  These  have 
been  1  enefitted  to  a  marked  degree  by  rearranging  seats  and 
placing  curtains. 

In  the  past  the  School  Physician  has  found  much  occa- 
sion to  criticise  the  conditions  found  on  inspection  of  the 
toilets. 

This  condition  has  improved  somewhat  during  the  past 
few  years  due  to  a  little  more  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers  but  with  the  coming  of  new  and  more  modern  school 
buildings  I  trust  these  annoyances  will  cease.    During  the 
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past  year  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  of  contagious 
disease  and  most  of  what  we  have  had  has  been  in  the  lower 
grades.  The  School  Physician  feels  that  the  outside  work 
among  parents  and  when  cases  of  contagious  disease  have 
occurred,  the  work  done  among  cases  that  have  been  exposed 
to  such  disease,  by  the  physician  and  the  school  nurse,  has  in 
many  cases  prevented  the  spread  of  such  disease.  No  at- 
tempt has  been  made  this  year  to  tabulate  the  percentages  oe 
abnormalities. 

The  impression  is  that  the  general  conditions  among  all 
the  children  as  to  health  and  hygiene  is  slowly  improving. 

The  attitude  of  the  children  and  that  of  parents  as  well, 
is  markedly  different  from  what  it  was  when  we  first  started 
making  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  children  to  discover 
any  defects. 

A  few  still  remain  indifferent  and  in  a  very  few  cases 
visits  have  been  found  necessary  to  the  parents  on  account  of 
vermin  or  uncleaniiness  to  the  point  of  the  child  becoming 
an  annoyance  to  the  rest  of  the  school.  These  conditions  are 
however  much  less  frequent  than  formerly.

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

Your  board  of  Selectmen  make  the  following  report : 
The  work  of  the  Selectmen  is  chiefly  of  a  routine 
nature. 

With  reference  to  the  vote  at  the  last  Annual  Meet- 
ing, Congress  and  West  Streets  have  been  completed. 
Also  Mullens  Avenue  and  the  small  section  at  Millbrook 
Corner.  The  road  at  Duxbury  Station  has  been  repaired 
with  cinders  purchased  from  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  Hart- 
ford R.  R.  Co.  This  was  sealed  with  oil  which  has  made 
a  good  surface  for  the  season's  travel. 

The  voters  will  be  asked  at  the  coming  Town  Meet- 
ing to  consider  the  question  of  accepting  a  new  street 
built  by  Messrs.  Peterson  &  Phillips  at  Powder  Point. 

This  street  passes  through  a  section  of  property  laid 
out  for  building  lots.  If  accepted  will  probably  aid  in 
the  sale  of  lots  for  building,  thus  making  more  taxable 
property. 

The  Board  recommends  the  widening  of  Bay  Road 
in  connection  with  the  State  and  County,  as  this  street 
is  very  narrow  and  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  con- 
struct a  new  bridge  near  the  Bay  Farm,  as  the  present 
one  is  in  very  poor  condition. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging,  during 
the  past  year,  a  legacy  left  by  Miss  Jerusha  Hathaway 
to  the  Cemetery  Fund,  also  the  receipt  of  two  thousand 
dollars  from  Miss  Lucy  Hathaway  to  complete  the  ceme- 
tery fence  on  Tremont  street  in  memory  of  her  father, 


mother  and  sister  and  an  imposing  monument  at  the  new 
entrance  to  the  Cemetery,  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ernest  H.  Bailey.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dux- 

D  5 
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bury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1926,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon: — 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded 
on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or 
disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined  and  checked  \^ith  the  books  of 
the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked,  the  records  of  receipts  being 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  rec- 
ords in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town. 

The  treasury  warrants  authorizing  payments  were 
checked  to  the  appropriation  accounts  in  the  ledger  and 
were  proved  to  the  treasurer's  payments. 

The  classification  book  was  examined  and  checked. 

The  appropriation  accounts  and  transfers,  as  en- 
tered in  the  ledger,  were  checked  to  the  town  clerk's  rec- 
ords of  appropriations  and  transfers  authorized  by  the 
town. 

The  object  for  which  the  appropriation  for  the 
Charles  Boomer  Square  Fund  was  originally  made,  hav- 
ing been  accomplished,  the  balance  of  $324.05  should  be 
transferred,  by  vote  of  the  town,  to  the  general  treasury 
and  a  sufficient  amount  provided  each  year  for  mainte- 
nance. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  footings  and 
postings  were  verified,  adjusting  entries  were  made,  a 
trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is 
appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1926. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  check- 
ed with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town,  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  and  with  the 
accountant's  books. 
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The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  balance,  together 
with  outstanding  checks  as  listed,  was  reconciled  to  the 
amount  in  the  bank  as  shown  by  the  bank  statement. 

The  payments  for  maturing  notes,  discount  and  in- 
terest were  verified,  the  cancelled  notes  and  coupons  be- 
ing examined. 

A  table  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash  and  bank  balances  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitment  of  taxes  for  the 
levy  of  1926  was  proved  and  compared  with  the  asses- 
sors' warrants,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  for  all 
levies  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the 
abatements,  as  recorded,  were  checked  to  the  assssors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  taxes 
were  listed  and  proved  to  the  ledger  accounts  of  each 
levy. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and 
from  the  replies  received  I  am  satisfied  that  the  accounts 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

Tables  relative  to  the  tax  levies  are  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasur- 
er were  examined  and  verified  and  the  income  was 
proved.  Schedules  of  the  trust  fund  transactions  were 
prepared  and  are  appended  to  this  report. 

The  selectmen's  record  of  licenses  granted  was  ex- 
amined and  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book.  The 
town  clerk's  records  of  fish  and  game  licenses  for  the 
State  and  of  dog  licenses  for  the  county  were  examined, 
and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  payments  to  the  State 
and  the  county  being  verified  by  receipts  on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  the  tax  collector, 
and  the  town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
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duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  examining  the  vouchers  supporting  the  various 
warrants  authorizing  the  payment  of  bills,  it  was  found 
that  many  of  the  departments  presented  1925  bills  for 
payment  in  1926.  This  practice  should  be  discontinued, 
and  bills  of  previous  years  should  be  specifically  pro- 
vided for  by  the  town. 

For  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  the  various  of- 
ficials during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assis- 
tants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  5,  1927 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Town  Clerk  at 
9.30  A.  M.  and  the  warrant  was  read. 

The  Tellers,  Herbert  Packard,  Robert  I.  Tower  and 
Walter  G.  Prince,  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Under  Article  1,  by  motion  of  Percy  L.  Walker,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Town  Clerk  deposit  a  ballot  for  Henry  P. 
Moulton  for  Moderator,  which  was  done. 

By  motion  of  Frederick  B.  Knapp  it  was  voted  that 
some  one  favoring  each  article  be  given  a  chance  to  make 
a  motion  and  speak  on  the  subject  before  the  article  is 
in  any  way  killed. 

At  11.45  it  was  voted  that  a  recess  be  taken  from  12 
to  12.45  o'clock. 

Under  Article  2  it  was  voted,  that  the  Selectmen  ap- 
point all  officers  not  chosen  by  ballot. 

Under  Article  3  it  was  voted,  to  accept  the  reports  of 
the  various  Town  Officers  and  Committees  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report. 

Under  Article  4  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  the 
sum  of  $25,284.57  be  raised  and  appropriated  as  follows :

Under  Article  5  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  the 
Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  William  Wadsworth  Post 
No.  165,  G.  A.  R.,  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Under  Article  6  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  author- 
ized to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation 
of  revenue  for  the  financial  year,  beginning  January  1, 
1928,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  with- 
in one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote 
to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Under  Article  7  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1000,  for  the  Duxbury  Free 
Library. 

Under  Article  8  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  the  sum  of  $200, 
and  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  appoint  a  Town 
Director. 

Under  Article  9  it  was  voted,  that  the  sum  of  $6000, 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  be  used  by  the 
Assessors  in  making  the  Tax  Rate.  Forty-nine  voted  in 
favor  and  two  in  opposition. 
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Under  Article  10  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,635.20  for  the  payment  of 
land  damages  assessed  by  the  County  Commissioners  for 
land  taken  in  the  building  of  Union,  Congress  and  West 
streets. 

Under  Article  11  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000,  for  the  purpose  of 
resurfacing  with  sand  asphalt  Congress  and  West  Streets. 
And  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  there  be  raised  in 
the  levy  of  the  current  year  the  sum  of  $3000,  and  that 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$7000  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor, 
said  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  19  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  so  that  the  w^hole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more 
than  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or 
note.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  (119)  voted  in  favor 
and  none  in  opposition.  More  than  2-3  having  voted  in 
favor,  the  motion  was  carried  and  was  so  declared  by 
the  Moderator.. 

Voted,  unanimously,  to  lay  on  the  table  Article  12, 
which  reads: 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  and  widen  with 
asphalt  Bay  Road  from  Hall's  Corner  to  the  fork  in  roads 
at  the  Bay  Farm  Company,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  same." 

Under  Article  13  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5000,  for  the  improvement 
of  Franklin  Street,  beginning  at  a  point  near  the  stable 
of  Harrison  E.  Hartford,  thence  running  southerly  1.6 
miles. 

Under  Article  14  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1400  for  the  two  sections 
of  highway  accepted  at  the  March  meeting,  viz:  Mullins 
Avenue,  and  small  section  at  Millbrook  Corner,  so-called, 
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and  that  stone  bounds  be  placed  on  both  sides  of  the  road 
at  said  Millbrook  Corner. 

Under  Article  15  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  a 
sum  of  rnone}'^  not  to  exceed  $1000  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated to  put  the  Gurnet  Road  in  passable  condition  at 
least,  from  the  Marshfield  Line  to  the  Hummock. 

Under  Article  16  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  to  establish  electric  light 
on  the  Gurnet  Road  from  Marshfield  Line  to  the  Hum- 
mock, on  the  condition  that  private  individuals  subscribe- 
a  like  amount. 

At  12  o'clock  M.  the  meeting-  was  adjourned  for 
luncheon,  convening  again  at  12.45  o'clock  P.  M. 

Under  Article  17  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  have 
the  first  week  in  April,  1927,  for  ''Clean  up  week"  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,  to  provide  a  truck 
or  trucks  to  dispose  of  the  rubbish  collected  by  the  resi- 
dents, as  a  means  of  fire  prevention  and  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  Town ;  and  that  the  money  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Under  Article  18  it  was  voted  not  to  print  the  list  of 
Tax  Payers  and  Valuations  in  the  Town  Report  every 
year.  Forty-five  voted  in  favor  and  fift^'-eight  in  op- 
position. 

Under  Article  19  it  was  voted  not  to  transport  all 
scholars. 

Under  Article  20  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,  for  the  use  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board. 

Under  Article  21  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  Henry 
P.  Moulton  as  Chairman,  with  two  others  appointed  by 
himself,  be  a  Committee  of  Three  to  put  the  matter  of 
the  Clam  Law  of  1873  before  the  Legislature,  with  power 
to  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

Under  Article  22  it  was  voted,  to  give  the  Millbrook 
School  House  and  the  land  on  which  it  is  located  to 
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Duxbury  Post  No.  223,  The  American  Legion,  to  be  used 
as  Lodge  Rooms  for  the  Post,  after  it  has  been  discon- 
tinued in  use  by  the  School  Committee,  and  if  and  when 
the  property  is  abandoned  by  the  Legion  for  its  purposes 
it  shall  revert  to  the  Town. 

It  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  lay  on  the  table  Article 
23,  which  reads: 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  gates  at  the 
Duck  Hill  Railroad  Crossing." 

Under  Article  24  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  transfer 
from  the  Overlay  Reserve  Fund  $465.90  to  pay  the  over- 
draft in  the  1926  Snow  Account. 

Under  Article  25  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  accept 
the  road  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  on  property  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
from  St.  George  Street  to  Alden  Street,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1400  to  improve  the  same. 

Under  Article  26  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  for  four  reflector  lights. 

Under  Article  27  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1500  for  repairs  and  equip- 
ment of  road  machinery. 

Under  Article  28  it  was  voted,  that  the  matter  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  a  Committee  of  Three,  appointed  by  the 
Moderator,  to  work  with  the  Selectmen  in  investigating 
the  question  of  the  general  use  of  Duxbury  Beach. 

Under  Article  29  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  to  apply 
the  dividend  from  the  Plymouth  County  Dog  Fund  to  the 
Support  of  Schools. 

Under  Article  30  it  was  voted,  to  return  to  the  Treas- 
ury the  unexpended  appropriation  balances  mentioned, 
as  follows:  Fire  Protection  No.  1,  $64.50;  Crescent 
Street  Repairs,  $118.98;  Franklin  Street  Repairs,  $13.00; 
Gurnet  Road  Repairs,  $3.15;  Harrison  Street  Repairs, 
$1334.05;  Mayflower  Street  Relocation,  $89.46;  Standish 
Street  Repairs,  $25.63;  Surplus  Street  Repairs,  $1,037.38;

Temple  Street  Repairs,  $24.05 ;  School  House  Committee 
of  Fifteen,  $518.50.  Total  amount  $3,228.70. 

Under  Article  31  it  was  voted,  that  the  Town  grant 
any  citizen  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury  the  privilege  of 
working  out  his  or  her  taxes,  before  any  legal  action  will 
be  taken  to  collect  the  same.  Ninety-eight  (98)  voted  in 
favor  and  eleven  (11)  in  opposition.  Then  on  the  motion 
of  Paul  M.  Howe  it  was  voted  to  rescind  the  last  vote. 
One  hundred  and  two  (102)  voted  in  favor  and  thirty- 
eight  (38)  in  opposition.  Then  voted,  unanimously,  to 
lay  Article  31  on  the  table. 

Under  Article  32  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $500  to  continue  the  work  of 
making  the  Assessors'  Map  to  include  the  Duxbury  Salt 
Marshes  lying  between  Duxbury  Beach  on  the  east, 
Powder  Point  on  the  south,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company's  land  on  the  west 'and  the  Marshfield  line  on 
the  north. 

Under  Article  33  it  was  voted,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3500  (being  approximately  the  amount  of 
interest  received  or  to  be  received  by  the  Town  on  the 
funds  obtained  by  selling  the  bonds  for  the  new  High 
School  Building),  to  be  used  by  the  Building  Committee 
in  its  work  of  constructing  and  furnishing  said  building. 

Under  Article  34  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  the 
Selectmen  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise  or  by  right  of  em- 
inent domain  for  school  purposes  about  four  and  eight- 
tenths  (4.8)  acres  of  land  located  on  summer  Street  ad- 
joining the  Tarkiln  School  House  lot  and  bounded  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  the  northwesterly  corner  thereof 
in  the  northeasterly  line  of  Summer  Street,  being  also 
the  southwesterly  corner  of  land  of  Annie  E.  Lantz; 
thence  running  easterly  by  land  of  said  Lantz  to  land 
now  or  formerly  of  Nancy  C.  Glover;  thence  southerly 
by  said  Glover  land  to  land  now  or  formerly  of  Elizabeth 
S.   Peterson;   thence   westerly   by   said   Elizabeth  S. 
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Peterson  land  to  said  Summer  Street;  thence  northwest- 
erly by  said  Summer  Street  to  Tarkiln  School  House  lot 
of  the  Town  of  Duxbury ;  thence  northeasterly,  north- 
westerly and  southwesterly  by  said  School  lot  to  said 
Summer  Street;  thence  northwesterly  by  said  street  to 
the  point  of  beginning;  and  that  $500  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  above  purpose. 

It  was  voted,  to  lay  on  the  table  Article  35,  which 
reads : 

*'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  use  the  Partridge 
Academy  and  Annex  for  housing  the  first,  second,  third 
and  fourth  grades  of  the  lower  part  of  the  Town  and 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  make  the  neces- 
sary changes  in  buildings  and  equipment,  or  take  any 
other  action  thereon." 

It  was  voted,  to  lay  on  the  table  Article  36,  which 
reads : 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  any  action  rela- 
tive to  disposing  of  the  Village  Grammar,  Millbrook, 
Ashdod,  Point,  South  Duxbury,  Island  Creek  and  North 
Duxbury  Schools. 

Under  Article  37  it  was  voted,  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  lay  out  Priscilla  Avenue,  so-called,  as  far  as 
White  Street. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting  be  extended  to 
the  Moderator  for  his  extreme  patience  and  courtesy  in 
his  conduct  of  this  Meeting,  and  that  the  sum  of  $25,  be 
paid  for  his  services. 

Voted,  to  adjourn.

During  the  Legislative  work  of  1927  there  was  a 
bill  introduced  to  change  the  name  of  Almshouse  to 
Infirmary  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  Board  of  Public 
Welfare.  This  bill  was  passed  and  became  a  law  April 
5.  1927. 

There  is  very  little  to  report  of  interest  in  this 
department.  At  the  present  time  there  are  four  inmates 
in  the  Infirmary.  There  are  several  outside  cases  re- 
ceiving aid,  some  having  a  settlement  in  town,  some  hav- 
ing settlements  elsewhere,  for  which  expense  will  be 
reimbursed  to  the  town.

The  work  performed  by  the  Constables  and  Special 
Police  has  been  much  the  same  as  in  former  years  with 
the  exception  of  the  additional  patrol.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Greetings : 

We  had  but  one  serious  fire  this  past  year,  although 
we  have  had  a  number  of  calls,  but  quick  response  of  the 
men  of  the  department  has  kept  our  fire  losses  small. 
The  officials  and  operators  of  the  Telephone  company  co- 
operating with  us,  have  assisted  us  materially  to  this 
end.  The  town  has  grown  materially  in  valuation  in  the 
last  ten  years.  I  feel  that  we  should  have  better  fire 
protection  and  so  I  am  recommending  for  your  considera- 
tion, one  permanent  man  that  would  be  on  duty,  respond 
to  all  fires  at  all  times.  The  first  few  minutes  of  a  fire 
are  the  important  ones  and  I  consider  this  good  fire  in- 
surance. In  order  to  carry  this  out  we  will  have  to  have 
a  larger  house  at  South  Duxbury  as  that  is  the  geo- 
graphical center  of  the  fire  and  water  district. 

No  changes  in  housing  of  other  apparatus  is  con- 
templated. The  No.  2  truck  and  the  forest  fire  appara- 
tus will  be  housed  at .  South  Duxbury.  The  fire  houses 
were  originally  built  for  the  old  hand  tubs  and  are  much 
too  small  for  the  changes  I  have  recommended.

The  extreme  drought  c 
and  high  winds,  careless  smokers  and  picnic  parties  all  I  t 
added  their  bit  to  the  burden  of  the  forest  warden,  but  I  \  i 
am  very  pleased  to  say  the  fires  were  kept  small,  no  large  |  o 
areas  were  burned  over,  no  heavy  wodland  destroyed,  i 
nothing  but  the  Duxbury  spirit  of  fighting  fires  by  the  s 
citizens  saved  us  on  several  occasions  from  serious  con-  s 
flagration  and  serious  loss.    We  had  as  many  as  five 
serious  fires  in  one  day.  We  also  assisted  our  neighbor- 
ing towns  materially  on  call  for  aid.    I  am  putting  in 
commission  this  year  another  small  unit  with  a  forty 
gallon  chemical  tank,  extinguishers  and  other  forest  fire  i 
paraphernalia  and  I  feel  this  will  complete  our  forest  -

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Report  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Duxbury: 
Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  year  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  attempted  to  cover  his  duties  in  a  thorough 
manner. 

The  total  collections  from  this  work  ($75.30) 
showed  a  substantial  increase  over  any  preceding  year. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  inspect  all  weighing  and  meas- 
uring devices  used  in  trade  within  the  town  limits,  spe- 
cial attention  being  given  to  junk  collectors,  poultry  buy- 
ers and  the  like. 

While  no  prosecutions  were  found  necessary,  at 
least  four  poultry  buyers  from  out  of  town  were  warned 
to  remedy  their  scales  or  keep  away. 

It  w^ould  be  safer  if  every  poultry  raiser  insisted 
upon  seeing  the  seal  upon  the  collector's  scales  before 
consenting  to  do  business. 

Reweighing  of  commodities  and  retesting  of  auto 
measuring  devices  were  made  in  several  instances. 

The  State  Division  of  Standards  is  becoming  more 
insistant  each  year  that  the  different  license  laws  are 
strictly  observed. 

This  means  constant  checking  up  on  the  part  of  the 
local  sealer  who  in  most  instances  received  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  those  in  business. 

The  Sealer's  Record  Book  will  give  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  inspections  made.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 
I  Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report 

1  for  the  year  1927.  Meetings  have  been  held  regularly 
the  first  Wednesday  in  each  month  at  the  Town  Offices, 
and  the  Board  has  also  attended  special  meetings  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Duxbury  Beach  committee  in  con- 
ference regarding  access  and  suitable  conveniences  on 
the  Beach  and  improvements  to  the  roads  throughout 
the  Town. 

Suggestions  of  the  Board  relative  to  traffic  control 
and  relief  of  the  congestion  at  the  Duxbury  Post  Office 
I  were  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  and  enforced  by  special 
I  police  during  the  summer  season  of  1927.  While  reliev- 
ing the  situation  somew^hat,  the  Board  feels  that  condi- 
tions demand  still  further  study  which  shall  produce 
better  results  when  put  in  force  this  coming  season. 

The  Town  having  voted  an  appropriation  of  One 
Hundred  dollars  for  Clean-up  Week  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  the  Board,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Select- 
men, inaugurated  April  3rd  to  April  9th  inclusive  as 
Clean-up  Week  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  Town 
and  as  a  means  of  fire  prevention.  Suitable  posters  and 
notices  were  distrubuted  through  the  Town  and  two 
trucks  were  used  to  collect  all  rubbish,  excepting  ashes, 
wherever  calls  were  sent  in  by  residents.  This  service 
seemed  to  be  appreciated,  and  the  Board  hopes  to  have  a 
similar  appropriation  made  by  the  Town  for  the  same 
purpose  this  coming  April,  as  it  enables  residents  (other- 
wise unable)  to  keep  their  places  neat  and  is  a  means  of 
fire  prevention. 

The  Board  has  considered  the  subject  of  enacting 
regulations  for  proper  roads  throughout  the  Town,  also 
for  erection  of  new  buildings  their  nearness  to  the  street 
and  to  adjoining  properties,  and  has  made  the  following 
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suggestions  for  incorporation  in  the  Warrant  for  the 
coming  Town  Meeting,  viz : — The  width  of  roads  to  be 
30  feet  for  development  of  private  property.  Width  of 
main  roads  through  the  Town  to  be  40  feet,  and  width 
of  through  roads  connecting  with  the  State  Highways  to 
be  60  feet.  The  setback  of  all  new  buildings  to  be  at  least 
30  feet  from  the  street  and  a  minimum  distance  of  30 
feet  from  the  side  lines.  As  the  population  of  the  Town 
increases  and  more  business  facilities  are  required,  the 
Board  would  suggest  that  certain  sections  of  the  Town 
where  business  is  already  established  be  set  aside  as 
business  centres,  where  suitable  space  for  parking  of 
automobiles  and  other  facilities  for  doing  business  could 
be  had,  thus  making  it  easier  and  pleasanter  for  both 
customers  and  store-keepers  and  helping  to  keep  the 
unsightly  roadside  stands  off  the  residential  streets  of 
our  Town.  Traffic  congestion  is  unavoidable  where  cars 
stop  on  the  road  to  do  business  at  these  roadside  stands 
when  they  are  placed  close  to  the  street  and  serious  ac- 
cidents are  bound  to  occur  at  such  places. 

Without  a  long  look  ahead  and  suitable  planning 
for  the  utility  and  preservation  of  the  beauty  of  our 
fine  old  Town,  Duxbury  will  become  a  failure  instead  of 
being  known  as  the  best  and  prettiest  tow^n  to  live  in 
in  this  section  of  the  South  Shore.  Let  us  all  co-operate 
and  see  to  it  that  every  one  has  a  fair  show  and  that  our 
Town  continues  to  grow  in  the  right  direction.

The  circu- 
lation was  a  little  larger  than  that  during  the  correspond- 
ing months  of  1926,  the  first  year  in  which  this  ex- 
periment was  tried.  ' 

Early  in  the  present  school  year  the  hours  of  the 
Library  on  one  day  in  the  week  were  changed  to  give 
the  pupils  of  the  new  school  building  an  opportunity  to 
make  more  use  of  the  Library,  something  made  possible 
by  the  location  of  the  school.  The  Librarian  speaks 
most  enthusiastically  of  this  new  departure  and  of  the 
behavior  of  the  pupils.    Remembering  that  the  Librarj'- 
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is,  in  large  measure,  a  mother's  memorial  for  her  son, 
we  feel  much  gratified  at  the  success  of  this  venture  and 
have  since  further  changed  the  hours  to  accommodate 
the  school. 

Various  exhibits  of  timely  interest  have  been  made 
from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  One  feature  of  the 
Boys'  and  Girls'  Book  Week  was  an  exhibit  of  colored 
pictures  of  the  winter  birds  and  a  bird  talk  by  Miss  Ro- 
sella  Ames  of  Marshfield,  attended  by  nearly  two  hun- 
dred pupils. 

During  the  Book  Drive  for  the  Sailors,  a  large  box 
of  books,  given  by  friends  for  this  purpose,  was  sent 
from  the  Library. 

With  the  exception  of  the  annual  meeting,  the  meet- 
ings of  the  corporation  are  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
each  month.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Again  we  make  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  in 
this  department  during  the  past  year.  As  soon  as 
possible  after  the  annual  town  meeting  several  trees 
were  removed  and  the  ground  was  cleared  of  dead 
branches  and  twigs.  The  raking  and  burning  of  the  leaves 
in  the  various  cemeteries  was  done  as  usual.  The  avenues 
also  required  a  lot  of  work  to  get  them  in  shape  before 
Memorial  Day.  Early  in  the  season  the  trees  were  found 
to  be  badly  infested  with  gypsy  moths  and  although 
everything  possible  was  done  to  stay  their  destructive 
work,  much  damage  was  done  by  them  and  we  feel  that 
we  must  take  even  more  strenuous  measures  this  year 
to  save  the  trees.  Quite  a  number  of  lots  in  the  new  part 
of  the  cemetery  have  been  taken  up  this  past  year  and 
Mr.  Franklin  Brett  was  employed  to  lay  out  the  grounds 
around  the  receiving  tomb.  This  was  done  making  a 
beautiful  addition  to  the  cemetery.  We  believe  that  the 
services  of  a  landscape  architect  should  be  procured  also 
to  lay  out  the  thirty  foot  reservation  bordering  on 
Tremont  Street  and  we  hope  to  do  this  during  the  coming 
year.  Owing  to  the  exceptionally  wet  season  it  was  nec- 
essary to  keep  several  men  mowing  throughout  the  sum- 
mer. This  made  inroads  on  the  money  but  it  was  very 
essential  that  it  should  be  done.  Especial  notice  has  been 
taken  of  the  perpetual  care  lots  during  the  year.  They 
were  kept  mowed  and  in  the  spring  were  well  fertilizad. 
A  ton  of  fertilizer  was  purchased.  Thirteen  new  lots 
were  added  to  the  Perpetual  Care  list  in  1927.  The  usual 
work  has  been  done  in  the  Ashdod,  Standish  and  Dingley 
Cemeteries. 

There  have  been  many  visitors  in  the  Mayflower  Cem- 
etery during  the  past  season  and  it  was  very  gratifying 
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and  encouraging  to  hear  the  favorable  comments  that 
were  made.  The  interest  in,  and  the  importance  of, 
Standish  Cemetery  as  a  historical  spot  in  our  country's 
history  seems  to  be  growing  year  by  year.  We  have  no 
record  of  the  visitors,  but  every  season  brings  an  increase 
in  numbers,  representing  all  sections  of  the  country. 

We  were  called  in  July  to  mourn  the  loss  of  Mr. 
William  J.  Alden,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  thirty-four  years.  His  knowledge  of  the 
early  history  of  the  cemeteries  was  quite  extensive  and 
valuable.  He  was  quiet  and  retiring,  but  always  ready 
to  respond  to  any  and  all  calls  for  service ;  kind  and  con- 
siderate of  other  people's  views  and  opinions,  yet  true 
and  steadfast  in  his  own  conviction  of  what  was  right 
and  just.  It  can  be  said  of  him  that  it  was  not  only  a 
privilege  but  an  honor  to  be  associated  with  him  as  co- 
worker for  the  best  interests  of  the  trust  confided  to  our 
care. 

Again,  in  October,  we  were  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of 
another  member  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Martin  Hanigan,  v/ho 
was  also  Superintendent  of  Cemeteries.  He  was  espe- 
cially adapted  to  the  position  of  superintendent.  His 
heart  was  in  his  work,  and  his  pleasing  personality 
and  cordial  greetings  won  the  respect  and  friendship  of 
those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties. 

The  Rural  Society,  through  its  officers,  very  generous- 
ly offered  its  services,  to  see  what  could  be  done  for  the 
preservation  of  crumbling  headstones  and  the  inscrip- 
tions thereon.  A  number  of  stones  have  been  treated 
and  reset,  calling  forth  many  expressions  of  commenda- 
tion and  satisfaction  from  all.  To  the  society  belongs 
the  credit,  and  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of 
the  service  rendered. 

The  liberality  of  our  fellow  citizens,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Er- 
nest Bailey,  in  presenting  the  fine  entrance  to  May- 
flower Cemetery,  is  greatly  appreciated  by  their  fellow 
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townsmen,  and  in  the  years  to  come  it  will  be  an  endur- 
ing testimonial  of  their  love  and  respect  for  the  early 
settlers  of  the  town  and  their  descendants. 

In  December  a  lifelong  resident,  Miss  Lucy  Hathaway, 
caused  to  be  built  and  presented  to  the  cemetery,  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  main  fence  westerly  from  the  new  en- 
trance to  Mayflower  street  (1050  feet),  as  a  memorial  to 
her  father,  mother  and  sister,  a  gift  highly  appreciated 
by  her  fellow  citizens.  We  wish  to  thank  our  townsmen 
for  the  help  and  cooperation  they  have  given  us  and  ask 
for  their  support  during  the  year  to  come.  In  order  to 
keep  up  the  good  work  we  would  ask  for  a  like  appro- 
priation as  last  year,  namely,  $4,500.00.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  Duxbury : 
Greeting : 

The  total  number  of  reported  communicable  diseases 
for  the  year  1927  is  52,  as  follows: 

Chicken  pox  19,  Jan.  10,  Feb.  2,  Mar.  2,  April  3, 
May  1,  Sept.  1. 

Mumps,  6,  Jan.  1,  April  3,  June  2. 

Measles,  13,  May  2,  July  3,  Sept.  6,  Oct.  2. 

Whooping  Cough,  one  in  August. 

Scarlet  Fever,  8,  April  5,  May  1,  Aug.  1,  Dec.  1. 

Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  3,  June  2,  Oct.  1.  Two 
deaths,  Jan.  1,  July  1. 

Ophthalmia,  2,  Feb.  1,  Sept.  1. 

In  January  there  was  a  flurry  of  chicken  pox. 

In  April  it  looked  as  though  we  might  have  trouble 
with  scarlet  fever  but,  thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  Dr. 
Noyes  and  the  families,  we  kept  it  from  spreading.  We 
are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  report  three  cases  of  tuberculo- 
sis and  very  very  sorry  to  report  two  deaths.  In  Sep- 
tember there  was  a  flare  up  of  measles  but  only  for  that 
month.  Of  the  two  cases  of  ophthalmia  one  case  was 
cured,  the  other  in  spite  of  everything  that  could  be  and 
was  done,  is  hopelessly  blind,  but  is  receiving  the  best 
of  care.  We  were  obliged  to  quarantine  two  wage  earn- 
ers at  our  expense,  scarlet  fever  being  the  cause. 

We  have  had  four  cases  to  determine  who  was  le- 
gally responsible  for  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred 
in  caring  for  them.  One  case  v\^e  spent  four  days  in 
searching  records  fromi  births  to  deaths,  and  streets  and 
occupants,  post  office,  police  departments,  letter  carriers, 
etc.,  until  we  were  forced  to  admit  that  the  person  we 
were  trying  to  locate  had  never  been  born,  and  we  had 
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been  listening  to  fairy  tales,  and  the  settlement  still  re- 
5  mained  in  Duxbury,  but  with  the  aid  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  and  the  Social  Welfare  Workers,  at 
last  the  baby  was  placed  in  the  Home  where  it  will  re- 
main at  no  expense  to  the  town  until  it  is  six  years  of 
age,  when  it  will  go  to  the  Perkins  Institute  for  the 
[  Blind,  but  today  it  has  everything  but  ej^esight,  which 
one  of  the  best  eye  specialists  says  is  forever  gone. 

The  next  case  took  us  through  the  worst  parts  of 
the  west  and  south  ends  of  Boston,  to  Wareham,  Fair- 
haven,  East  Marion  and  another  long  search  of  the  rec- 
j  ords  of  the  departments  of  the  Poor,  Assessors  and  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  City  Clerk's  office  in  New  Bedford 
and  Plymouth.    The  settlement  was  twice  denied  by  the 
defendant  city  or  town.    Then  we  got  certified  copies  of 
births,  marri'ages  and  deaths  and  an  affidavit  sworn  to 
before  Notaries  of  Public  by  the  ones  who  had  furnished 
evidence  to  support  our  original  claims,  but  when  we 
again  presented  our  claim  they  found  it  fool  proof,  and 
we  got  our  acknowledgement  of  settlement,  which  re- 
leases Duxbury  from  all  claims  but  what  will  be  paid 
as  reimbursement  for  the  next  five  years. 
,         The  nexi:  case  has  never  been  acknowledged  by  the 
j  State,  a  city  and  one  town,  all  declaring  the  settlement  to 
I  be  in  Duxbury,  and  so  it  looked  to  be,  as  some  of  those 
'  who  had  furnished  us  with  evidence  now  denied  all 
knowledge  of  the  same,  but  inch  by  inch  we  gained  until 
at  last  we  got  a  certified  copy  of  the  second  marriage  of 
j  the  person,  containing  information  which  will,  through 
!  her  husband,  put  the  settlement  on  a  town  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  State  for  the  next  five  years  at  least,  and 
this  will  enable  Duxbury  to  press  their  claim  against 
rt  the  State  for  reimbursement  for  expenses  incurred  on 
her  behalf,  as  we  have  a  paper  showing  that  from  1920- 
■   1921  it  was  until  her  marriage  about  six  months  ago  a 
State  case.    This  ends  one  of  the  worst  cases  the  town 
"  has  had. 


The  last  case  was  determined  as  a  Duxbury  case 
without  going  beyond  the  records  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor.  One  case  would  have  cost  the  town  $15.00  per 
week,  besides  clothing;  second  $9.10  besides  clothing; 
third,  more  than  either  of  the  others.  These  cases  have 
been  trying  and  expensive  but  they  are  ended.  It  is  for 
you  to  approve  or  disapprove. 

The  interest  in  dairy  farming  is,  in  Duxbury,  grow- 
ing less  year  by  year,  which  is  due,  not  to  one  or  two 
reasons,  but  several.  The  standard  for  dairy  products 
is  growing  higher  and  higher,  and  the  public  are  de- 
manding absolutely  clean  and  safe  milk,  which  means 
pasteurized  milk,  or  whole  milk  from  cows  that  have  been 
either  Federal  or  State  tested  and  found  to  be  T.  B.  free, 
and  the  methods  and  equipment  of  the  whole  dairy  at  all 
times  shall  be  above  reproach.  Four  of  the  largest  local 
producers  insisted  that  if  the  dealers  outside  Duxbury 
were  going  to  sell  milk  here  that  the  dairies  where  their 
milk  was  produced  should  be  inspected  by  the  local 
Board  of  Health  and  either  be  accepted  or  rejected.  The 
outside  dealers  were  more  than  pleased,  and  aided  us  in 
every  way  possible.  Their  own  inspectors  went  with 
us,  showing  us  where  the  dairies  were  and  if  we  rejected 
one  it  was  dropped  by  the  dealer.  We  inspected  118 
dairies,  and  rejected  26.  The  milk  brought  in  by  outside 
dealers  has  been  several  times  analyzed  with  results  in 
favor  of  the  outsider,  which  should  not  be.  There  has 
been  fewer  complaints  of  local  milk  than  usual. 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 
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Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  to  Inves- 
tigate the  Question  of  the  General 
Use  of  Duxbury  Beach 


January  1,  1928. 

The  Joint  Committee  consists  of  Messrs.  H.  B.  Brad- 
ley, Chairman,  F.  B.  Knapp  and  P.  L.  Walker  appointed 
by  the  Moderator,  and  Messrs.  S.  C.  Soule,  A.  E.  Green 
and  Gordon  Tweed,  Selectmen. 

More  and  more  the  demand  for  open  spaces  for  pub- 
lic use  is  being  made.  The  Governor  of  the  State  recog- 
nizes this  fact  and  has  recently  created  a  new  committee 
for  the  study  of  this  question,  and  in  his  annual  mes- 
sage to  the  Legislature  referred  to  this  subject  and  rec- 
ommended action. 

The  experience  of  the  past  few  years  warrants  the 
assertion  that  the  public  demand  the  use  of  Duxbury 
beach  as  a  place  for  recreational  activities.  Our  study 
of  this  question  shows  this  demand  to  be  State  wide, 
having  entirely  outgrown  its  purely  local,  or  even  county, 
use.  An  investigation  on  one  Sunday  in  August  shows 
that  of  a  total  of  186  cars  on  Gurnet  Bridge  at  one  time 
more  than  two-thirds  were  from  points  entirely  outside 
Plymouth  County,  and  a  majority  of  the  rest  were  from 
Brockton,  a  very  large  percentage  coming  from  points 
farther  north  than  the  beach. 

The  use  of  the  automobile  has  brought  to  Duxbury 
beach  great  numbers  of  people  for  enjoyment  and  recre- 
ation at  two  points.  One  is  at  the  easterly  end  of  Gur- 
net Bridge,  the  other  at  Pine  Point  near  the  northerly 
end  of  the  Beach.  At  the  Bridge  location,  the  beach  is 
very  narrow  and  has  been  broken  through  by  the  surf 
many  times  at  various  places  just  north  and  south  of 
the  bridge.  There  is  no  material  readily  available  for 
building  a  parking  space  at  the  bridge. 
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The  present  approach  to  Duxbury  Beach  over  Gur- 
net Bridge  is  wholly  inadequate.  This  bridge,  built  in 
1891,  as  part  of  a  scheme  to  develop  the  beach  as  a  sum- 
mer cottage  colony,  was  lightly  built  for  horse-drawn 
traffic.  It  was  badly  wrecked  by  the  ice  a  few  years  ago, 
being  throv/n  very  much  out  of  line  and  parts  of  it 
raised  bodily  five  feet  or  more.  It  was  repaired  but  not 
strengthened.  While  it  has  already  outlived  the  ordi- 
nary life  of  structures  of  this  sort,  it  presents  a  real 
problem  when  its  condition  demands  its  actual  replace- 
ment, which  would  involve  a  tremendous  expense  to  the 
town  under  our  present  plan  of  maintenance. 

The  approaches  to  the  beach  via  the  bridge  are 
through  the  heart  of  Duxbury,  by  way  of  Washington 
and  St.  George  streets  to  the  Cable  Office  and  then  by 
Powder  Point  avenue  to  the  bridge,  a  distance  of  four 
miles,  through  the  most  thickly  settled  part  of  the  town. 
Duxbury  is  essentially  a  residential  town  and  its  attrac- 
tiveness is  largely  dependent  upon  retaining  its  present 
old  time  character.  These  four  miles  of  streets  have 
beautiful  shade  trees,  are  winding,  and  w^hile  in  general 
suitable  for  our  local  traffic,  are  absolutely  inadequate 
as  through  lines  to  Duxbury  beach.  To  make  them  suit- 
able for  this  purpose  would  be  ruinous  to  their  beauty, 
and  between  the  widening,  straightening,  land  damages 
and  putting  into  condition  the  grounds,  the  expense 
would  be  very  great.  This  would  be  in  addition  to  the 
cost  of  an  up-to-date  half  mile  of  bridge,  a  parking  space 
and  protection  from  the  sea. 

The  second  location  is  at  Pine  Point.  Here  the 
beach  is  much  wider  and  well  adapted  for  building  an 
adequate  parking  space,  with  excellent  material  in 
Rouses  Hummock,  which  is  a  boulder-clay  formation. 
The  approaches  are  through  open  country  with  very  few 
houses  or  over  the  unoccupied  salt  marshes. 

This  northern  location  at  Pine  Point  has  fully  as 
good  an  ocean  beach  as  farther  south,  is  better  fitted 
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for  developing  into  a  public  reservation  with  ample  park- 
ing space,  and  when  a  suitable  highway  is  provided,  will 
be  a  more  convenient  and  nearer  location  to  the  beach 
for  a  great  majority  of  those  who  make  use  of  it. 

Your  committee  believe  it  is  essential  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  public  that  the  northerly  part  of  Duxbury 
beach  be  made  a  reservation  for  general  recreation  and 
parking  purposes.  That  a  direct  northerly  approach 
should  be  provided  to  said  reservation  and  that  this  be 
done  by  the  State. 

Since  the  above  was  written  a  bill  has  been  intro- 
duced in  the  Legislature  for  the  taking  of  the  whole  of 
Duxbury  Beach  by  purchase  or  emJnent  domain.  There 
will  be  a  hearing  on  this  bill  at  the  State  House  on  Feb- 
ruary 29,  1928. 

A  hearing  has  been  held  in  Duxbury  with  about  160 
people  present  at  which  the  following  resolutions  were 
declared  unanimously  passed. 

No.  1.  ''Resolved  that  if  the  State  establishes  a 
recreation  ground  on  Duxbury  Beach  that  the  State 
should  provide  an  ample  and  direct  main  approach  there- 
to and  that  this  should  not  run  through  any  of  the  main 
streets  or  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  Town." 

No.  2.  ''Resolved  that  if  possible  the  Shuebruk  bill 
be  so  divided  that  the  investigation  of  Duxbury  Beach 
and  its  approaches  be  considered  apart  from  the  question 
of  Salisbury  and  other  beaches." 

The  committee  are  unanimously  opposed  to  the  tak- 
ing of  Duxbury  Beach  by  the  State  unless  an  adequate 
approach  as  outlined  in  aforesaid  Resolution  No.  1  is  ar- 
ranged for.

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Report  of  the  Building  Committee  of  the 
New  High  School 

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

Your  committee  appointed  by  the  moderator  under 
the  vote  of  March  6,  1926,  consisting  of  Benjamin  F. 
Goodrich,  Theodore  W.  Glover,  Jr.,  J.  Dexter  Randall, 
John  Simmons  and  Percy  L.  Walker,  met  and  organized 
on  April  14,  1926,  choosing  Mr.  Goodrich  chairman  and 
Mr.  Walker  clerk.  The  committee  voted  to  retain  Brain- 
erd  &  Leeds  of  89  Franklin  Street,  Boston,  Mass.,  as 
architects,  when  and  if  the  funds  were  available  for  pro- 
ceeding. 

The  legality  of  the  vote  authorizing  the  bond  issue 
was  questioned  which  occasioned  much  delay.  On  May 
28,  1926,  a  letter  was  issued  by  Theodore  N.  Waddell, 
Director  of  Accounts,  State  House,  Boston,  to  the  effect 
that  notes  issued  under  the  vote  of  the  Town  of  March 
6,  1926,  would  be  legal. 

After  the  necessary  formalities  four  per  cent,  bonds 
of  par  value  $110,000  were  sold  to  Merrill,  Oldham  & 
Co.,  at  par  plus  a  premium  of  $924.00,  the  premium  go- 
ing into  the  Town  Treasury  (not  to  the  building  fund.) 
The  work  of  surveying  the  site  and  looking  up  title  of 
the  same,  getting  out  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
building,  advertising  for  bidders,  and  looking  up  the 
standing  of  contractors,  was  taken  up  at  once,  and  on 
July  21,  1926  the  committee  awarded  the  General  Con- 
tract to  J.  P.  Keating,  80  Boylston  Street,  Boston,  Mass., 
for  $85,000.  There  were  fifteen  bidders  on  the  General 
Contract.  Mr.  Keating  agreed  to  wait  until  the  building 
was  completed  before  requiring  payment,  thereby  mak- 
ing available  to  the  Town,  about  $3,500  in  interest  money 
on  the  funds  remaining  in  the  Bank.

The  other  contracts  were  awarded  on  the  same  day 
(July  21,  1926)  to  the  lowest  bidders,  as  follows: 

Plumbing  Contract  to  William  H.  Mitchell  &  Son 
Co.,  90  Arch  Street,  Boston,  Mass.,  for  $6,825.00. 

Heating  and  Ventilating  Contract  to  J.  J.  Callahan, 
70  Crescent  Street,  Brockton,  Mass.,  for  $15,681.00. 

Electrical  Contract  to  Willard  L.  Murray,  Kingston, 
Mass.,  for  $4,600.00. 

The  General  Contractor  proceeded  at  once  with  the 
excavation  work  and  soon  was  putting  in  the  basement 
walls. 

The  Committee  and  Mr.  Edmund  I.  Leeds,  the  archi- 
tect, met  each  week  at  the  building  and  there  were  many 
intermediate  meetings.  The  bulk  of  the  exterior  mason 
work  was  completed  before  cold  weather. 

About  March  1,  1927,  Mr.  Simmons  resigned  from 
the  Committee. 

The  stage  hangings  were  supplied  and  installed  by 
the  Volland  Scenic  Studios  of  New  York,  who  gave  satis- 
factory service. 

The  contract  for  supplying  and  hanging  the  shades 
was,  after  much  deliberation,  awarded  to  the  Allen  Shade 
Holder  Co.,  of  Boston,  and  we  think  their  work  was  very 
satisfactory. 

■  In  the  matter  of  furnishings,  the  Building  Com- 
mittee were  guided  by  the  advice  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  Superintendent,  and  new  equipment  was  secured 
for  the  larger  part  of  the  building  within  the  allotment. 

The  General  Contractor's  work  was  certified  as  com- 
pleted by  the  architects  so  that  the  first  payment  of  $80,- 
000  on  the  Contract  was  made  June  27,  1927.  The  work 
was  however  sufficiently  near  completion  so  that  the 
graduation  exercises  of  the  Duxbury  High  School  were 
held  in  the  new  building  on  June  14,  1927. 

The  work  on  the  grounds  has  not  been  finished. 
There  is  an  unexpended  balance  as  of  January  1,  1928, 
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of  $1,018.25,  of  which  ?683.00  will  be  due  the  Plumbing 
Contractor  under  his  contract  when  certain  details  have 
been  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 
The  remaining  $335.25  is  available  toward  seeding  and 
otherwise  putting  the  grounds  in  order  in  the  spring, 
and  according  to  present  plans  will  be  so  used.  The 
General  Contractor  has  some  items  to  attend  to.  These 
have  been  called  to  his  attention  and  he  is  still  working 
on  them  and  we  believe  that  under  his  guarantee  he  will 
and  must  take  care  of  all  items. 

The  building  is  a  somev/hat  larger  and  better  build- 
ing in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  than  was  outlined 
to  the  Town.    The  building  must  speak  for  itself. 

The  committee  have  done  the  best  they  could,  and 
hope  that  the  building  will  in  future  years  be  a  great 
help  and  satisfaction  to  the  Town. 

Thanks  are  due  Mr.  Franklin  Brett  who  donated 
a  considerable  part  of  the  time  which  he  spent  on  the 
grounds  and  plans  for  the  same.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  report 

i   for  the  year  1927. 

The  first  of  the  year  was  the  usual  routine  busi- 
ness. In  May  was  the  annual  election  of  teachers  and  the 
first  election  of  Principal-Superintendent.  Principal  Geo. 
E.  Green  was  elected  superintendent  of  Duxbury  schools 
and  was  instated  on  the  expiration  of  Superintendent 
John  H.  Parker's  term,  July  1st,  1927.  After  this  date, 
Superintendent  George  E.  Green  having  full  charge  of 
school  affairs,  the  Committoe  feels  that  the  Superinten- 

■  dent's  report  is  fully  adequata,  therefore  it  is  unneces- 

'  sary  to  lengthen  this  report  by  repetition. 

The  Committee  extends  its  appreciation  of  the  voters 
assistance  in  procuring  so  substantial  a  budget  for  the 
year  1927,  which  was  carefully  apportioned  by  the  Com- 

f  mittee  to  each  school  as  required  the  high  school  obtain- 

[  ing  its  share,  as  much  new  equipment  was  needed. 

The  amount  of  budget  estimated  for  the  year  1928 
is  $46,000.00  and  the  dog  tax,  which  seems  quite  an  in- 
crease over  a  few  years  past,  but  with  the  addition  of 
more  classes,  and  more  courses  in  the  high  school,  it 
means  more  transportation,  more  equipment  and  more 
teachers  hence  the  increase  in  expenditures.

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Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury: 

In  the  future,  as  we  look  back  upon  our  school  sys- 
tem and  regard  its  evolution  in  perspective,  I  am  sure 
that  the  year  1927  will  be  considered  the  beginning  of  a 
new  epoch,  one  ushered  in  by  three  outstanding  develop- 
ments : 

1.  The  construction  on  Alden  Street  of  a  new 
school  building,  modern  and  well  equipped  in  every  way, 
situated  on  an  adequate  playground,  and  near  the  public 
library. 

2.  The  thorough  reorganization  made  possible 
through  the  facilities  of  our  new  quarters. 

3.  The  modernizing  of  our  transportation  equip- 
ment, with  the  resulting  improvement  of  service,  at  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  relative  cost  to  the  tax- 
payer. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  with  such  radical  changes 
some  confusion  must  result.  Even  the  teachers  in  new 
surroundings  with  a  new  program  to  follow  could  not  be 
expected  to  move  forward  without  some  hesitancy.  In 
September  every  pupil  in  town  came  into  a  school  room 
different  from  the  one  which  he  had  left  the  previous 
June.  He  was  in  a  strange  land  and  must  readjust  him- 
self to  the  changed  conditions.  It  was  a  case  of  rehabili- 
tation, but  I  believe  that  this  trying  period  is  now 
past,  and  that  we  are  coming  into  the  fullest  realization 
of  the  benefits  and  advantages  which  the  changes  have 
brought  to  us. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Every  effort  has  been  made  through  reorganization 
to  give  to  our  boys  and  girls  opportunities  equal  to  those 
enjoyed  by  the  children  of  any  progressive  community. 


I 
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With  this  idea  in  mind,  two  additions  to  our  high  school 
curriculum  have  been  made.  Manual  training,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Dole,  is  required  of  all  boys  in  the 
seventh  grade  and  is  elective  for  all  boys  of  the  upper 
grades  who  are  mechanically  inclined.  For  the  girls, 
courses  in  domestic  arts,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  El- 
liott, are  offered.  Here,  as  in  the  manual  training,  the 
course  is  required  in  the  seventh  grade  and  is  elective 
for  the  older  pupils.  This  department  also  assumes 
responsibility  for  preparing  and  serving  the  midday 
lunch. 

Feeling  that  music  is  essential  to  the  realization  of 
complete  happiness  in  life,  we  have  laid  much  greater 
stress  upon  it  this  year.  To  encourage  the  playing  of 
various  instruments,  an  orchestra  has  been  organized. 
Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Copp,  many  of  the  members 
have  been  playing  instruments  for  the  first  time  in  their 
lives.  This  group  has  progressed  in  skill  and  enthusiasm 
until  the  orchestra  has  become  one  of  the  most  popular 
extra  curricula  activities  of  the  school.  A  concert,  given 
shortly  before  Christmas,  manifested  some  of  the  prog- 
ress being  made  in  both  vocal  and  instrumental  work. 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  gymnasium  of  the  new 
building  and  playground  have  enabled  us  to  adopt  a  defi- 
nite plan  for  physical  exercise.  Periods  are  arranged 
during  the  regular  school  day,  and  every  pupil  is  ex- 
pected to  take  part  in  the  games  or  drills,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  teachers.  Athletics  are  encouraged  but  we 
are  constantly  on  guard  lest  inter-school  contests  be 
overemphasized.  The  high  school  was  represented  by  a 
football  team  in  the  fall,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  winter 
season,  both  the  boys'  and  girls'  teams  made  a  success- 
ful beginning  in  a  series  of  basketball  games  which  have 
been  arranged. 

The  editorial  staff,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Roper,  published  one  issue  of  the  school  magazine  during 
the  late  fall  and  is  hard  at  work  on  the  second  issue  which 
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will  come  out  before  spring.  It  is  rather  an  ambitious 
undertaking  to  attempt  the  publication  of  a  school  paper 
in  a  town  of  the  size  of  Duxbury,  and  the  success  of  the 
plan  is  worthy  of  special  commendation. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  been  grad- 
ually evolving  a  workable  system  for  serving  lunches  to 
children  of  the  school.  We  started  in  the  fall  by  serving 
milk  at  cost,  tried  out  fruit,  prepared  sandwiches,  and 
have  progressed  to  the  point  where  hot  dishes  are  offered 
each  day.  Everything  is  sold  as  close  to  cost  as  can  be 
done  without  incurring  a  loss  to  the  department,  and  I 
am  sure  that  as  time  goes  on,  parents  will  find  this  ser- 
vice more  economical  than  the  preparation  of  lunches 
at  home. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  reorganization  of  the  school  system  did  not  af- 
fect the  first  four  grades  quite  as  markedly  as  it  did  the 
more  advanced  classes,  but  there  have  been  progressive 
changes  here.  Limiting  the  number  of  grades  to  two  per 
teacher  has  made  possible  a  greater  degres  of  specializa- 
tion. Grouping  the  children  in  two  buildings  has  given 
everyone  the  benefit  of  the  more  modern  equipment  and 
permits  standardization  of  the  work.  I  firmly  believe 
that  the  accomplishment  of  the  pupils  of  these  grades 
will  be  greater  this  year  than  it  has  been  for  many  a  pre- 
vious year.  In  the  matter  of  equipment,  however,  the 
younger  children  are  manifestly  not  as  fortunate  as  those 
who  attend  the  new  school,  and  I  recommend  that  our 
attention  during  the  coming  year  be  turned  towards  in- 
creasing the  opportunities  of  these  years  which  are  the 
foundation  upon  which  we  later  must  build. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Three  difficulties  confronted  us  in  working  out  the 
new  transportation  system.  First  there  was  a  realiza- 
tion that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  twice  as  many  children 
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were  to  be  carried  as  in  former  years,  the  old  equipment 
was  entirely  inadequate.  We  were  faced  also  with  the 
problem  of  carrying  all  these  pupils  in  suitable  convey- 
ances without  expending  a  sum  of  money  which  was 
prohibitive.  Thirdly,  the  change  of  location  of  the 
schools  neessitated  re-routing  the  busses,  in  such  a  way 
as  to  reduce  the  mileage  to  a  point  where  the  least  travel 
would  result.  We  felt  competent  to  meet  these  difficulties 
only  after  locating  the  home  of  every  child  in  town  and 
surve3'ing  practically  every  road.  With  hours  of  work 
and  with  the  closest  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  school 
committee,  a  system  substantially  as  operating  at  pres- 
ent, was  evolved.  We  are  transporting  in  new  or  ap- 
proved vehicles  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  for 
only  a  little  more  than  was  spent  for  carrying  one  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  last  year.  In  order  to  do  this  it  was 
necessary  to  have  the  schools  open  and  close  at  different 
hours.  Finding  that  the  cost  of  operating  a  bus  was  de- 
pendent somewhat  upon  the  number  of  starts  and  stops 
it  made  and  that  the  time  for  making  a  trip  could  be 
materially  lessened  by  limiting  the  number  of  stops,  it 
seemed  advisable,  in  order  to  save  both  time  and  money, 
to  ask  the  pupils  to  gather  in  groups  of  three  or  four, 
even  when  this  meant  that  individuals  must  walk  some 
little  distance  along  the  route  which  the  bus  would  ac- 
tually follow.  In  no  instance  is  this  distance  great,  and 
in  stormy  weather  every  effort  is  made  to  leave  the  child 
as  near  his  door  as  is  reasonably  possible.  The  saving 
from  this  system  is  considerable  and  the  cooperation  re- 
ceived from  almost  every  parent  is  most  encouraging. 

LIBRARY 

The  trustees  of  the  Free  Public  Library  have  worked 
out  a  plan  of  cooperation  with  the  school  which  is  praise- 
worthy and  unique.  On  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  the  li- 
brary hours  have  been  so  changed  that  the  building  is 
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open  for  the  use  of  pupils  during  school  hours.  Teachers 
are  assigned  to  supervise  the  work  there  and  to  assist 
the  librarian  in  such  ways  as  they  are  able.  A  pupil  se- 
cures a  slip  permitting  him  to  pass  to  the  other  building 
just  as  he  would  were  the  library  a  part  of  his  school.  On 
each  of  these  days  dozens  avail  themselves  of  this  privi- 
lege, and  the  school  is  thereby  enjoying  facilities  such  as 
we  could  never  hope  to  obtain  were  we  thrown  entirely 
upon  our  own  resoures. 

TEACHERS 

The  introduction  of  courses  in  home  economics  and 
manual  training  necessitated  adding  two  more  teachers 
to  the  faculty  of  the  new  school.  At  the  first  of  the  year 
it  seemed  advisable  to  add  a  third  who  could  assist  with 
work  in  the  seventh  grade  and  also  help  those  pupils  of 
the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  who  were,  for  any  reason,  find- 
ing difficulty  in  keeping  pace  with  the  rest  of  the  class. 

I  am  proud  of  all  the  teachers  in  our  schools.  The 
manly  qualities  of  the  men  and  the  ladylike  bearing  of 
the  women  can  but  leave  a  lasting  good  impression  on  the 
children  of  the  town.  Their  hearty  cooperation  and  en- 
thusiasm for  their  work  presages  maximum  accomplish- 
ment for  our  shool  system.  Their  loyalty  and  consider- 
ation for  the  boys  and  girls  are  rare  qualities  which  can 
hardly  be  valued  in  dollars  and  cents.  They  are  full  of 
life,  but  strong  in  character,  and  as  qualified  to  lead  the 
spirit  of  our  youth  as  to  train  their  minds.  Duxbury  is 
fortunate  in  having  teachers  of  such  high  ideals,  and 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  retain  them  in  our  schools. 

JANITORS 

It  seemed  advisable  to  reorganize  the  work  of  the 
janitors  in  the  primary  schools  so  that  one  person  should 
be  responsible  for  the  entire  care  of  each  building.  The 
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summer  cleaning  of  the  buildings  is  now  included  in  the 
regular  janitorial  work,  and  each  man  is  working  on  a 
yearly  salary  basis.  This  has  resulted  in  a  small  saving 
to  the  town  and  has  thus  far  proved  very  satisfactory. 

GIFTS  TO  THE  SCHOOL 

In  June  the  graduating  class  presented  a  beautiful 
copy  of  the  well  known  Greek  statue,  the  Discus-Thrower, 
to  the  new  school.  It  now  stands  in  the  corridor  just  out- 
side the  gymnasium.  Many  pictures  have  also  been  pre- 
sented. In  the  fall,  the  patriotic  organizations  gave  a 
large  flag  for  display  from  the  pole  in  front  of  the  build- 
ing and  presented  each  class  room  with  smaller  silk 
banners.  Mr.  Alfred  Green  made  a  valued  addition  to  the 
school  library  through  the  gift  of  a  two-volume  biography 
of  Woodrow  Wilson.  The  grading  of  the  grounds  about 
the  new  building  was  greatly  improved  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  a  group  of  public-spirited  citizens  who  gave 
teams,  trucks,  and  labor  or  money  for  carting  the  neces- 
sary earth.  The  condition  of  the  walks  and  driveways 
was  much  bettered,  but  there  is  still  considerable  to  be 
done  and  an  appropriation  should  be  made  in  order  that 
the  work  may  be  carried  to  completion  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permits. 

In  summarizing,  may  I  call  to  your  attention  that 
this  is  the  year  when  the  full  force  of  supporting  our 
reorganized  system  must  fall  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
taxpayers.  The  increase  of  three  in  the  teaching  force, 
the  reorganized  and  greatly  improved  transportation 
system,  carrying  more  than  double  the  number  of  pupils 
of  former  years,  an  increase  of  twenty-six  in  the  total 
enrollment,  the  cost  of  operating  the  new  departments, 
and  normal  increases  in  salaries  for  those  teachers  who 
have  shown  themselves  worthy,  all  go  to  swell  our  budget 
for  the  present  fiscal  year. 

In  spite  of  this,  however,  by  careful  economy  in 
those  departments  where  economy  was  wise,  I  am  pleased 


to  find  that  we  must  ask  the  town  for  less  than  thirty- 
four  hundred  dollars  more  than  was  needed  in  the  past. 
This  year  the  town  receives  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  on  account  of  the  employment  of  teachers, 
reimbursement  to  the  amount  of  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  This  cannot 
be  used  exclusively  by  the  school  committee  without 
action  by  the  voters  at  town  meeting.  I  recommend  that 
an  article  be  placed  in  the  town  warrant  authorizing  the 
transfer  of  the  above  named  amount  to  the  school  depart- 
ment, thereby  cutting  the  appropriation  for  which  we 
must  ask  to  forty-four  thousand  dollars.

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Report  of  Drawing  Supervisor 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 
Dear  Sir: 

A  large  exhibit  of  school  drawings  was  held  at  Mat- 
takeesett  Hall  last  June  during  the  graduation  exercises 
of  the  Village  Grammar  School.  Every  grade  was  repre- 
sented from  the  Second  Primary  to  the  Senior  High 
School  grades.  A  vast  amount  of  work  was  produced,  all 
of  which  we  could  not  exhibit  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
wall  space. 

Charcoal  work,  wax  crayon,  ink,  pencil,  water  colors 
and  colored  lead  pencil  were  used,  with  a  variety  of  sub- 
jects that  covered  as  much  ground  as  one  could  reason- 
ably expect.  Though  partially  responsible  for  this  varied 
and  large  output  of  work  produced,  I  must  express  my 
sincere  pleasure  in  the  quality  of  last  years  exhibit.  I 
had  hoped  and  expected  for  this  result,  and  it  is  to  the 
vast  credit  of  pupils  concerned  that  Duxbury  easily  lead 
all  the  other  towns  with  which  I  am  familiar  in  the  high 
quality  of  work  produced. 

This  year  we  have  ideal  conditions  with  the  im- 
proved facilities  and  light  of  the  New  High  School.  Also 
there  is  but  little  time  wasted  in  going  about  to  so  many 
widely  scattered  schools. 

To  Mr.  Green  and  the  School  Committee  and 
Teachers  who  have  done  everything  possible  in  assisting, 
I  offer  my  sincere  thanks.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1927,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report 
is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H. 
Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  i 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dux- 
bury for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1927,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon: — 
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The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded 
on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or 
disbursing  money  for  the  tov^n,  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of 
the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  records  of  receipts 
being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the 
records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  as  entered  in  the 
ledger,  were  checked  to  the  town  clerk's  records  of  ap- 
propriations and  transfers  authorized  by  the  town. 

The  receipts  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
treasurer,  and  the  payments  with  the  warrants  author- 
izing the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  classification  book  was  examined  and  checked 
with  the  accountant's  ledger  and  with  the  original  vou- 
chers on  file. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  postings 
were  verified,  adjusting  entries  were  made,  and  a  bal- 
ance sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  pre- 
pared showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of 
December  31,  1927. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  were  ana- 
lyzed and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  de- 
partments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
several  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury.  The  cash  in  the  office  was  verified 
by  an  actual  count  and  the  bank  balances  were  recon- 
ciled with  statements  furnished  by  the  several  banks. 

A  table  showing  the  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitment  of  the  taxes  of 
the  levy  of  1927  was  proved  and  compared  with  the 
assessors'  warrants,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  for 
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the  several  levies  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash 
book,  the  abatements  were  checked  to  the  assessor's 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  taxes 
were  listed. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

Tables  showing  summaries  of  the  various  tax  levies 
are  appended  to  this  report. 

The  selectmen's  records  of  licenses  granted  were 
examined  and  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  licenses,  fees,  etc.,  to- 
gether with  the  records  of  hunting  and  fishing  and  of 
dog  licenses  were  examined,  the  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book 
and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  county,  respectively, 
being  verified  by  receipts  on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  tax  collector  and 
town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

In  checking  the  accounts  of  the  cemetery  depart- 
ment, it  was  noted  that  it  has  been  the  custom  in  the 
past  for  the  superintendent  to  retain  collections  on  ac- 
count of  interments,  annual  care,  and  repairs  in  lieu  of 
salary.  The  cemetery  commissioners,  however,  paid  the 
superintendent  from  the  income  on  perpetual  care  funds 
for  work  done  on  endowed  lots.  The  accounts  of  the  com- 
missioners were  examined,  the  receipts  and  payments 
were  proved,  and  the  cash  balance  on  February  13,  1928, 
amounting  to  $29.19,  was  verified. 

It  is  recommended  that,  in  the  future,  an  appro- 
priation be  voted  by  the  town  for  cemetery  maintenance, 
and  that  the  superintendent's  salary  be  fixed  and  paid 
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from  said  appropriation.  All  cemetery  receipts  should 
be  turned  into  the  town  treasury,  as  required  by  Section 
53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  all  payments  should 
be  made  on  regularly  approved  warrants  by  the  town 
treasurer,  as  required  by  Sections  35  and  52,  Chapter 
41,  General  Laws.  Income  from  cemetery  perpetual  care 
funds  should  be  withdrawn  from  the  savings  banks  only 
as  needed  to  defray  expenditures  on  endowed  lots,  all 
such  payments  to  be  made  by  the  town  treasurer,  as 
required  by  the  statutes  cited  previously. 

It  was  also  noted  that  it  has  been  the  custom  to  pay 
directly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  library  trustees  the  full 
amount  appropriated  for  library  purposes.  This  prac- 
tice should  be  discontinued  and  all  bills  chargeable  to 
the  library  appropriation  should  be  presented  to  the 
selectmen  for  approval,  placed  on  warrants,  and  be  paid 
by  the  town  treasurer  in  accordance  with  Section  35, 
Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  the  withdrawals  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing 
the  investment  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Duxbury  Free  Library,  Incorpo- 
rated, were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved 
and  the  expenditures  were  checked  with  the  vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  on  file. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  schedules  showing  the 
transactions  and  condition  of  the  various  trust  funds. 

For  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  the  various 
officials  during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Report  of  Town  Meetings 


ANNUAL  TOWN   MEETING,  MARCH  3,  1928 

The  Meeting  convened  at  9:30  and  the  Warrant  was 
read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Tellers,  Herbert  Packard,  Harry  A.  McNaught 
and  Robert  I.  Tower,  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Knapp  it  was 
Voted,  unanimously,  that  the  Town  Clerk  deposit  a  ballot 
for  Henry  P.  Moulton  for  Moderator,  which  was  done, 
and  Henry  P.  Moulton  was  declared  elected  Moderator. 

Voted,  that  at  12  o'clock  a  recess  of  forty-five  minutes 
be  taken  for  luncheon. 

Inasmuch  as  it  appeared  that  there  were  some  who 
understood  this  Meeting  was  to  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
it  was 

Voted,  to  delay  further  proceedings  until  ten  o'clock 
and  that  a  messenger  be  dispatched  to  the  Town  Hall 
to  notify  any  such. 

By  motion  of  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Knapp  it  was  voted 
that  some  one  favoring  each  article  be  given  a  chance  to 
make  a  moticn  and  speak  on  the  subject  before  the 
article  is  in  any  way  killed. 

At  10  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and 
Article  2  was  taken  up. 

Under  Article  2  it  was  voted,  unanimously,  that  the 
necessary  officers  not  chosen  by  ballot  be  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen.' 

Under  Article  3,  it  was  voted,  that  the  report  made 
by  Mr.  H.  B.  Bradley,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee 
to  investigate  the  question  of  the  General  Use  of  Dux- 
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bury  Beach,  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress  and  thai 
this  Committee  be  continued. 

Mr.  H.  P.  Moulton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  chosen 
at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  to  put  the  matter  on  the 
clam  law  of  1873  before  the  Legislature,  made  his  report 
which  it  was  voted  to  accept  as  a  report  of  progres 
and  that  this  Committee  be  continued. 

Voted,  that  that  portion  of  Article  3  relating  to  th 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Health  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Voted,  that  the  reports  of  all  other  officers  and  com 
mittees  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Under  Article  4,  voted,  unanimously,  to  raise  and  ap 
propriate  $27,778.98  as  follows: 
Harrison  Street  Loan,  1923, 
Surplus  Street  Loan,  1924, 
Union  and  Congress  Streets  Loan,  1925

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

Your  Board  make  the  following  report : 
The  work  of  the  department  is  of  a  routine  nature. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  five  inmates  in  the  Infirm- 
ary,  one  of  these  being  blind ;  one  being  unable  to  geti 
around  and  obliged  to  sit  in  a  chair  or  in  bed.  ' 
This  makes  the  work  of  caring  for  them  very  hard.^ 
The  amount  of  money  required  for  running  th 
department  is  very  uncertain. 

We  have  had  several  cases  the  past  year  in  town  andi 
out  of  town  which  have  required  a  large  amount  of  medU 
cal  attention  at  home  and  in  various  hospitals,  this  bring- 
ing the  expense  to  quite  an  amount  above  the  appropria- 
tion. 

We  shall  be  obliged  to  ask  the  town  for  a  sum  oi 
money  for  unpaid  bills  of  1928. 

You  will  notice  that  under  receipts  in  the  front  pa 
of  the  town  report  there  was  reimbursed  the  town  abou" 
$1,100.00  which  cannot  be  used  by  the  Overseers  without 
a  vote  of  the  town.

The  selectmen  have  received 
s  several  letters  from  citizens  highly  commending  this 
e  department  in  its  splendid  work.  The  apparatus  is  in 
i  first  class  condition  but  I  may  be  obliged  to  buy  a  few 
i  hundred  feet  of  hose  this  year  and  some  replacement 
€  extinguishers.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  again  to  the 
I  highly  protective  value  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  in  the 
I  homes  and  cars.  I  have  had  several  communications  of

\  in  condition  all  kinds  of  apparatus  and  supplies.  The  over- 
i  hauling  and  cleaning  up  wai5  very  much  needed.  It  is  no 
I  use  to  have  apparatus  unless  it  is  properly  taken  care  of 
^  and  ready  for  any  emergency.  The  new  building,  we 
feel  is  a  credit  to  the  town,  and  the  most  for  the  money 
5  we  ever  obtained.  The  building  is  open  for  inspection  of 
t  the  building  and  apparatus.  We  will  be  glad  to  have  you 
t  come  at  any  time  and  w^e  feel  that  you  will  say  that  we 
i  are  justified  in  being  proud  of  our  work.  If  you  have 
i  a  fire,  simply  notify  central  and  they  will  see  that  the  de- 
I  partment  is  promptly  notified  as  the  arrangements  have 
\  been  made  with  the  manager  to  that  affect.  One  fire  call 
'  box  is  in  the  central  office  and  operated  by  the  operator 
'  of  the  exchange. 
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Thank  you  tor  your  hearty  co-operation  both  finan- 
cially, physically,  and  morally.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 
Greetings : 

The  apparatus  in  this  department  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  everything  is  being  done  to 
safe-guard  your  property  and  homes.  I  anticipate  a  very 
busy  season  this  coming  spring,  so  much  dried  grass  and 
so  many  cigarettes  being  carelessly  thrown  about  makes 
it  doubly  dangerous.  Any  one  v^ishing  to  burn  and  clean  f 
up  their  dangerous  spots,  I  will  be  glad  to  help  them 
either  by  the  loan  of  pump  cans  and  torches  or  assisting 
them  personally  or  with  a  deputy.  The  permit  law  has 
been  changed  in  Barnstable  and  Plymouth  counties  so  as 
to  read,  "No  fires  without  permits  unless  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow."  I  am  calling  your  attention  to  this. 
In  other  towns  than  Duxbury,  the  permit  fires  got  beyond 
control  and  caused  several  serious  fires,  but  thanks  to 
your  co-operation  in  this  matter,  I  have  nothing  of  that 
kind  to  report.  The  fires  in  the  last  year,  as  in  the  pre- 
vious years,  have  amounted  to  practically  nothing.  But 
it  is  being  constantly  on  the  alert  that  keeps  them  this 
way.  My  deputies  and  men  can't  be  too  highly  praised 
for  quick  response  and  splendid  work  they  have  always 
done.

Report  of  Moth  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Duxbury : 
Gentlemen : 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  1928,  the 
town  generously  appropriated  the  sum  of  $5,000,  for  the 
work  of  this  department.  The  moth  situation  at  the  time 
was  distinctly  bad,  partly  because  of  the  refusal  of  the 
State  for  the  two  preceeding  years  to  continue  its  local 
aid  in  fighting  the  pest.  The  whole  expense  fell  on  the 
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town,  which  could  not  make  up  the  deficiency.  The  ap- 
propriation of  last  year  however  enabled  the  department 
to  do  effective  work  in  creosoting  and  spraying  and  as  a 
result  the  general  situation  at  the  end  of  1928  was  a 
good  deal  better  than  in  the  years  1926  and  1927. 

Complete  extermination  of  the  gypsy  moth  is  of 
course  impossible  under  the  circumstances.  The  best 
this  department  can  do  is  to  keep  the  moths  from  spread- 
ing to  the  belts  of  shade  trees  along  the  public  roads  and 
starting  new  colonies  where  they  would  do  more  serious 
damage  to  inhabitated  areas  than  they  now  accomplish. 
Some  bad  infestations  are  present  in  several  places  to 
wit:  about  100  acres  in  the  vicinity  of  Mayflower  cem- 
etery; 100  acres  on  the  right  hand  side  of  Toby  Garden 
Street,  in  the  direction  of  the  Mayflower  colony ;  75  acres 
between  Toby  Garden  Street  and  the  State  highway. 
Other  smaller  infested  areas  are  scattered  throughout 
the  town.  This  year  the  department  will  have  to  watch 
these  colonies  and  fight  back  their  encroachments  upon 
the  highways  and  other  important  areas.  The  efficiency 
of  the  work  will  naturally  depend  upon  the  amount  of 
money  the  department  has  at  its  disposal.  The  cost  of 
putting  out  one  spraying  machine  per  day  is  about  $23, 
for  labor  alone.  The  department  has  at  present  three 
machines,  each  of  which  can  distribute  about  ten  loads 
a  day  with  water  as  conveniently  obtained  as  it  is  now, 
a  privilege  for  which  this  department  wishes  to  thank  the 
Water  Commissioner.  The  season  for  spraying  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  departments  activities  extend  from 
the  middle  of  May  to  the  latter  part  of  June.  We  must 
creosote  and  we  must  spray.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report 
for  the  year  of  1928. 

Nine  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  at 
which  important  matters  have  been  discussed,  among 
them  the  following  items : — a  set-back  of  30  feet  from  the 
road  way  for  all  buildings  erected  in  the  future  to  allow 
for  widening  of  roadways  when  needed ;  a  partial  zoning 
plan  for  residential  sections  in  the  town.  These  two  rec- 
ommendations with  a  map  of  the  proposed  zoning  plan 
prepared  by  the  Chairman,  Franklin  Brett,  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Selectmen. 

As  many  of  the  streets  in  town  had  inadequate  signs 
and  some  of  the  streets  had  no  signs  at  all,  the  Board 
prepared  a  list  of  needed  sign  posts  to  be  erected  through- 
out the  town  which  was  given  to  the  Selectmen. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Board  through  its  Chair- 
man, the  new  Post  Office  building,  in  the  Village,  was  set 
farther  back  from  the  street  than  was  at  first  planned. 
In  view  of  the  vacant  land  adjoining,  the  Board  recom- 
mended a  much  further  set-back  from  the  street,  but 
that  proving  impossible,  the  building  was  erected  on  the 
present  lines,  which  is  an  improvement  over  the  pre- 
vious post-office  site. 

The  feasability  of  an  Air-port  in  an  outlying  section 
of  the  Town,  was  investigated  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  prepared  a  map  of  the  section,  which  with  a  letter, 
was  presented  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  approval,  with 
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the  intention  of  submitting-  the  plan  to  the  Federal 
Government  for  their  investigation. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  the  town  have 
the  first  week  in  April,  1929,  as  Clean-up  Week,  and  that 
an  article  be  inserted  in  the  Warrant  for  the  coming 
Town  meeting  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100, 
to  provide  trucks  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the 
rubbish,  as  was  done  in  the  Spring  of  1927. 

There  seems  to  be  need  of  reserving  the  floor  of  the 
High  School  auditorium  during  town  meetings  for  the 
voters  of  Duxbury,  and  the  Board  recommends  that  a 
checking  list  be  used  at  the  doors  of  the  auditorium 
when  voting  on  appropriations  is  in  order.

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The  policy  of  arranging  the  library  hours  on  certain 
days  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  high  school  pupils 
has  been  continued,  and  in  the  Librarian's  report  it  is 
stated  that  they  have  been  eager  for  this  privilege,  and 
their  conduct  testifies  their  appreciation.  The  total  at- 
tendance on  high  school  days  was  4,053. 

On  July  1,  Miss  Mary  Peterson  in  behalf  of  the 
Sons  of  Union  Veterans  Auxiliary  presented  to  the  Li- 
brary a  beautiful  silk  flag.  Among  other  friends  that 
made  gifts  to  the  Library  were  Mr.  George  B.  Frazar, 
who  gave  three  books  on  Japanese  subjects,  and  the 
Reverend  Walter  R.  Hunt,  who  gave  sixty-two  volumes. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  number  of  inter- 
esting exhibits  of  picture  cards  and  other  matter  for 
special  occasions. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Reverend  Lewis  J. 
Thomas,  who  had  served  faithfully  as  a  member  of  the 
corporation  for  nearly  sixteen  years,  tendered  his  resig- 
nation which  was  later  accepted. 
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At  the  same  time,  Miss  Sara  B.  Higgins,  who  had 
served  loyally  and  efficiently  as  librarian  for  twenty-six 
(26)  years,  was  retired  on  pension.  The  following  table 
gives  the  circulation  from  1902  to  1928  inclusive :

Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

Another  year  has  passed  and  again  we  are  called 
upon  to  make  a  report  of  work  accomplished  in  this  de- 
partment. After  the  death  of  Mr.  Martin  Hanigan  in 
October  1927,  John  Simmons  took  charge  of  the  cemetery 
work.  He  carried  this  work  along  until  March  1,  1928 
when  Thomas  W.  Her  rick  was  elected  Superintendent 
of  Cemeteries.  As  the  work  of  this  department  is  all 
under  town  management,  a  State  law  recently  enacted 
does  not  allow^  any  private  work  to  be  done  by  a  superin- 
tendant  in  town  controlled  cemeteries.  All  work  done 
must  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees 
and  the  money  for  same  paid  into  the  town  treasury. 
The  opening  of  graves,  building  of  foundations  and 
building  and  care  of  lots  has  always  been  done  by  the 
superintendent  and  the  money  he  received  for  same, 
after  paying  his  men,  helped  to  pay  his  salary.  As  this 
could  not  be  done,  under  the  new  law,  it  became  necessary 
to  pay  him  a  fixed  salary  which  w^as  done.  All  bills  now 
for  work  done  have  to  be  sent  out  by  the  secretary  of  the 
cemetery  trustees,  payable  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  a 
record  of  same  kept  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  Auditors. 
This  has  been  a  hard  proposition  as  the  address  of  many 
of  the  lot  owners  was  not  known  but  we  now  have  most 
of  them  and  we  believe  this  system  will  work  out  very 
satisfactorily  this  coming  year.  Much  credit  is  due  Miss 
Ellen  Hanigan  for  the  assistance  she  gave  us  in  this  work. 
The  usual  work  of  raking  and  burning  the  leaves  and 
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sticks  was  done  and  it  became  necessary  to  remove  sever- 
al of  the  trees  that  had  died.  Quite  a  fev^  lots  have  been 
added  in  the  new  part  of  the  cemetery.  New  avenues 
have  been  added  and  plans  made  for  extending  this  work 
during  the  coming  year.  As  the  old  Mayflower  Street 
is  now  the  main  entrance  to  the  cemetery  it  seems  neces- 
sary to  macadamize  or  gravel  and  oil  that  part  of  it  lead- 
ing from  Tremont  Street  to  Oak  Avenue,  which  runs 
through  the  center  of  the  older  part  of  the  cemetery 
and  we  would  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  for  this 
work.  Ashdod,  Standish  and  Dingley  Cemeteries  have 
been  mowed  and  raked  and  the  trees  trimmed  where 
necessary. 

The  lots  have  been  well  fertilized  and  that  together 
with  the  rains  in  the  early  part  of  the  summer  kept  them 
looking  in  fine  condition. 

We  have  purchased  this  past  year  a  casket  lowering 
device  and  grass  mats  for  grave  lining  and  sand  covering. 
These  are  being  used  now  in  a  great  many  cemeteries  and 
are  being  called  for  by  all  undertakers,  especially  those 
from  out  of  town.  With  few  exceptions  out  of  town 
funerals  do  not  bring  bearers  with  them  and  the  lower- 
ing device  is  very  necessary.  The  town  will  receive  com- 
pensation for  its  use.  There  have  been  seventeen  inter- 
ments of  those  who  died  in  town  and  thirty-three  from 
out  of  town  during  the  past  year.. 

Twenty-eight  foundations  and  forty-three  lots  have 
been  built  during  the  year.  Seventeen  lots  have  also  been 
put  in  "Perpetual  Care." 

We  have  purchased  small  iron  markers  for  all  *Ter- 
petual  Care"  lots.  As  there  are  so  many  lots  now  in  this 
list,  it  is  very  hard  to  distinguish  them  all  without  look- 
ing up  the  number  of  the  lot  on  the  records  and  these 
markers  will  be  of  great  value.  We  appreciate  the  sup- 
port and  help  of  our  town's  people  given  us  in  the  past 
and  ask  for  your  cooperation  this  coming  year.  Under 
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the  present  system  it  seems  necessary  to  ask  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  $6500  to  carry  on  the  work  in  1929  as 
quite  a  substantial  amount  will  go  back  into  the  town 
treasury.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Towns  people  of  Duxbury : 

There  has  been  reported  94  case  of  communicable 
diseases  during  the  past  year  as  follows :

There  were  2  deaths,  1  from  black  Measles,  and  1 
from  Pulmonary  T.  B.  at  Plymouth  County  Hospital 
with  a  settlement  outside  of  Duxbury. 

We  thank  all  who  have  reported  diseases  to  us  which 
has  helped  in  the  tabulations. 

The  venereal  situation  looks  more  promising  as  no 
new  cases  have  been  found,  and  the  cases  we  now  have 
are  doing  well. 

The  milk  and  dairy  conditions  while  not  perfect  are 
better  than  for  some  time,  and  as  we  compare  them  with 
some  we  found  in  Plymouth  County  where  the  bacteria 
count  went  into  the  millions  per  c.  c.  we  felt  that  Duxbury 
was  not  so  bad,  but  when  we  think  of  the  Septic  Sore 
Throat  Epidemics  spread  by  raw  milk,  and  the  one  in  a

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town  of  4000  population,  where  the  approximate  total 
cases  was  1,000,  with  40  deaths  and  others  quite  near  us, 
we  realize  that  clean  and  safe  milk  is  only  had  by  con- 
stant vigilance. 

The  Pasteurized  milk  is  not  immune  to  lax  methods 
of  handling,  bottles,  caps  or  utensils. 

We  have  issued  33  permits  to  stores  and  wayside 
stands  to  sell  milk. 

There  has  been  more  complaints  of  real  or  fancied 
nuisances,  two  of  which  we  deemed  of  sufficient  impor- 
tace  to  place  before  the  District  Health  Officer.  Com- 
plaints from  the  summer  residents  along  certain  sections 
of  the  shore,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  water  at  times  led 
us  to  investigate,  and  to  have  w^ater  and  clams  from 
these  points  examined  and  analyzed.  The  findings  show- 
ing the  presence  of  sewage  in  the  water,  and  Colon  Bacilli 
in  the  clams. 

We  have  recovered  all  expenses  incurred  in  caring 
for  the  out  of  town  T.  B.  case. 

Again  thanking  you  all  for  your  co-operation  with 
us  in  our  efforts  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  public,  we 
are.

Your  committee  have  held  many  meetings,  also  meet- 
ings with  the  State  Commission,  and  sub-committees  of 
this  commission. 

The  public  hearing  on  September  8,  1928  in  Dux- 
bury, before  the  State  Special  Commission  on  Salisbury 
and  Duxbury  Beaches,  of  which  all  voters  were  notified 
by  postal  card  seemed  to  show  conclusively  that  the 
people  of  Duxbury  by  a  very  large  majority  would  oppose 
a  State  Reservation  if  the  travel  to  it  were  to  pass 
through  the  main  streets  of  Duxbury,  with  the  consequent 
cutting  of  trees  and  widening  of  streets. 

Another  public  hearing  on  September  14,  1928  at 
the  State  House  showed  the  same  sentiment  in  a  very 
marked  degree. 

The  committee  has  seen  typewritten  copies  of  what 
purports  to  be  the  bill  now  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
affecting  Duxbury  and  Salisbury  Beaches.  The  bill  is 
not  in  printed  form  at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this 
report. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  taking  of  some  four  miles 
of  beach  extending  roughly  speaking  from  the  Hummock 
to  the  Plymouth  line,  also  provides  for  taking  a  large 
amount  of  marsh  land  extending  from  the  Beach  west- 
erly to  the  channel  of  Little  Wood  Island  River,  and  pro- 
vides for  the  taking  and  for  the  removal  of  Gurnet  Bridge. 

That  part  of  the  bill  which  particularly  applies  to 
Duxbury  is  worded  as  follows :  A  parcel  of  land  bounded 
and  described  as  follows : —  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the 
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Boundary  Line  between  the  Towns  of  Marshfield  and 
Duxbury  and  on  the  easterly  side  of  Gurnet  Road,  said 
point  being  assumed  to  be  a  stone  bound  now  located  in 
the  aforesaid  position,  approximately,  thence  following 
the  easterly  side  of  Gurnet  Road  as  laid  out  by  the  Town 
of  Duxbury  southerly  to  an  intersection  with  the  east- 
erly side  of  that  portion  of  Gurnet  Road  which  is  a 
straight  line  to  the  Hummock,  as  described  in  Town  of 
Duxbury  records,  thence  at  right  angles  to  this  portion 
of  Gurnet  road  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a  point  40* 
distant  from  the  westerly  side  of  this  same  portion  of 
Gurnet  road, 

thence  southerly  in  a  line  parallel  to  the  westerly 
side  of  Gurnet  road  and  distant  40  '  therefrom  to  an  in- 
tersection with  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  land  of  the 
Ocean  Telegram  Company  (Western  Union  Telegraph 
Co.)  at  Rouses'  Hummock; 

thence  easterly  in  the  aforesaid  northerly  boundary 
of  the  land  of  the  Ocean  Telegraph  Co.  to  its  intersection 
with  the  Mean  Low  Tide  Contour  in  Mass.  Bay  on  Dux- 
bury Beach,  thence  southerly  along  said  Mean  Low  Tide 
Contour  to  its  intersection  with  the  Boundary  Line  be- 
tween the  Towns  of  Plymouth  and  Duxbury, 

thence  westerly  in  said  Town  Boundary  to  its  in- 
tersection with  the  Mean  Low  Tide  Contour  in  Duxbury 
Bay, 

thence  following  said  Mean  Low  Tide  Contour  in 
Duxbury  Bay  to  its  intersection  at  Point  C  with  the  line 
AB  on  the  Map,  said  line  AB  line  described  hereafter, 

thence  following  said  line  AB  to  its  intersection 
with  the  same  Mean  Low  Tide  Contour  in  Duxbury  Bay 
at  Point  A,  on  the  map,  said  Point  A  being  approximately 
100  Rods  distant  from  Mean  High  Water  in  Duxbury  Bay 
beyond  the  mouth  of  High  Pines  Creek, 

thence  following  the  Mean  Low  Tide  Contour  of  the 
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Easterly  side  of  Beach  Channel  to  and  under  Powder 
Point  Bridge,  continuing  in  same  Mean  Low  Tide  Con- 
tour as  it  becomes  and  Northerly  or  left  bank  of  Back 
River  and  continuing  in  same  Mean  Low  Tide  Contour  to 
its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Little  Wood  Lsland 
River  produced  west  of  Soule's  Island, 

thence  upstream  in  the  centerline  of  Little  Wood 
Island  River  to  its  intersection  with  a  line  in  Marshfield 
parallel  to  the  Marshfield-Duxbury  Town  Boundary  and 
distant  therefrom  400'  Northerly, 

Thence  in  said  line  parallel  to  and  distant  400'  from 
the  Marshfield-Duxbury  boundary  to  its  intersection  with 
a  line  making  an  angle  of  ninety  degrees  with  the  town 
boundary  line  and  passing  through  the  stone  bound  at  the 
point  of  beginning,  thence  in  said  normal  line  to  the  point 
of  beginning. 

Certain  parcels  of  land  shown  on  the  Duxbury  as- 
sessors' plans  in  Block  U  and  numbered  as  Webster 
Island  lots  numbers  twenty-six,  twenty-seven,  twenty- 
seven  A,  twenty-eight,  twenty-nine  A,  twenty-nine  B, 
thirty,  thirty-one,  thirty-oneA,  thirty-two,  thirty-three, 
thirty-four,  thirty-four  A,  thirty-five,  ninety-nine  and 
one  hundred  shall  be  excluded  from  the  area  described 
by  the  foregoing  boundary. 

All  of  Powder  Point  Bridge  shall  be  included  in  this 
taking  and  shall  be  removed  by  the  commission. 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  shall  have 
all  necessary  rights  to  enable  it  to  maintain  in  operation 
its  cable  within  the  area  described  by  the  foregoing 
boundary. 

The  bill  provides  for  a  Commission  on  State  Res- 
ervations under  the  Department  of  Conservation.  The 
Commission  shall  have  the  same  powers  of  management 
and  control  as  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission. 

Your  committee  at  the  meeting  of  January  29,  1929 
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voted :  That  our  committee  favor  the  bill  as  reported  to 
the  Leg-islature  feeling  that,  by  the  recommendation  to 
remove  Gurnet  Bridge,  the  bill  safeguards  as  far  as 
possible  the  interests  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury  as  ex- 
pressed on  several  occasions.

Minority  Report  of  the 
Duxbury  Beach  Committee 


I  dissent  from  the  last  paragraph  of  the  above  major- 
ity report,  believing  that  the  bill  completely  fails  to  safe- 
guard our  main  streets  from  becorfiing  great  thorough- 
fares to  the  proposed  Duxbury  Beach  reservation.  And 
I  recommend  that  the  voters  of  Duxbury  at  the  Annual 
Town  meeting  pass  the  following  resolutions,  all  of  which 
have  been  approved  by  your  Joint  Beach  Committee. 

(1.)  RESOLVED  that,  if  the  State  establishes  a  rec- 
reation ground  on  Duxbury  Beach,  the  state  should  pro- 
vide an  ample  and  direct  main  approach  thereto,  and 
that  this  should  not  run  through  any  of  the  main  streets 
or  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  town. 

(Unanimously  voted  at  the  public  meeting  Jan.  28, 
1928,  confirmed  at  other  meetings  and  by  your  com- 
mittee.) 

(2.)  RESOLVED  that  if  possible  the  Bill  be  so  divi- 
ded that  the  investigation  of  Duxbury  Beach  and  its  ap- 
proaches be  considered  apart  from  the  question  of  Salis- 
bury Beach.   (Voted  as  above.) 

(3.)  The  original  Bill  proposed  taking  the  beach  but 
made  no  mention  of  approaches.  By  our  strenuous  efforts 
the  latter  was  added  with  an  increase  of  the  appropria- 
tion by  $1,500;  and  the  bill  was  so  passed. 

(Unanimously  passed  by  our  Committee  Nov.  23, 
1928,  only  Mr.  Green  absent.) 

RESOLVED  that  our  position  is  one  of  definite 
opposition  to  any  bill  which  contemplates  taking  any 
portion  of  Duxbury  Beach  unless  it  includes  provisions 
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with  suitable  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  an 
adequate  northern  approach.   (Voted  as  above.) 

The  present  State  report  and  bill  provide  for  elab- 
orate and  expensive  approaches  to  Salisbury  Beach  but 
no  mention  is  made  of  Duxbury  approaches  except  the 
clause  "All  of  Powder  Point  Bridge  shall  be  included  in 
this  taking  and  shall  be  removed  by  the  Commission." 
This  wording  is  so  ambiguous  that  two  of  us  understood 
it  to  include  both  the  structure  and  the  layout  of  the 
bridge,  giving  the  reservation  an  extension  to  Point  End, 
while  the  other  three  took  it  to  refer  only  to  the  wooden 
structure  and  not  to  the  land.  In  either  case,  it  provides 
for  the  removal  of  the  present  worn  out  and  inadequate 
structure  which  was  built  nearly  forty  years  ago  for  the 
light  horse-drawn  traffic  of  that  day.  No  provision  is 
made  for  abandonment  or  the  repeal  of  the  legislative 
acts  under  which  a  bridge  is  authorized  at  this  site. 

This  would  be  covered  by : — 
(4.)    RESOLVED   that   the   acts   authorizing  the 
establishment  of  Gurnet  Bridge  should  be  revoked.  (No 
vote,  but  apparently  approved  as  above.) 

Even  if  the  present  bridge  is  removed,  the  old  acts 
revoked  and  the  reservation  established,  the  question 
of  approach  is  as  open  as  it  ever  was.  Some  State  body, 
not  the  present  Commission,  will  later  have  the  problem 
of  deciding  whether  Duxbury  or  Marshfield  shall  share 
in  the  expense  and  by  what  route  to  get  to  the  reserva- 
tion. Then  the  question  will  come: — Shall  we  go  over  a 
bridge  from  Powder  Point  or  straight  over  the  marshes 
or  over  the  Marshfield  upland  and  minor  marshes? 

And  we  start  all  over  again  but  with  the  great  dis- 
advantage from  Duxbury's  point  of  view,  that  the  res- 
ervation is  already  secured  by  the  State. 

1  therefore  believe  that  it  will  be  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  Town  to  disapprove  of  the  bill  and  pass  the 
above  resolutions.

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Report  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Extension  Service  1928 


Appropriations  for  the  Trustees  County  Aid  to  Ag- 
riculture apply  to  the  funds  of  the  org-anization  known 
more  commonly  as  the  Plymouth  County  Extension 
Service.  The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  sup- 
ported by  federal,  state  county,  and  local  funds,  co- 
operates with  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College 
in  teaching  agriculture  and  home-making  through  group 
in  tructicn,  correspondence,  and  individual  service  to 
any  man,  woman,  boy,  or  girl,  in  the  county  who  de- 
sires such  information. 

Duxbury  poultrymen,  dairymen,  and  fruit  growers 
attended  extension  service  meetings  and  made  use  of  the 
services  of  the  county  agent.  At  one  ditch  blowing  dem- 
onstration at  a  cranberry  bog  in  Duxbury  forty  men 
were  present  to  learn  how  to  do  it. 

Food  selection  and  preparation  projects  have  been 
carried  in  both  North  and  Center  Duxbury  during  1928. 
Meetings  were  well  attended  and  reports  show  a  large 
spread  of  influence.  The  town  extension  committee  plans 
to  continue  the  program  with  a  child  feeding  project  be- 
ginning in  March  1929  and  to  have  a  part  in  the  county 
home  improvement  program.

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Report  of  Committee  on  High  School 
Grounds 


The  committee  took  up  in  the  early  spring  the  work 
of  completing  the  grading  of  the  grounds.  They  thought 
it  advisable  to  purchase  loam  and  a  large  amount  was 
purchased  and  put  about  the  grounds.  The  driveway  was 
built  of  asphalt. 

Concrete  walks  and  steps  were  built  leading  to  the 
end  entrances.  The  grounds  were  fertilized  and  seeded 
and  trees  planted  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Brett.  The 
tennis  court  was  built  and  an  electric  lighting  system 
for  the  grounds  was  installed.  The  following  is  a  copy 
of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Brett. 

November  10,  1928. 

High  School  Building  Committee, 
Duxbury,  Massachusetts, 
Dear  Sirs: 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows  on  the  work  on  the  High 
School  Grounds  under  my  direction. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  from  the  Com- 
mittee the  tennis  court  was  built ;  the  parking  space  was 
enlarged  and  graded;  poultry  manure,  from  Mr.  Frank 
Hoyt's,  was  hauled,  spread,  and  raked  over;  certain 
areas  were  reseeded,  and  tree  holes  and  beds  for  plants 
were  prepared.  About  $80.00  worth  of  plants  were 
bought  from  Bay  State  Nurseries,  and  Mr.  Prince  furn- 
ished and  planted  6  large  cedars  for  $30.00.  The  same 
plants  if  bought  from  a  nursery  would  have  cost  not  less 
than  $30.00  apiece  in  place.  The  work  on  the  tennis 
court  would  ordinarily  cost  not  less  than  $450.00,  the 
price  paid  was  a  fraction  of  this. 
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It  will  be  necessary  to  make  arrangements  for  regu- 
lar care  of  the  grounds.  The  grass  should  be  cut  as  often 
as  necessary;  bare  spots  developing  in  the  lawn  should 
have  immediate  attention,  fertilizer  and  seed  being  avail- 
able for  this  purpose.  The  plants  beds  should  be  culti- 
vated and  kept  free  from  weeds;  in  dry  times  plants 
and  lawn  should  be  thoroughly  irrigated ;  fertilizer  should 
be  supplied  trees  and  plants  frequently,  commercial 
fertilizer  suitable  for  garden  crops  being  used  for  this 
purpose.  The  best  way  to  eradicate  weeds  is  to  crowd 
them  out  by  strong  growth  of  grass.  Once  established 
the  trees  and  shrubs  will  require  little  attention. 

It  is  hoped  graduating  classes  will  plant  Class  trees, 
and  make  their  selection  after  consultation  with  whoever 
may  have  charge  of  the  development  of  the  school 
grounds. 

I  would  again  suggest  that  suitable  playground  for 
the  younger  children  be  provided.  That  it  be  equipped 
with  swings,  teeter  boards,  giant  strides,  and  other  up- 
to-date  paraphernalia  made  for  this  purpose.  The  area 
from  which  the  material  for  filling  at  the  south  end  of 
the  building  was  taken  seems  to  be  best  fitted  for  this 
purpose.  The  pine  grove  between  this  site  and  building 
should  be  thinned  out,  the  work  being  done  by  a  forester 
familiar  with  that  kind  of  work.  If  properly  done  the 
grove  will  become  a  valuable  asset  to  the  school  grounds. 
To  the  w^est  of  the  grove  is  a  natural  bowl  or  depression 
which  would  form  a  splendid  location  for  a  school  garden. 
The  Community  Garden  Club  of  Duxbury,  through  its 
president,  Dr.  Emerson,  has  shown  great  interest  in 
creating  a  love  of  flowers,  their  propogation  and  care 
during  the  last  year.  The  provision  of  such  a  garden 
would  promote  the  good  work. 

In  order  to  properly  tie  the  various  factors  in  the 
development  into  a  complete  whole,  a  general  plan  for 
the  grounds  should  be  made.  Originally  a  topographical 
survey  was  made  of  that  part  of  the  High  School  prop-

erty  concerned  with  the  building  and  its  immediate  sur- 
roundings. This  survey  should  be  enlarged  to  cover  the 
entire  property.  When  this  is  done  I  would  advise  the 
consideration  of  the  purchase  of  the  area  to  the  west 
now  occupied  in  part  by  a  pond.  This  area  is  susceptible 
of  development  which  would  add  immeasurably  to  the 
value  of  the  Town  property.  If,  at  some  future  date,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  enlarge  the  high  school  building, 
the  additional  land  will  be  found  very  desirable. 

The  building  of  the  asphalt  roadway  and  work  in 
connection  therewith,  under  the  direction  of  Messrs. 
O'Xeil  and  Crocker,  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  factors 
in  adding  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  grounds,  and  com- 
fort in  their  use. 

Should  the  Towm  decide  to  build  the  grandstand  on 
the  lines  originally  designed,  still  greater  improvement 
in  appearance  may  be  expected. 

Great  credit  is  due  Mr.  Green,  the  teachers  and 
scholars,  for  the  care  they  have  taken  in  the  use  of  the 
grounds.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  place  anywhere 
that  has  had  more  intelligent,  careful,  use.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  report 
for  the  year  1928. 

The  beginning  of  the  year  1928  found  school  business 
progressing  favorably,  with  pupils  in  the  new  High 
School  building  becoming  accustomed  to  their  surround- 
ings and  enjoying  the  larger  freedom  and  feeling  a 
greater  pride  in  their  new  school. 

On  March  10th  at  the  annual  Town  meeting,  Miss 
Agnes  S.  Ellison  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Committee 
for  three  years,  and  on  April  2nd  the  members  of  the 
Committee  met  and  organized  as  follows: —  Alpheus  H. 
Walker,  Chairman;  Agnes  S.  Ellison,  Secretary;  Charles 
R.  Crocker  and  George  E.  Green,  Supt.  of  Schools. 

The  annual  repairs  needed  at  the  Village  and  Tar- 
kiln  schools  were  made  during  the  summer  vacation. 
New  toilets  were  installed  in  the  Village  school  and  the 
Tarkiln  building  was  painted  outside. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term,  the  Village  school 
was  overcrowded  by  the  large  entering  class  of  children, 
and  it  was  found  necessary  to  open  the  Point  school  again, 
with  Miss  Gladys  Pratt,  a  former  teacher,  in  charge. 
The  Committee  believes  that  sanitary  conditions  in  this 
school  should  be  improved  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  ap- 
propriation asked  for  in  the  Warrant  for  the  coming 
Town  Meeting  will  be  favorably  received  and  acted  u^cr . 

The  school  census  recently  taken  indicates  a  contin- 
ued use  of  this  building  for  some  time  to  come  and  the 
welfare  of  the  children  demands  some  better  arrangement 
than  at  present  exists. 
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The  amount  of  the  budget  estimated  for  the  year 
1929  is  $47,000.00  and  the  dog  tax,  but  this  amount  will 
not  be  sufficient  to  make  any  changes  in  the  Point  School 
building.  The  School  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Town,  therefore,  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,700.00  as 
stated  in  the  Warrant  for  the  improvement  of  the  Point 
School  building,  viz;  to  install  sanataries,  electric  lights, 
heating  system,  cellar,  painting  outside  of  building,  and 
any  other  improvements  that  may  be  found  necessary.

School  Committee  of  Duxbury. 
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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxbury: 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  progress  and  im- 
provement promised  by  the  reorganization  of  last  year. 
Releasing  the  teachers  from  responsibility  for  several 
grades  and  allowing  them  the  opportunity  for  greater 
specialization  and  concentration  on  the  aims  and  methods 
of  one  grade  could  have  only  the  one  result  of  increased 
efficiency.  Add  to  this  the  improvement  in  housing  facil- 
ities and  equipment  which  the  regrouping  brought  about, 
and  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  the  present  high  standard 
of  our  school  is  but  a  logical  outcome  of  the  interest  and 
the  commonsense  attitude  which  the  citizens  of  Duxbury 
are  taking  toward  the  education  of  their  children. 

It  seems  advisable  to  make  this  report  in  two  divis- 
ions: one  covering  the  activities  and  progress  of  work 
at  the  new  high  school,  and  the  other  section  dealing  with 
the  accomplishment  and  needs  of  the  three  smaller 
schools,  located  at  various  parts  of  the  town. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

First,  let  me  take  you  with  me  on  a  tour  of  inspec- 
tion of  the  new  building  on  Alden  Street.  Let  me  point 
out,  as  we  go  along,  the  material  changes  made  during 
the  past  year  and  try  to  recall  some  of  the  social  and 
educational  achievements  which  have  been  made  possible 
partly  as  a  result  of  modern  equipment  and  improved 
facilities.  We  are  approaching  the  building  now.  Notice 
the  setting  and  the  colonial  architecture  so  much  in  keep- 
ing with  the  historic  traditions  of  OLD  DUXBURY. 
See  the  gracefully  winding  road  of  macadam  which  has 
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replaced  the  soft  gravel  of  a  year  ago,  and  note  the  green 
lawn  and  shrubbery  so  artistically  arranged  as  to  en- 
hance the  beauties  with  which  nature  has  already  en- 
dowed the  spot.  Continuing  along  the  concrete  walk  and 
to  the  rear  of  the  building  we  find  that  the  parking  space 
has  been  enlarged  and  improved  and  just  beyond,  at  the 
edge  of  the  lot,  is  the  tennis  court,  the  most  popular  spot 
on  the  entire  grounds.  As  soon  as  funds  are  available 
one  or  two  more  courts  should  be  made.  Towards  the 
south  end  of  the  building  there  is  a  little  spot  of  land 
holding  almost  limitless  possibilities  as  to  aesthetic 
development.  I  refer  to  the  little,  round  pond  hedged  in 
by  white  birch,  maple  and  black  alder.  With  very  little 
labor  and  expense,  this  pond  could  be  made  into  a  beauty 
spot  in  the  summer  and  in  winter  a  most  accessible 
skating  rink.  Such  land,  I  should  judge,  would  have  very 
little  intrinsic  value.  Could  it  be  bought  for  a  reasonable 
sum,  it  should  be  added  to  the  school  property.  Turn- 
ing back  now  from  the  pond  and  the  possibilities  that  it 
holds,  we  find  a  quarter  of  an  acre  of  newly  ploughed 
land.  This  is  the  beginning  of  the  activities  of  the  Junior 
garden  club  for  another  year.  Since  too  much  time  can- 
not be  spent  on  inspecting  the  exterior  of  our  school 
plant,  let  us  return  to  the  main  entrance.  If  it  were  night 
it  would  not  be  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
floodlights  which  so  brilliantly  illuminate  the  parking 
spaces.  Even  in  the  daylight,  I  am  sure  you  cannot  fail 
to  notice  the  beautiful  lamp  post  at  either  side  of  the 
driveway  entrance. 

We  are  in  the  building  now,  and  there  straight  a- 
head  is  the  gymnasium-auditorium,  which  plays  such  an 
important  part  in  our  school  life.  During  the  winter 
months  and  at  other  times  when  the  weather  is  unsuitable 
for  outdoors  exercise  the  pupils  are  divided  into  three 
groups,  each  of  which  must  engage  in  twenty  minutes 
of  directed  physical  exercise  each  day.  Classes  in  chorus 
singing,  the  orchestra,  and  the  bugle  corps  all  had  re- 
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hearsals  here.  Every  Wednesday  morning  there  is  a 
regutar  assembly  to  which  the  public  is  invited.  Out  of 
school  hours,  basket-ball,  school  dances,  socials,  and 
school  plays  are  held  in  this  room.  Several  times  during 
the  year  we  have  had  public  lectures  by  speakers  of  high 
repute.  All  town  meetings  are  also  held  here. 

Below  the  gymnasium  is  a  lunch  room.  Here  we 
experienced  a  year  ago  some  difficulty  in  the  accumula- 
tion of  dust  which  resulted  from  the  scuffing  of  hundreds 
of  feet  on  the  cement  floor.  During  the  summer,  a  treat- 
ment was  found  which  left  a  smooth,  somewhat  rubbery 
surface,  absolutely  free  from  the  disintergration  which 
caused  the  dust,  and  much  easier  to  stand  upon.  The 
floors  of  the  domestic  science  and  manual  training  rooms 
and  the  corridors  throughout  the  building  were  treated 
in  the  same  way.  If  we  return  upstairs  again  to  the 
class  rooms,  we  find  that  the  wooden  floors  have  also  been 
treated.  A  mixture  of  turpentine  and  linseed  oil  was 
used  for  the  purpose,  and  the  resulting  surface  has  great- 
ly lessened  the  labor  of  sweeping.  Every  wall  in  the 
building  was  thoroughly  washed  from  ceiling  to  floor,  all 
desk  tops  were  polished,  and  all  windows  washed,  between 
the  close  of  school  in  June  and  the  reopening  in  Septem- 
ber. 

Because  of  the  newness  of  the  building,  very  little 
equipment  has  been  purchased  and  very  few  repairs  have 
been  necessary.  A  new  power  lawn  mower  was  needed 
to  assure  the  proper  care  of  the  large  amount  of  grass 
land  on  the  school  grounds,  and  for  sanitary  reasons  it 
seemed  advisable  to  buy  a  high  powered  vacum  cleaner 
for  doing  the  sweeping.  The  latter  machine  collects  dirt, 
dust  and  bacteria  and  holds  them  within  itself,  thereby 
quite  materially  lessening  the  danger  of  the  spread  of 
colds  or  other  contagious  diseases. 

May  we  now  turn  our  attention  from  material 
changes  to  the  accomplishments  of  a  more  academic 
nature.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June,  it  w^as

necessary  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
three  teachers.  Miss  Ruth  Kramer,  of  Franklin,  New 
Hampshire,  was  appointed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
commercial  department  and  to  supervise  the  girls'  ath- 
letics. Kenneth  0.  Macomber  was  secured  to  teach 
Manual  Training  and  coach  basket-ball  and  baseball. 
Alice  Mickelson  accepted  the  position  as  fifth  grade 
teacher.  Several  teachers  who  remained  with  us  spent 
their  vacations  in  attendance  at  summer  schools  at  Har- 
vard, University  of  Chicago,  and  the  University  of  Maine. 
It  is  my  impression  that  work  of  this  nature  is  of  great 
value  to  the  town  and  should  be  recognized  and  encour- 
aged by  special  increases  in  salary,  which  would  help  in 
a  measure  to  defray  the  expense  incurred  by  the  indi- 
vidual. 

Gifts  to  the  school  have  been  many  and  varied. 
Chief  of  these  is,  of  course,  the  Partridge  Scholarship. 
Two  boys  now  have  the  assistance  of  this  fund.  Ernest 
Jones  was  recipient  of  the  scholarship  two  years  ago  and 
last  June  it  was  awarded  to  Carroll  Foster.  Another 
movement  is  under  way,  whereby  the  trustees  of  the 
fund  are  to  sponsor  a  course  of  lectures,  by  securing  the 
services  of  some  of  the  best  talent  available.  Several 
individuals  have  made  gifts  of  pictures  to  the  class- 
rooms and  the  seniors,  at  graduation,  left  a  beautiful  silk 
state  flag  and  a  bust  of  Col.  Lindbergh.  Mr.  Charles  Clark 
has  kept  us  supplied  with  magazines  dealing  with  activ- 
ities in  the  steel  industry.  The  orchestra  benefited  great- 
ly from  a  gift  of  money  from  Mr.  Ernest  Bailey  which 
made  possible  the  final  payment  on  the  drums.  I  wish 
to  extend  a  word  of  deepest  appreciation,  from  all  con- 
cerned, for  the  active  interest  these  donors  have  shown 
and  to  assure  them  that  their  kindnesses  have  been  most 
beneficial  to  us. 

The  most  outstanding  development  of  the  year  has 
been  in  the  field  of  musical  education  in  the  school.  The 
orchestra  has  progressed  from  the  experimental  stage 
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into  the  realm  of  a  successful  undei-taking.  There  are 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  taking  this  course  at  present,  and 
their  public  appearances  are  a  stronger  testimonial  of 
their  accomplishment  than  any  words  of  mine  could  ex- 
press. The  interest  of  this  group  is  so  keen  that  the 
pupils  voluntarily  met  weekly,  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion at  their  own  expense,  for  practice  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Herbert  Clark.  The  fame  of  the  orchestra  has 
spread  to  surrounding  towns  and  it  has  given  entertain- 
ments in  both  Kingston  and  Marshlield.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  with  Mr.  Clark  whereby  he  comes  to  the 
high  school  once  a  week  to  give  \-iolin  lessons  to  those 
unable  to  secure  them  otherwise.  Mr.  Copp,  upon  whose 
shoulders  rested  the  responsibility  of  organizing  this 
activity  and  to  whom  should  go  all  the  credit  for  its  suc- 
cess, handles  the  individual  lessons  on  the  comet  and 
allied  instruments.  Ever>'  boy  or  girl  who  has  the  slight- 
est musical  trend  is  urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity this  course  offers.  Parents  could  help  here  in  a  most 
worth  while  way  if  they  have  any  unused  musical  instru- 
ment which  they  would  be  willing  to  lend  to  the  organiza- 
tion. Mr.  Copp  has  also  provided  a  training  ground  for 
future  musicians  through  the  organization  of  a  bugle 
corps  in  the  hfth  and  sixth  gi*ades.  There  is  a  class  of 
twentj'  to  twenty-five  in  this  group,  and  before  spring 
we  expect  the  orchestra  to  have  some  real  competition  in 
the  field  of  musical  accomplishment.  Mrs.  McCloskey  has 
both  a  girls  glee  club  and  a  boys  glee  dub  started  in  the 
senior  high  school.  The  boys  have  already  appeared  in 
public  and  before  sunmer  I  am  sure  that  the  girls  will 
be  heard  from.  A  joint  concert  is  already  planned  for 
the  fifth  of  April  and  there  is  eager  preparation  to  make 
it  more  of  a  success  than  the  orchestra  recital  held  in 
November. 

On  Wednesday  morning  of  each  week,  regular  assem- 
bles are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  pupils  of  the 
school.  At  each  of  these  gatherings  an  effort  is  made  to 
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bring  in  outside  speakers  who  have  a  real  message  for 
the  children.  Already  we  have  had  such  people  as  Mr. 
Anson  B.  Handy,  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of 
Plymouth;  Mr.  William  Seymore;  Miss  Annie  Williams; 
Mr.  Charles  R.  Clark;  Mr.  Charles  Bittinger;  Miss  Susan 
Moulton;  Rev.  Doris  Swett,  of  Plymouth;  Mr.  Paul 
Bittinger;  and  Mr.  Floyd  Risley  of  Burdett  Business 
College,  Parents  are  always  welcome  to  these  assemblies 
and  we  sincerely  hope  that  more  of  them  will  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  school. 

Last  spring,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Elson 
Art  Company,  the  pupils  held  an  exhibit,  the  proceeds 
of  which  were  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  pictures  for 
the  school.  From  the  resulting  income  of  $79.85  nine 
pictures  were  purchased. 

Since  my  last  report  two  plaj^s  have  been  given, 
"Never  Touched  Me,"  presented  by  the  class  of  1928, 
was  played  before  a  full  house  and  proved  a  success  in 
every  way.  This  last  Fall  the  senior  class  decided  to  choose 
an  earlier  date  and  on  December  21,  they  presented  "The 
Charm  School."  Both  of  these  undertakings  were  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  Miss  Aronoff  but  with  the 
latter  Mr.  William  Seymore  very  generously  gave  of  his 
time  and  experience  with  the  result  that  the  production 
was  in  every  way  far  above  the  average  of  amateur  work. 

Working  out  ideas  which  had  developed  through  the 
activities  at  Harvard  Summer  School,  Miss  Roper  under- 
took the  reorganization  of  the  school  publication.  It  was 
decided  to  change  from  a  magazine,  appearing  three  or 
four  times  a  year,  to  a  news  sheet  coming  out  ten  or 
eleven  times.  The  enthusiastic  reception  which  the  in- 
novation received  showed  the  plan  to  be  based  on  common 
sense  and  assured  us  of  the  wisdom  of  the  change. 

This  year  our  relationship  with  the  library  has  been 
even  closer,  and  time  has  seen  the  development  of  an- 
other experiment  into  a  systematic  well-working  plan.

Any  statement  on  this  subject  would  be  incomplete  did 
it  not  contain  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  sympathetic 
cooperation  with  which  Miss  Higgins  has  worked  with 
us  in  the  handling  of  the  children  who  weekly  made  the 
pilgrimage  into  her  domain.  The  plan  is  an  unquestioned 
success  and  the  librarian  has  in  no  small  measure  been 
responsible. 

A  group  of  about  thirty  pupils,  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Roper  has  organized  a  Nature  Club.  The  object 
of  this  club  is  to  help  the  pupils  to  gain  a  wider  knowledge 
of  the  out  of  door  world.  Special  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  study  of  birds  and  wild  flowers. 

This  year  it  seemed  advisable  to  discontinue  football. 
This  game  requires  the  most  rigid  conditioning  and  in  a 
town  where  the  homes  are  as  scattered  as  in  Duxbury  it 
is  difficult  for  the  boys  to  attend  regular  training.  A  care- 
ful check-up  of  the  tw^o  years  during  which  the  game 
was  played  shows  that  injuries  suffered  therefrom  and 
the  resultant  expense  and  loss  of  time  from  school  more 
than  offset  any  benefit  which  could  be  claimed. 

Although  the  basketball  season  of  last  winter  did 
not  produce  a  winning  team  it  was,  as  a  whole,  very  suc- 
cessful, and  I  am  proud  of  the  clean,  good  sportsmanship 
that  the  boys  and  girls  showed  at  all  times.  The  baseball 
team  of  the  high  school  held  its  own  against  very  strong 
opposition.  In  all  branches  of  athletics  we  are  somewhat 
handicapped  by  the  fact  that  we  have  fewer  eligible  boys 
and  girls  from  which  to  select  a  team  than  most  of  our 
opponents.  In  the  Junior  high  school,  however,  after  a 
very  active  season,  the  boys  won  the  championship  cup 
of  the  league.  Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Kramer  a 
club  has  been  organized,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  en- 
courage and  create  interest  in  girls'  athletics.  This  club 
is  very  active  and  has  already  formulated  several  work- 
able schemes  for  relieving  that  ever  present  problem  of 
finances. 
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As  a  check-up  on  the  class  room  work,  we  have  made 
quite  extensive  use  of  standard  tests.  These  always  give 
an  opportunity  for  comparing  our  accomplishment  with 
that  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  remove  the  possi- 
bility that  a  teacher  may  be  over-emphasizing  a  given 
fact  and  completely  ignoring  the  existance  of  other  facts. 
In  both  intelligence  tests  and  achievement  tests  the  aver- 
age scores  were  high. 

Of  last  years'  graduating  class,  three  entered  college. 
This  brings  the  total  from  this  school  now  in  good  stand- 
ing at  colleges  of  the  first  rank  up  to  nine.  Of  these  nine 
only  one  has  had  any  serious  academic  difficulty.  Observ- 
ing these  figures  from  a  percentage  viewpoint,  the  only 
fair  way  of  making  comparison  with  schools  of  various 
sizes,  our  record  is  well  above  the  average  of  any  group. 

The  annual  magazine  subscription  drive  was  suc- 
cessfully conducted  last  fall.  Over  ninety  dollars  was 
made  which  will  be  used  for  purchasing  a  radio  for  school 
use. 

In  the  twelve-months  since  my  last  report  the  sys- 
tematization  and  extension  of  preparations  for  school 
lunches  has  progressed  until  now  we  are  serving  prac- 
tically every  pupil  every  day.  Preparing  and  serving  over 
two  hundred  lunches  a  day  is  no  small  matter  and  it  was 
found  as  the  work  increased  that  some  help  must  be 
brought  in  from  outside  the  school.  Mrs.  Glover  has  been 
engaged  to  supply  this  needed  help  and  her  salary  is 
being  cared  for  by  the  proceeds  from  the  lunch  counter. 

Miss  Williams,  under  the  auspices  of  the  County 
Extension  Bureau,  organized  and  conducted,  at  the  iie\\ 
school  building,  a  course  in  food  selection.  At  several 
meetings,  held  during  the  past  Fall,  about  twenty  women 
enjoyed  lectures  by  the  Misses  Dean  and  Foley.  A  con- 
tinuance of  this  work  is  expected  during  the  coming 
months  and  it  is  hoped  that  courses  in  sewing  and  dress- 
making may  be  organized  before  Spring.  All  women  in 
the  town  or  in  this  vicinity  are  cordially  invited  to  attend. 


THE   ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


Here,  as  in  the  upper  grades,  the  reorganization 
has  increased  our  opportunity  for  service,  but  the  change 
was  less  radical  and  consequently  less  effective.  The 
smaller  children  are  at  best  housed  in  buildings  only  par- 
tially modernized.  Part-time  janitors  although  they  may 
give  the  most  faithful  service,  cannot  be  expected  to 
be  on  hand  at  all  times  to  attend  to  the  fluctuations  in 
temperature  that  are  bound  to  occur.  Teachers  in  widely 
separated  buildings  find  difficulties  in  closely  correlating 
their  work,  and  joint  participation  in  social  activities  and 
public  demonstrations  is  almost  impossible.  In  spite  of 
these  handicaps,  the  teachers  at  the  primary  schools  have 
carried  on  in  a  most  persevering  manner. 

Two  heavy  coats  of  paint  were  applied  to  the  outside 
walls  of  the  twin  school  houses  at  Tarkiln  last  summer. 
This  somewhat  improved  their  external  appearance  but 
there  is  still  an  opportunity  for  spending  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  on  the  interiors.  The  floor  of  the  south 
building  is  very  uneven  and  worn  in  many  places.  Shrink- 
age from  many  hard  years  of  usage  has  opened  wide 
seams  between  the  boards  in  which  collects  dirt  and 
bacteria  producing  a  most  unhealthful  condition.  New 
blackboards  should  also  be  installed  here  on  two  sides  of 
the  room.  The  walls  and  ceiling  are  of  sheet  metal  strips 
which  have  been  cut  and  altered  from  time  to  time 
throughout  the  existance  of  the  school  until  the  effect  of 
patch-work  has  resulted.  These  surfaces  should  be  re- 
paired and  painted  if  the  room  is  to  have  the  neat  ap- 
pearance that  the  modern  school  room  is  expected  to  pre- 
sent. The  north  building  of  this  group  is  also  badly  in 
need  of  paint  and  muresco.  In  the  finish  of  the  four  walls 
above  the  blackboards  there  are  no  less  than  three  dis- 
tinct shades.  The  heating  system  here  has  gone  beyond 
repair  and  must  be  replaced  by  a  new  unit  before  another 
Fall.  The  dome  and  fire  pot  of  the  furnace  are  cracked  in 
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several  places  and  the  age  of  the  outfit  is  so  great  that 
replacement  parts  can  no  longer  be  obtained.  In  its 
present  condition  it  is  necessary  to  run  it  in  a  most  un- 
economical way  in  order  that  the  escaping  gases  may 
not  flood  the  room. 

At  the  village  school,  quite  extensive  repairs  were 
made  during  the  past  summer.  The  old  toilets  which 
were  of  a  most  unsanitary  nature  were  removed  and  en- 
tirely new  ones  installed  at  either  end  of  the  corridor 
on  the  main  floor.  These  are  now  above  the  ground  level 
where  the  drainage  is  excellent,  there  is  plenty  of  sun- 
light with  its  purifying  effect,  and  ventilation  is  most 
satisfactory.  The  gutter  pipes  and  dry  wells  of  this  build- 
ing have  not  been  operating  for  several  years  with  a  con- 
sequent result  that  after  almost  every  rain  the  basement 
floor  was  covered  with  water.  New  wells  were  dug  and 
new  pipes  put  in,  in  an  attempt  to  remedy  this  condition. 
The  furnace  of  this  school  has  also  been  leaking  gas  into 
the  school  room  for  some  time.  Plumbers  and  heating 
experts  have  tried  to  correct  this  fault,  but  have  so  far 
had  little  success.  It  seems  that  as  at  Tarkiln,  the  health 
of  the  children  requires  extensive  alterations  or  removal 
of  the  unit.  The  trimmings  and  windows  on  this  building 
were  painted  last  Summer.  During  the  coming  year  the 
remaining  exterior  surface  should  be  stained  and  the 
entire  interior  should  be  painted. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  there  were 
forty-eight  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  of  the 
Village  School.  This  was  unquestionably  more  than  one 
teacher  could  handle.  Because  it  was  in  the  better  state 
of  repairs  and  could  be  more  quickly  fitted  for  occupancy, 
the  Point  School  was  opened  and  the  first  grade  moved 
in  on  the  first  day  of  October.  Since  every  indication 
points  to  another  large  entering  class  next  Fall,  plans 
must  be  made  for  continuing  this  school  or  providing 
other  accomodation  for  these  small  children.  If  they  are 
to  continue  their  attendance  at  the  Point  School,  modern 
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toilets  and  heating  facilities  should  most  assuredly  be 
supplied.  A  large  majority  of  these  children  come  from 
the  vicinity  of  South  Duxbury.  This  fact  introduces  the 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be  better  to  make 
such  improvements  as  are  necessary  on  the  South  Dux- 
bury  school  house.  To  put  this  building  in  repair  would 
cost  sor?iething  more  than  similarly  fitting  out  the  Point 
School.  On  the  other  hand,  a  greater  number  of  children 
would  be  located  near  their  homes. 

Viewing  the  housing  situation  in  regard  to  the  prim- 
ary school  children,  we  are  confronted  with  the  fact  that 
these  younger  children  are  not  being  given  justice  in  re- 
gard to  health,  comfort,  and  mental  training.  Several 
thousand  dollars  must  be  spent  in  repairing  and  modern- 
izing equipment.  When  this  is  done,  we  shall  still  be  using 
old  buildings  and  the  expense  must  be  repeated  from  year 
to  year  indefinitely.  Then,  too,  considering  the  enroll- 
ment of  the  first  grade,  there  is  no  assurance  that  this 
will  not  continue.  If  it  does,  in  another  year  the  Village 
School  will  again  be  crowded  and  still  another  one-room 
building  must  be  opened  and  remodeled.  All  this  is  bring- 
ing about  greater  operating  cost  and  gradually  forcing 
us  back  to  the  situation  we  attempted  to  relieve  through 
the  new  building  and  the  reorganization  of  the  past  few 
years.  I  believe  these  facts  should  be  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  public  in  order  that  they  may  decide 
whether  the  path  of  wisdom  lies  in  the  continued  expense 
of  repair  and  upkeep  of  old  buildings  or  should  we  con- 
front the  building  problem  once  more  and  put  up  a  mod- 
ern plant  with  modern  conveniences  to  care  for  the  edu- 
cation of  primary  children  as  we  have  cared  for  their 
older  brothers  and  sisters. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Due  to  the  increase  in  enrollment,  it  was  found  ad- 
visable to  add  another  new  buss  to  the  transportation 
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equipment.  This  of  course  increased  the  expense  of  op- 
erating this  department  but,  in  view  of  the  careful  and 
efficient  way  in  which  it  is  handled,  I  feel  that  the  work 
is  still  being  done  very  economically.  The  carrying  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  children  to  and  from  school  every 
day,  without  a  mishap  or  an  accident,  is  an  accomplish- 
ment of  no  small  mom.ent,  and  I  believe  it  is  appreciated 
by  the  fathers  and  mothers  who  trust  their  little  ones  to 
the  care  of  others. 

SUMMARY 

In  summarizing,  let  me  ask  the  committee  to  hold 
in  mind  the  grave  need  of  quite  extensive  repairs  through- 
out the  coming  year.  The  cost  of  these  repairs  will  make 
serious  inroads  upon  our  budget  and,  were  it  not  for  them, 
I  am  certain  that  we  could  easily  carry  on  the  work  of 
another  year  for  the  same  amount  of  money  as  was  asked 
for  last  year.  As  it  is,  limiting  the  amount  of  reconstruc- 
tion to  only  those  things  which  are  absolutely  necessary, 
I  feel  that  we  must  ask  for  an  increase  of  about  one 
thousand  dollars  in  our  appropriation  for  this  year,  and 
I  recommend  that  the  School  Committee  ask  the  town 
for  forty-seven  thousand  dollars  to  cover  the  expense  of 
operating  our  schools  in  1929.

REPORT   OF   THE   PRINCIPAL   OF  THE 
TARKILN  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Duxbury : 

The  work  by  the  pupils  of  the  first  four  grades  at 
Tarkiln  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928 
has  been  as  follows: 
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The  pupils  of  the  first  and  second  grades  had  ac- 
complished in  June  the  usual  requirements  necessary 
for  promotion  with  the  exception  of  one  child. 

The  curriculum  for  both  grades  included  reading, 
writing,  spelling,  language,  phonics  and  music. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades  accomplished  the  usual 
requirements  for  promotion  with  the  exception  of  four 
pupils. 

These  grades  have  arithmetic,  spelling,  penmanship, 
language,  (  consisting  of  poems,  sentence  making,  pic- 
ture studies,  etc.,)  music,  geography,  and  reading  every 
day.  In  reading  the  third  grade  has  completed  five  books 
and  the  fourth  six. 

I  try  to  have  silent  reading  every  afternoon.  These 
lessons  are  based  on  history,  health  and  geography. 

We  always  observe  the  holidays  by  stories,  songs, 
poems,  etc.  In  June  we  gave  the  children  a  party  of  ice 
cream  and  fancy  cookies.  At  Christmas  we  had  a  tree, 
with  the  exchange  of  gifts  and  an  entertainment  con- 
sisting of  songs,  pieces  and  a  playlet,  found  in  a  Junior 
Red  Cross  Magazine.  We  also  filled  two  stockings  for 
disabled  soldiers. 

Oursandtables  have  been  an  incentive  to  the  children. 
They  have  illustrated  Eskimo  Life.  Dutch  Life,  Indian 
Life.  Landing  of  the  Pilgrims  and  Santa  and  his  Reindeer. 

In  ]\Iarch  we  helped  give  an  entertainment  at  the 
High  School  Auditorium,  the  proceeds  to  buy  playground 
equipment.  We  are  still  delayed  in  using  our  part  of  the 
money. 

Our  supervisors.  Mrs.  McClosky  and  Mr.  Warner, 
have  been  very  regular  in  their  visits  and  we  all  look 
forward  to  their  lessons  with  pleasure. 

Miss  Williams  has  made  her  visits  nearly  every 
week,  giving  aid  to  all  who  needed  it.  We  have  tried  to 
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instill  into  the  minds  of  the  boys  and  girls  that  they 
should  learn  health  habits,  as  those  of  cleaning  teeth  and 
finger  nails  and  coming  to  school  as  clean  healthy  children. 
I  wish  all  parents  would  encourage  such  things  at  home. 

Miss  Coughlin  and  I  wish  parents  would  show  an  in- 
terest in  their  children  by  visiting  school  and  seeing  the 
regular  school  work.

REPORT   OF   THE   PRINCIPAL   OF  THE 
VILLAGE  SCHOOL 

Mr.  George  E.  Green, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 

In  submitting  my  first  annual  report  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  note  a  decided  improvement  in  the  schools  in  general. 
The  wisdom  of  the  town  in  providing  these  improved 
conditions  is  clearly  demonstrated. 

Last  year,  which  began  so  auspiciously  for  us  of  the 
Village  School,  proved  to  be  most  disheartening.  Moving, 
getting  settled,  and  reorganization  took  much  time.  Sick- 
ness prevailed  throughout  the  year.  There  were  several 
serious  epidemics  of  contagious  diseases.  School  was 
closed  for  two  weeks  and  at  no  time  during  the  year  was 
it  possible  to  have  all  the  pupils  present  at  the  same  time. 
However,  even  under  these  most  discouraging  conditions, 
a  concert  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  lower  grades. 
Our  many  loyal  friends  attended  and  the  affair  turned 
out  to  be  ''a  howling  success" — in  more  ways  than  one, 
perhaps,  but  then,  we  made  some  money,  which  fact  sur- 
prised not  a  little.  We  hadn't  supposed  we  would.  Each 
room  made  twenty  dollars,  to  be  exact,  after  general  ex- 


penses  had  been  deducted.  Miss  West  bought  a  Giant 
Stride  which  has  proved  a  never-ending  source  of  de- 
light to  her  children.  The  remainder  of  the  money  was 
invested  in  a  load  of  beach  sand.  And,  oh !  the  wonderful 
castles  that  were  constructed  and  the  genuine  distress 
when  one  accidentally  collapsed.  It  takes  so  little  to  make 
children  happy. 

Costumes  for  the  Cantata  given  by  the  pupils  in  my 
room  proved  rather  expensive  but,  with  the  money  at  my 
disposal,  I  provided  them  with  a  swing,  a  very  ser\iceable 
see-saw  and  a  volley  ball  outfit.  Spending  our  money  on 
playground  equipment  has  proved  a  happy  investment. 

During  the  summer  of  1928  the  Village  School  was 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  several  improvements  made. 
The  toilets  were  removed  from  the  basement.  The  new- 
toilets  and  washrooms  are  now  on  the  ground  floor.  In 
the  corridor  we  have  a  large  double  drinking  fountain 
with  a  suitable  drip  pan.  Everything  possible  has  been 
done  to  provide  adequate  sanitary  facilities. 

Ever  since  I  have  been  teaching  in  the  Village  School 
I  have  been  pleading  for  a  playroom  for  the  children  to 
use  on  rainy  days.  At  the  present  time  we  are  using  the 
basement.  This  plan  has  many  handicaps  even  though 
partitions  have  been  torn  down  and  toilets  removed  to 
provide  more  space.  However,  I  consider  such  a  playroom 
a  luxury  rather  than  a  necessity  and  mention  it  simply 
to  express  the  hope  that  some  day  we  may  be  rich  enough 
to  afford  one. 

In  the  fall  of  1928  school  opened  with  a  bang.  Nearly 
fifty  little  people  came  trooping  into  Miss  West's  room 
with  expectant  faces.  They  had  been  promised  a  nice 
shiny  desk,  a  nice  smiley  teacher  and  all  the  other  first 
day  promises.  The  teacher  came  up  to  expectations  all 
right  but  they  first  began  to  lose  faith  w^hen  that  desk 
promise  failed  to  materialize.  Every  bit  of  available 
space  was  utilized.  If  any  more  children  had  entered  we 
just  would  have  had  to  hang  them  on  hooks. 
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After  much  thought  and  careful  consideration  it  was 
thought  best  to  open  the  Point  School.  This  was  done, 
and  the  many  friends  of  Miss  Pratt  are  glad  to  welcome 
her  back  to  the  work  which  lies  nearest  her  heart — ^the 
teaching  of  little  children. 

Outside  of  the  exceptions  noted,  I  believe  conditions 
are  most  favorable  for  a  fine  year's  work.  In  our  spare 
moments  we  are  learning  new  songs  and  folk  dances  for 
a  concert  to  be  presented  in  March.  We  beg  the  con- 
tinued patronage  of  our  friends  because,  if  I  fail  to  make 
enough  money  to  buy  a  Giant  Stride  for  my  boys  and 
girls  this  year,  I  shudder  to  think  what  may  happen. 

In  writing  of  my  associates  in  school  I  have  only 
happy  thoughts.  Miss  Pratt  and  Miss  West  are  especially 
adapted  to  the  work  of  the  lower  grades.  As  it  is  now 
quite  generally  conceded  that  the  first  years  of  a  child's 
school  life  are  by  far  the  most  important,  Duxbury  is 
most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the  services  of  two 
such  valuable  teachers. 

As  for  my  fellow  teacher.  Miss  West,  I  will  add  that 
sympathy  and  complete  understanding  combine  to  make 
us  very  happy  in  our  work  together. 

Our  supervisors  are  all  that  the  word  implies,  and 
more — they  are  warm  personal  friends. 

Our  school  nurse,  Miss  Williams,  gives  unsparingly 
of  her  time,  listening  patiently  to  our  imaginery  woes 
and  "doing  something"  in  her  efficient,  capable  way  when 
our  troubles  are  real. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  excellent  support  which  they  have  always 
given.  Without  this  friendly  backing  we  could  accomplish 
little.  Always  they  give  hearty,  voluntary  consent  to  any 
project  that  bids  fair  to  work  out  for  the  best  interests 
for  the  children. 

I  wish  to  use  this  opportunity  of  thus  publicly  ex- 
pressing, to  you  Mr.  Green,  my  appreciation  of  your  un- 
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failing  help  and  untiring  efforts  in  our  behalf.  Every  | 
reasonable  want  of  ours  has  been  anticipated  by  you. 
Owing  to  the  happy  spirit  of  cooperation  which  exists 
among  the  members  of  the  school  organization,  working 
conditions  seem  to  be  very  nearly  ideal. 

As  for  myself: — Teaching  in  the  public  schools  of 
Duxbury  is  in  no  sense  of  the  word  a  ''job."  It  is,  rather, 
a  wonderful  pri\"ilege  gi'anted  me  by  the  parents  to  aid  in 
the  happy  up-bringing  of  their  children — the  boys  and 
girls  of  Duxbury,  than  which  there  are  no  finer  in  the 
whole,  vn.de  world.  I  shall  always  humbly  strive  to  be 
worthy  of  this  gi'eat  trust.

During  the  year  terminating  December  31st,  1928 
my  acti\ities  have  been  as  follows : 


With  one  exception  the  tonsil  cases  were  paid  for 
by  the  Duxbury  Nurse  Association  from  a  "Special  Fund" 
carried  for  that  purpose.

No  survey  or  estimate  of  the  cost  of  an  approach  has 
yet  been  made  and  the  House  Bill  No.  1011  now  under 
consideration  does  not  mention  approaches.  It  i^  there- 
fore important  to  have  added  to  any  bill  provision  for  a 
oTaTtr  '"^'^  -1  estimate  and  the' establishment 
a  a  Tr  of  ""^  maintained  by  the  State 

as  a  part  ot  the  reservation. 

From  observation  but  not  survey,  it  seems  that  what 
IS  known  as  the  "Wood  Island"  route  would  be  the 
cheapest  to  construct  as  well  as  the  most  direct  of  those 
suggested  and  would  do  the  least  damage  to  the  towns  of 
Duxbury  and  Marshfield  and  best  serve  the  public  The 
investigation  might  consider  the  route  as  follows:— 

Run  straight  westerly  from  the  Beach  at  Pine  Point 
by  or  oyer  Great  and  Little  Wood  Islands  to  Bourne 
Point;  strike  Careswell  St.  just  east  of  Green  Harbor 
K.  K.  station;  follow  the  general  line  of  said  street 


without  its  many  twists  and  turns;  split  and  strike  the 
State  Highway  3A  at  both  Harlow  and  Cox  Corners. 

Plan  for  one  short  bridge  at  Cut  River  and  no  other 
bridge  or  culvert  across  the  marshes;  lill  the  mile  across 
them  by  dredging  on  the  north  side;  use  if  necessary 
extra  boulder-clay  material  from  Bourne  Point. 

Add  to  the  reservation  a  strip  200  or  more  feet  wide 
where  the  line  would  extend  west  of  its  present  layout. 
Provide  at  first  for  the  bridge  and  road  to  accomodate 
pedestrians  and  two  lines  of  automobiles,  to  be  made 
later  into  a  broad  highway. 

The  total  length  from  a  parking  place  south  of  Rouses 
Hummock  to  3A  is  under  214  miles,  being  a  full  mile 
shorter  than  the  present  road  via  Rainbow  Bridge  with 
its  28  or  more  curves.  The  indications  are  that  there 
would  be  a  firm  foundation  for  this  route  across  the 
marshes  not  far  below  the  surface,  from  the  general 
trend  of  the  elevation  of  land. 

It  would  be  well  to  have  the  survey  further  investigate 
a  later  extension  of  the  road  west  as  far  as  Osgood 
Corner  in  Duxbury  at  the  junction  of  West  and  Church 
Streets,  crossing  the  railroad  and  3A  above  grade,  and 
to  now  take  land  for  this  purose.

The  work  of  constructing  Bay  Road  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  moving  of  the  house  on  the  corner  owned  by 
the  Myrick  family  has  not  been  moved  as  yet.  This  lies 
in  the  hands  of  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  flag  pole  that  stood  in  the  square  has  been  moved 
to  a  point  of  the  road  line  between  Bay  Road  and  Chest- 
nut Street. 

It  will  be  recommended  by  your  board  that  the  corner 
between  Washington  and  Depot  Streets  be  enlarged,  by 
obtaining  land  and  making  a  better  approach  to  Depot 
Street. 

Your  board  received  a  gift  from  the  Standish  Monu- 
ment Association  of  the  tract  of  land  at  Standish  Shore 
known  as  Myles  Standish  Cellar  lot.  This  was  received 
by  the  board  in  behalf  of  the  town.  We  are  inserting  an 
article  in  the  warrant  asking  the  town  to  accept  the  gift. 

Having  completed  Bay  Road  we  decided  not  to  apply 
to  the  State  and  County  for  any  aid  for  road  work  in 
1930. 

There  are  two  pieces  of  road  that  should  be  com- 
pleted making  connections  with  other  black  roads,  namely 
Keene  Street  and  Myrtle  Street.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dux- 
bury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1928,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon : — 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded 
on  the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or 
disbursing  money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  accounting  depart- 
ment were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the 
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records  of  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  and  with  the  treasurer's  records  of  pay- 
ments. 

The  classification  book  was  examined  and  checked 
and  the  appropriation  accounts  and  transfers  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  footings 
and  postings  were  verified,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
as  of  December  31,  1928. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town,  with  the  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  and  with 
the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed,  the  receipts  were  analyzed, 
and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an  actual  count, 
the  bank  balances  being  reconciled  with  statements  fur- 
nished by  the  several  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  in- 
terest were  verified  and  checked  with  the  cancelled  se- 
curities and  coupons  on  file. 

A  table  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitment  of  taxes  of  the 
lev^^  of  1928  was  proved  with  the  assessors'  warrant,  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  for  the  levies  of  1925  to  1928, 
inclusive,  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  treasurer, 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records 
of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  taxes  were 
listed  and  proved  to  the  ledger  accounts. 


The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re- 
plies received  therto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

Tables  showing  summaries  of  the  various  tax  levies 
are  appended  to  this  report. 

The  records  of  the  selectmen  and  the  Board  of 
Health  for  licenses  granted  were  examined  and  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  treasurer.  The  town  clerk's 
records  of  dog  and  of  hunting  and  fishing  licenses  were 
examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  county  and  state 
treasurers,  respectively,  w^ere  verified  with  the  receipts 
on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  tax  collector,  and 
the  town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  cemetery  department  relative  to 
lots,  care,  interment,  etc.,  were  examined  and  checked, 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
records  of  the  treasurer,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed. 

The  savings  bank  books,  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  several  trust  funds  in  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer,  were  personally  examined  and  checked.  Ap- 
pended to  this  report  are  schedules  showing  the  condition 
of  the  various  trust  funds. 

For  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  the  various 
officials  during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assis- 
tants and  for  myself  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  Town  Meetings 


ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  2,  1929. 

The  Meeting  convened  at  9:30  A.  M.  and  the  warrant 
was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Tellers,  Herbert  Packard,  Harry  A.  McNaught 
and  Robert  I.  Tower,  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alfred  E.  Green  it  was  voted,  unan- 
imously, that  the  Town  Clerk  deposit  a  ballot  for  Henry 
P.  Moulton  as  Moderator,  which  was  done,  and  Henry 
P.  Moulton  was  declared  elected  Moderator. 

Voted,  that  at  12  o'clock  M.  a  recess  of  forty-five  min- 
utes be  taken  for  luncheon. 

By  motion  of  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Knapp  it  was  voted  that 
some  one  favoring  each  article  be  given  a  chance  to  make 
a  motion  and  speak  on  the  subject  before  the  article  is 
killed  in  any  way. 

Voted,  that  necessary  officers  not  chosen  by  ballot  be 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Under  Article  3,  which  reads:  ''To  hear  the  reports 
of  the  various  Town  Officers  and  Committees  and  act 
thereon,"  Harry  B.  Bradley,  Chairman  of  the  Duxbury 
Beach  Committee,  made  a  report,  after  which  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  offered  for  adoption: 

Resolved:  That  if  the  State  establishes  a  recreation 
ground  on  Duxbury  Beach,  that  the  State  should  provide 
an  ample  and  direct  main  approach  thereto  and  that  this 
should  not  run  through  any  of  the  main  streets  or  thickly 
settled  parts  of  the  town.  102  voted  in  favor  and  2  in 
opposition. 
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Resolved:  That  if  the  State  establishes  a  reserva- 
tion at  Duxbury  Beach,  all  expense  of  same,  including 
the  approaches,  should  be  borne  by  the  State.  This  res- 
olution v^as  adopted  unanimously. 

The  following  Resolution  was  offered:  ''Resolved: 
That  this  Meeting  approve  House  Bill  No.  1011  as  re- 
ported by  the  Joint  Special  Recess  Commission  (known 
as  the  'Salisbury  Beach  and  Duxbury  Beach  Reservations 
Commission'),  established  to  consider  the  maintaining 
of  ample  spaces  for  the  public  at  Salisbury  Beach  and  at 
Duxbury  Beach."  46  voted  in  favor  and  113  in  opposition. 

Resolved:  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Meeting  that 
Duxbury  Bridge  be  retained  as  a  foot-bridge  only,  for- 
ever. 80  voted  in  favor  and  40  in  opposition. 

It  was  then  voted  to  extend  the  courtesy  of  the  floor 
to  Senator  George  M.  Webber,  a  member  of  the  Special 
Commission  on  Salisbury  Beach  and  Duxbury  Beach 
Reservations,  who  gave  an  outline  of  the  doings  of  this 
Commission. 

Voted  to  accept  as  printed  the  reports  of  all  other 
Town  Officers  and  Committees.

To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

There  seems  to  be  very  little  to  mention  reg-arding- 
this  department. 

The  work  is  of  a  routine  nature.  One  member  of  the 
Infirmary  was  taken  to  Tewksbury  State  Infirmary  in 
February  1929  and  passed  away  the  last  of  December. 
The  number  of  Inmates  at  the  present  time  is  five.  Of 
which  one  of  these  is  blind  and  helpless. 

The  shortage  of  employment  through  the  winter  months 
necessitates  quite  a  little  out  side  aid.

The  placing  of  a  permanent  man  at  No.  2  station  has 
been  one  of  the  best  moves  the  engineers  have  ever  made. 
It  gives  you  real  protection.  The  engineers  were  very 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  man  so  efficient 
and  capable  as  the  present  incumbent.  All  apparatus  is 
kept  in  splendid  condition  by  him  in  every  v^^ay. 

We  have  had  thirty-one  fires,  eight  of  which  were  on 
Powder  Point  Bridge.  A  small  amount  of  damage  with 
the  exception  of  one  instance  which  was  of  incendiary 
origin  of  which  you  will  hear  more  about  later.  The  fire 
department  not  only  saved  the  cellar,  but  the  evidences. 
It  gave  us  a  tough  battle. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mrs.  Leslie 
Turner  for  the  kindness  to  my  men  in  providing  hot 
coffee  and  doughnuts  on  that  occasion. 

The  engineers  feel  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  town  to 
purchase  a  pumping  engine.  The  western  part  of  the 
town  has  practically  nothing  with  which  to  combat 
against  a  serious  fire.  I  find  in  looking  over  that  section 
of  the  town  many  places  available  for  a  pump  to  work. 
The  following  I  call  your  attention  to: 

Malichia  Brook;  Gifford's  bog;  a  hydrant  on  Marsh- 
field  and  Duxbury  line  adjacent  to  North  Duxbury; 
Steven*s  reservoir ;  Five  C.  Cranberry  Co. ;  Baker's  Pond, 
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Ashdod;  Robert's  Pond  at  East  Pembroke;  Island  Creek 
Pond,  Tinkertown;  Seger's  Pond,  Tarkiln;  Nelson's  res- 
ervoir on  High  Street,  are  places  available  for  water  in 
almost  any  quantity. 

A  line  of  hose  can  be  laid  by  trucks  very  quickly  and 
it  is  not  difficult  for  a  pumping  engine  to  give  a  good  fire 
fighting  stream,  through  three  or  four  thousand  feet  of 
hose. 

A  chart  of  these  places  will  be  made  and  placed  in  all 
engine  houses  so  that  knowledge  will  be  made  available 
for  the  men. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  Chapter  148  of  the  General 
Laws,  Section  2.  which  says  a  license  and  permit  is  re- 
quired for  garages  containing  two  or  more  cars ;  Section 
7.  which  says  that  no  garage  shall  be  located  in  a  build- 
ing that  is  in  any  part  occupied  as  a  dwelling.  Fortunate- 
ly there  are  only  a  very  few  of  these  in  town  and  no 
doubt  this  condition  will  be  remedied  this  year,  otherwise 
the  Fire  Marshal's  office  will  take  the  matter  up. 

Our  telephone  operators  have  been  a  great  help  and 
would  recommend  that  they  be  made  honorary  members 
of  the  fire  department. 

As  the  town  assumes  no  liability  in  case  of  accident 
to  a  fireman,  I  am  recommending  a  blanket  insurance 
which  will  give  them  compensation  in  case  of  injury.

Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury. 

Greetings : 

There  has  been  forty-five  grass  and  brush  fires  in  the 
past  year.  In  the  majority  of  cases  a  very  small  area 
burned  over.  In  spite  of  one  of  the  worst  droughts 
known  in  this  section,  only  one  burned  as  large  as  five 
acres.  No  timber-land  was  burned  at  all.  The  perman- 
ent man  at  number  two  station  was  a  great  help  in  keep- 
ing them  confined  to  small  areas. 

Owing  to  the  lumbering  operations  in  the  western 
part  of  the  town  in  the  last  two  years  one  of  the  worst 
fire  hazard  exists  there,  since  my  time  as  forest  warden. 

A  new  fire  truck  for  forest  fire  work  will  be  put  in  the 
place  of  the  little  Ford  forest  fire  truck  at  North  Dux- 
bury.  I  want  to  assure  the  residents  of  that  section  that 
I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  give  them  better  protection. 

If  a  fire  is  sighted,  notify  central  at  once.  Take  no 
chances!  If  one  started  with  proper  conditions  and  got 
any  headway  at  all,  it  would  be  very  hard  to  bring  it 
under  control. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  one  and  all  for  your  generosity  in 
your  appropriation  and  the  splendid  help  you  have  always 
given  me.  It  gives  me  great  encouragement  in  continu- 
ing the  work.  Hoping  for  a  continuation  of  the  same.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1929.  Six  meetings  have  been  held  during  the 
year,  and  several  important  matters  have  been  consid- 
ered, followed  by  letters  to  the  Selectmen  recommending 
action  thereon.  The  Board  urged  the  need  of  directional 
signs  being  erected  throughout  the  Town,  money  for  the 
same  having  been  appropriated  at  the  annual  Town 
meeting.  The  appointment  of  the  first  week  in  April  as 
Clean-up  Week,  with  the  collection  of  rubbish  from  the 
residences  about  town  was  sponsored  by  the  Board. 

A  letter  from  the  Daniel  Guggenheim  Fund  for  the 
Promotion  of  Aeronautics,  asking  that  a  suitable  marker 
for  aerial  transportation  be  placed  on  some  roof  in  the 
Town  was  considered  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  in  ap- 
proval of  Mr.  Baker's  offer  to  allow  the  roof  of  the  coal 
shed  belonging  to  the  Duxbury  Coal  &  Lumber  Co.,  to  be 
used  as  such  a  marker,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Selectmen  for  further  action. 

The  Planning  Board  was  represented  at  the  Hearing 
held  at  the  State  House,  relative  to  the  State  taking 
control  of  Duxbury  Beach  for  a  state  reservation.  It 
also  approved  the  installation  of  the  "Stop  and  Go"  signal 
lights  at  Ryder's  Corner,  Millbrook,  for  the  benefit  of 
motorists,  and  recommends  that  the  lights  be  kept  in 
operation  twenty-four  hours  a  day  throughout  the  year, 
to  prevent  accidents,  and  in  case  of  accident  to  establish 
which  motorist  was  in  error.  It  also  recommends  that 
the  bank  on  Mr.  Shapleigh's  side  of  the  corner,  be  graded 
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so  as  to  permit  a  clear  view  of  the  roadway  going  towards 
Marshfield.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  Duxbury,  Mass. 
Greeting : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submit  their  report  for 
1929  with  a  few  of  their  duties  required  by  law.  18 
Nuisances  abated.  Milk  Dealers  permits  issued  after  ex- 
amination, 37.  Milk  from  45  dairies  has  been  analyzed 
(some  twice)  for  Butter  Fat,  Solids  and  Bacteria,  show- 
ing conclusively  what  the  cow  is  by  Butter  Fat  and  Solids 
and  in  one  word  (Bacteria)  the  value  of  the  methods 
used  by  the  Dairy  man.  The  Standard  is  Butter  Fat, 
3.35%;  Solids,  12%;  Bacteria  750,000  per  c.  c.  Only  5 
cows  showed  less  than  4%  B.  F.  and  relatively  high  in 
Solids,  and  but  3  samples  showed  over  500,000  Bac'  per 
c.  c.  Per  request  3  samples  of  water  have  been  analyzed. 
Per  order  we  have  from  April  15th  to  Nov.  1st  examined 
and  inspected  all  places  where  food  was  cooked  and 
sold  (States  definition  is  Bakeries.)  There  were  3  in- 
spections by  State  Inspectors. 

There  were  70  reported  cases  of  Communicable  dis-

5  cases  (3  Scarlet,  1  Lobar  Pneumonia  and  1  Flu) 
were  sent  to  Hospital.

4  cases  of  Settlement  had  to  be  looked  up  and  deter- 
mined, 1  Commonwealth,  and  1  out  of  town,  3  our  own. 
It  was  necessary  to  fumigate  4  places,  3  the  whole  house ; 

2  Veneral  cases  were  being  treated  out  of  town 
at  our  expense  v\^hich  we  refused  to  pay;  2  others  were 
taken  to  their  friends  in  another  town,  and  warned  if 
they  returned  they  would  be  taken  to  Tewksbury.

After  two  or  three  conferences  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment, and  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  being- 
urged  by  them,  we  made  and  adopted  the  following  rule, 
that  on  and  after  May  31st,  1930,  no  milk  shall  be  sold  in 
Duxbury  unless  pasteurized,  or  from,  cows  that  have 
within  the  past  five  months  passed  without  reaction, 
a  tuberculin  test,  and  found  free  from  tuberculosis.  On 
reactors,  the  State  pays  one  half  the  value  of  the  cow, 
the  U.  S.  one  third  and  the  owner  loses  the  rest.

Report  of  Duxbury  Beach  Committee 


To  the  voters  of  Duxbury : 

Since  the  last  annual  town  meeting  your  committee 
has  held  meetings  on  April  17,  October  17,  December  17, 
January  2,  January  15  and  January  27.  Pursuant  to  the 
meeting  of  April  17  notices  were  posted  asking  the  voters 
to  submit  plans  of  procedure,  indicating  a  policy  for  the 
town  to  pursue,  including  the  question  of  routes,  financ- 
ing and  other  helpful  suggestions.  No  considerable  re- 
sponse was  received. 

A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  the  voters  under  date  of 
January  2,  1930,  asking  fifteen  questions  with  the  idea 
of  getting  the  latest  thoughts  of  the  people.  There  were 
one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  replies  which  are  on  file  at 
the  town  office.  These  replies  indicated  (Question  No. 
6)  an  almost  unanimous  sentiment  that  the  travel  should 
not  pass  through  our  main  streets  if  the  State  makes  a 
recreation  place  of  the  Beach.  It  was  also  practically 
unanimous  that  the  (Question  No.  7)  traffic  should  be 
kept  out  of  Duxbury  by  a  northern  approach. 

Question  No.  8.  showed  that  ninety-six  did  not  use 
Gurnet  Bridge  at  all  as  a  foot  bridge :  Thirty-six  used  it 
either  *'few"  or  ''many"  times. 

The  replies  to  Question  No.  9  showed  that  fifty-five 
people  did  not  use  it  at  all  as  a  motor  bridge  while  seven- 
ty-two used  it  as  a  motor  bridge  either  "few"  or  "many" 
times. 

The  replies  to  Question  No.  10  asking  who  should  pay 
costs  and  maintenance  if  Gurnet  Bridge  were  made  a 
foot  bridge  showed :  Town  37 ;  State  25 ;  County  8 ;  State, 
County  and  Town  6;  County  and  Town  6;  State  and 
County  2 ;  Summer  people  2. 
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In  reply  to  Question  No.  11 — *'Do  you  believe  Gurnet 
bridge  should  be  retained  as  a  foot  bridge  if  the  Town 
has  to  pay  the  entire  expense?"  Ninety-five  replied  "No" ; 
twenty-seven  replied  ''Yes". 

In  reply  to  Question  No.  12 — ''Do  you  believe  Gurnet 
bridge  should  be  retained  as  a  foot  bridge  if  the  town 
pays  little  or  nothing  toward  rebuilding  and  mainten- 
ance?" Sixty-eight  replied  "No";  Forty -three  replied 
"Yes." 

The  hearing  at  the  State  House  on  January  22  was  well 
attended.  On  a  rising  vote  called  for  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  (Harbor  and  Public  Lands)  the  meeting 
was  strongly  opposed  to  the  idea  of  leaving  the  question 
of  approaches,  etc.,  in  the  hands  of  the  State.  No  other 
very  clear  expression  of  opinion  was  made  by  the  meeting 
as  a  whole.

Report  of  the 
Trustees  for  Plymouth  County 
Aid  to  Agriculture,  1929 


The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  cooperated 
with  citizens  in  every  town  in  the  county  this  past  year 
in  bringing  to  them  information  about  agriculture  and 
home-making.  Local  and  county-wide  meetings  were 
held  for  this  purpose.  Through  the  meetings  and  by 
means  of  correspondence,  press  notices,  and  by  individ- 
ual service,  thousands  of  men,  women,  boys,  and  girls, 
were  instructed  in  the  better  performance  of  farm 
operations  and  home  duties. 

Duxbury  dairymen,  poultrymen,  gardeners,  and  wood- 
land owners  received  the  services  of  the  county  agent. 
Letters  and  bulletins  are  sent  frequently  to  40  farmers 
in  the  town. 

During  the  last  year  the  county  home  demonstration 
program  has  stressed  nutrition,  and  clothing  projects, 
and  has  also  devoted  time  to  problems  of  child  develop- 
ment, home  management,  and  home  ground  improvement. 

Duxbury,  through  its  local  committee,  carried  through 
a  successful  nutrition  project,  and  also  participated  in 
the  county  clothing  program.  The  Duxbury  garden  tour 
brought  visitors  from  the  entire  county.

Report  of  the  Librarian  of 
Duxbury  Free  Library,  Inc. 


January  1,  1930. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Duxbury  Free  Library. 
Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1929.  We  have  had  a  very  busy  year  at  the  library. 
During  the  late  winter  months  and  the  spring  we  re- 
organized it  completely.  Much  obsolete  and  otherwise 
unusable  material  was  discarded.  Many  books  that 
are  seldom  used,  such  as  bound  sets  of  magazines  and 
many  duplicates,  have  been  shelved  in  the  storeroom. 
The  whole  collection,  with  these  exceptions,  has  been 
reshelved  so  that  the  arrangement  of  books  is  from 
left  to  right  and  down  the  shelves.  This  work  of  re- 
shelving  is  the  hardest  single  task  of  reorganization. 

A  small  beginning  was  made  on  reclassifying  the 
Juvenile  collection  in  the  spring,  but  the  heavier  work 
of  the  summer  necessarily  retarded  our  progress.  This 
fall  we  have  finished  reclassifying  and  recataloging 
the  Juveniles,  and  also  the  Reference  collection.  Now 
the  main  stacks  will  be  taken. 

Because  of  a  special  need  of  such  material  for  Theme 
work,  we  started  arranging  the  pamphlet  material 
during  December.  That  is  now  well  under  way. 

With  the  time  needed  to  keep  current  work  up  to 
date,  the  reclassifying  and  recataloging  will  probably 
take  all  of  this  year  and  ma,y  require  longer. 

During  July  and  August  there  were  two  assistants. 
Miss  Bolton  and  Miss  Bradley,  to  help  handle  the  sum- 
mer w^ork.  At  times  during  the  spring  and  fall  Miss 
Bolton  has  assisted. 
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Among  our  special  activities  I  should  mention  the 
obtaining  of  a  travelling  library  of  Portuguese  books 
from  the  State  Division  of  Public  Libraries  for  the  use 
of  our  foreign  born  population.  Its  use  has  not  been 
so  general  as  I  had  hoped,  because  of  the  inaccessibili- 
ty of  the  library  to  the  Bravas,  but  their  children  have 
taken  some  of  the  books  home  to  them. 

We  have  increased  our  basket  service.  Now  we 
send  a  basket  every  other  week  to  South  Duxbury, 
North  Duxbury,  and  Tinkertown.  During  the  summer 
we  sent  one  for  a  while  to  the  Gurnet.  A  box  of  hooks 
goes  to  the  Village  and  Tarkiln  Schools. 

In  the  summer  we  issued  a  bulletin  of  accessions  dur- 
ing 1928  and  to  July  1929.  It  has  been  received  by  the 
public  with  evident  enthusiasm.  We  hope  it  will  be 
an  annual  publication.  This  work  was  done  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  library. 

We  have  striven  to  develope  the  growing  interest 
of  the  children  in  the  good  books  on  the  State  reading 
list  by  awarding  "twenty-book"  certificates  twice,  with 
appropriate  ceremonies,  at  the  High  School.  We  also 
held  exercises  at  the  Smaller  Schools,  as  well  as  at  the 
High  School,  during  Children's  Book  Week  in  Novem- 
ber. 

I  recommend  (1),  that  we  continue  to  develope  our 
children's  collection,  since  it  is  our  weakest,  and  at 
the  same  time  the  most  used  single  collection  of  books. 
(2)  That  we  strive  to  popularize  the  library  in  parts 
of  the  town  which  do  not  have  ready  access  to  our 
book  collections  by  planning  some  sort  of  regular 
library  service  for  them.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Duxbury : 

We  would  again  make  a  report  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  this  department  during  the  year  1929.  After 
the  Annual  March  Meeting  the  work  of  removing  the 
dead  limbs  from  the  trees  and  clearing  the  ground  of 
branches  was  done  and  also  the  leaves  in  the  various 
cemeteries  in  our  care  were  raked  and  burned. 

The  avenues  were  put  into  shape  and  a  chemical  weed 
killer  was  used  by  the  Superintendent  to  good  advantage 
in  removing  the  weeds  from,  the  walks  thus  saving 
quite  a  little  expense  in  this  particular  work.  The  main 
avenue  which  was  the  old  Mayflower  Street  and  the 
main  avenue  in  the  new  part  of  the  cemetery  as  far  as 
completed,  were  given  a  coat  of  gravel  and  oil  thus  putt- 
ing them  in  much  better  shape,  the  work  being  done  from 
the  special  appropriation  granted  us  for  that  purpose. 
Oak  Avenue  was  given  a  coating  of  sand  and  oil. 

The  usual  work  of  keeping  the  grass  top  lots  mowed 
and  trimmed  and  the  sand  top  ones  hoed  was  done. 
Twenty-one  foundations  and  thirty-six  new  lots  have  been 
built  and  sixteen  old  lots  rebuilt. 

All  Perpetual  Care  Lots  and  many  of  the  others  have 
been  top  dressed.  A  ton  of  commercial  fertilizer  was 
also  used. 

Fourteen  lots  have  been  added  to  the  Perpetual  Care 
list  this  past  year  making  a  total  of  224  now  being  cared 
for  by  that  fund. 

There  have  been  sixteen  interments  of  those  who  died 
in  town  and  thirty  six  from  oiu  of  town  during  the  year. 

The  casket  lowering  device  which  we  purchased,  to- 
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gether  with  the  grass  mats  for  grave  lining  and  sand 
covering  have  not  only  been  greatly  appreciated,  but 
have  been  financially  beneficial  to  the  town,  eighty-four 
dollars  having  been  received  for  their  use. 

The  fence  -  around  the  new  part  of  the  cemetery  has 
been  painted  as  have  also  nearly  all  the  fences  around 
lots  in  the  older  part. 

New  lots  are  being  taken  so  fast  that  it  will  be  necess- 
ary for  us  to  build  a  large  number  this  coming  year.  We 
are  planning  to  finish  out  the  block  in  the  new  part  which 
is  partly  built,  not  only  making  a  large  number  of  lots 
available,  but  beautifying  the  front  along  Tremont  Street 
with  evergreens  and  other  shrubbery  in  keeping  with 
our  beautiful  cemetery. 

We  appreciate  the  help  given  us  this  past  year  by  our 
fellow  townsmen  and  ask  for  your  cooperation  and  help 
this  coming  year. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  work  planned  it  seems  neces- 
sary to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $6500  for  1930.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  presents  its  report 
for  the  year  1929. 

The  various  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  Primary 
schools  in  Duxbury,  as  suggested  in  its  report  for  the 
year  1928,  by  the  School  Committee,  have  been  carried 
out  and  the  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  apprecia- 
tion of  the  support  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  in  voting 
the  appropriation  as  suggested  in  their  report,  so  that 
our  school  buildings  could  be  improved  and  made  com- 
fortable for  both  scholars  and  teachers. 

In  cooperation  with  the  School  Superintendent,  various 
changes  and  repairs  have  been  made.  The  Point  School 
building  has  been  improved  by  installing  of  inside  sana- 
taries,  and  placing  of  the  heating  unit  in  the  cellar,  with 
fresh  paint  on  both  the  inside  and  outside  of  the  build- 
ing, making  an  attractive  and  comfortable  building  for 
"the  first  grade  children. 

The  school  building  at  Tarkiln,  also,  has  received  at- 
tention, the  roof  on  the  north  side  has  been  shingled,  a  new 
furnace  has  been  put  in,  and  the  room  on  the  south  side 
has  been  painted,  both  walls  and  ceiling,  making  a  much 
lighter  and  attractive  class  room. 

The  School  Committee  feels  that  some  changes  will 
have  to  be  made  in  the  Village  Primary  school,  as  well,  as 
the  usual  repairs  to  the  other  school  property,  during  the 
present  year,  and  hopes  that  the  appropriation  asked  for 
in  the  Warrant  for  the  coming  Town  Meeting,  will  be 
favorably  received  and  acted  upon  by  the  townspeople. 

The  Committee  feels  that  good  schools  are  a  great  asset 
to  the  Town,  and  only  by  constant  effort  to  keep  the 
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buildings  in  good  order  and  to  maintain  the  average  sal- 
aries as  paid  by  other  towns  of  like  size  throughout  the 
State,  so  as  to  secure  good  teachers,  can  our  schools  rank, 
as  they  should,  to  the  credit  of  Duxbury. 

For  greater  detail  regarding  the  work  done  in  our 
schools,  the  Committee  would  refer  to  the  reading  of 
the  Superintendent's  school  report. 

In  closing,  the  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Duxbury  Grange  for  its  pleasant  social  gathering 
to  welcome  the  teachers-  and  School  Committee  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Fall  term  of  the  School  year.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee : 

During  the  past  year  the  teaching  force  of  Duxbury 
was  unusually  hard  hit  through  the  resignation  of 
teachers  at  the  end  of  the  school  term.  Of  the  eight 
teachers  who  failed  to  return,  five  were  married,  and 
withdrew  permanently  from  the  teaching  field,  and  three 
continued  in  their  chosen  field  in  towns  much  larger 
than  Duxbury  and  at  salaries  beyond  anything  we  felt 
we  could  pay. 

In  the  matter  of  replacing  teachers  who  withdraw 
from  service  in  our  town,  we  are  faced  with  some  difl[icul- 
ties  which  are  beyond  our  abilities  to  control,  but  in 
other  instances,  it  is  possible  to  remove  the  unsatisfac- 
tory conditions.  There  is  a  desire,  held  by  many  people,  to 
work  in  large  towns.  In  the  cities,  the  salaries  of  teachers 
are  unquestionably  higher,  and  because  there  are  more 
positions,  the  opportunities  for  advancement  are  greater. 
The  ever-present  difficulty  of  obtaining  desirable  living 
quarters  is  somewhat  less  in  the  larger  communities. 
On  the  other  hand,  I  believe  that  the  people  of  Dux- 
bury desire  and  are  determined  to  offer  the  best  possible 
opportunity  for  their  children  to  acquire  an  education. 
This  brings  us  into  competition  with  towns  much  larger 
-than  our  own.  In  the  matter  of  salaries  alone,  which  is 
somewhat  within  our  ability  to  control,  I  have  made  a 
limited  investigation  and  find  the  rather  startling  vari- 
ation in  the  average  salary  paid  to  teachers  to  be  from 
about  $1200,  in  some  of  our  small  neighboring  towns,  to 
over  $2400  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The  list  appended  to 
this  report  gives  an  approximate  average  salary  and  the 
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expenditure  for  support  of  schools  for  $1000  valuation 
of  over  twenty  Massachusetts  towns,  ranging  from  the 
very  small  to  the  largest. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties  with  which  we  are  always 
confronted  in  our  selection  of  new  teachers,  I  believe 
that  we  are  unusually  fortunate  in  our  replacements  this 
year.  The  French  department  has  surely  gained  greatly 
under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  Dr.  Baptist.  The 
Doctor  is  a  gentleman  and  a  scholar,  who  came  to 
America  with  an  open  mind,  not  only  in  regard  to  what 
he  might  learn  from  our  methods,  but  also  anxious  to 
give  us  an  insight  into  the  best  in  the  educational  field 
of  the  Old  World.  The  best  testimonial  to  his  success  is 
the  love  and  respect  which  pupils,  fellow  teachers,  and 
parents  bestow  upon  him.  In  English,  Miss  Green  has 
brought  a  wealth  of  experience  and  training.  She  has 
assisted  in  a  reorganization  of  the  work  of  the  two  upper 
years  in  high  school  and  has  contributed  materially  to 
the  success  of  every  class  in  her  department.  Mr. 
Leonard  faced  a  rather  difficult  problem  in  attempting 
to  fill  the  vacancy  in  Latin,  History,  and  Music,  but  I 
believe  that  he  has  succeeded  in  recording  great  improve- 
ment in  the  work  of  his  various  groups.  Miss  Gordon 
was  elected  to  teach  the  sixth  grade,  and  is  carrying  on 
the  work  with  energy  and  enthusiasm.  The  fifth  grade 
was  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Jewell,  who,  I  feel  confident, 
IS  giving  her  best  in  the  interest  of  the  children  coming 
under  her  control   Miss  Fulcher,  who  has  taken  the 
second  grade,  comes  to  Duxbury  from  successful  experi- 
ence m  other  towns  and  is  continuing  the  successful  work 
at  the  Village  School.  At  Tarkiln,  we  placed  Miss  Peterson 
m  charge  of  the  first  and  second  grades.  The  attitude  of 
the  children  in  her  classes  speaks  in  the  highest  terms 
of  the  contagious  inspiration  of  her  personality.  Our 
lunch  room  at  the  new  high  school  and  the  Home  Econom- 
ics courses  which  were  offered  have  been  developing 
slowly.  Last  year,  through  no  real  fault  of  anyone,  the 
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J  ..jUnch  department  failed  to  meet  expenses.  Miss  Smith, 
In  taking  up  her  new  work,  in  this  department,  has  been 
faced  with  the  difficulty  of  correcting  this  fault.  It  was 
robably  one  of  the  most  perplexing  situations  with  which 
we  were  confronted,  as  we  wish  to  maintain  former 
olicy  of  serving  the  lunch  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the 
Pl^fcupil.  In  a  project  of  this  sort,  there  is  no  opportunity 
fto  make  use  of  the  left-over  materials,  and  in  a  group  of 
Ithe  size  and  character  with  which  we  are  dealing,  there 
jis  a  very  great  fluctuation  in  the  quantity  and  type  of 
food  desired  from  day  to  day.  This  results  in  two  things : 
one  day  there  may  be  a  considerable  amount  left  over 
which  must  be  thrown  av/ay,  and  another  day,  there  may 
be  demand  in  excess  of  what  we  have  planned,  with  a 
result  that  some  of  the  children  are  not  satisfied.  Various 
schemes  are  being  tried  out  in  an  effort  to  minimize  these 
J  conditions,  but  the  very  fact  that  heretofore  we  have  op- 
'  erated  at  a  loss  is  throwing  an  unusually  heavy  burden 
upon  the  operation  at  present.  I  believe  Miss  Smith  is 
handling  the  situation  with  wisdom  and  skill,  and  I  have 
every  reason  to  feel  that  there  will  be  continued  growth 
and  improvement  in  the  work  of  this  department.  The 
older  teachers,  those  who  have  been  with  us  from  year  to 
year,  I  believe  have  proved  their  worth  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  everyone  who  comes  into  contact  with  the  schools. 
As  a  group,  I  find  them  industrious,  painstaking,  and 
cooperative.  It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them. 
Let  me  repeat,  that  whenever  a  teacher  leaves  Duxbury 
to  go  to  a  better  salaried  position,  the  odds  are  very 
strongly  against  securing  a  person  of  equal  merit  to  take 
his  place.  Our  only  safeguard  against  continually  con- 
fronting this  situation  would  be  to  maintain  a  salary 
schedule  sufficiently  high  to  eliminate  this  loss. 

REPAIRS  AND  EQUIPMENT 


A  rather  considerable  amount  of  money  was  spent  on 
repairs  during  the  past  year.  At  the  Point  School,  the 
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$1700  which  was  appropriated  at  the  last  town  meeting*, 
was  used  as  follows:  A  cellar  was  dug  and  a  cement 
floor  laid  therein.  The  underpinning  was  repaired  and 
all  cracks  were  filled  with  cement.   The  chimney  was 
repaired  and  lengthened  to  the  floor  of  the  cellar.  A  hot 
air  furnace  was  installed  and  the  building  was  painted ! 
both  inside  and  out.  At  the  rear  of  the  class-room,  par-- 
titions  were  erected  and  toilets  and  lavatories  were  in- 
stalled. Running  water  was  already  in  the  building,  and^ 
with  the  construction  of  a  cesspool,  we  have  sanitary 
equipment  which  would  pass  the  inspection  of  the  most; 
critical.  The  toilets  are  provided  with  heat,  ventilation,! 
and  plenty  of  light.  The  floors  are  of  water-proof  lino- j  I 
leum,  and  there  is  ample  room  to  take  care  of  the  number 
of  pupils  in  the  building.  A  new  slate  blackboard  was, 
built  into  the  front  end  of  the  room,  and  behind  it  racks 
were  built  upon  which  clothing  might  be  hung. 

There  is  hardly  enough  money  to  finance  the  installa- 1 
tion  of  electric  lights  this  year,  but  this  cost  should  not  j 
be  great,  and  I  hope  that  the  appropriation  for  another  i 
year  may  be  ample  to  take  care  of  this  need. 

A  rather  unlooked-for  situation  arose  when  a  leak  de-  : 
veloped  in  the  roof  of  the  building  at  Tarkiln.  In  attempt- 
ing to  repair  the  difficulty,  it  was  found  advisable  to  shin-  , 
gle  one  side  of  the  north  building.  The  concrete  floors  in  the  i 
new  addition  to  this  building  had  never  been  treated,  and 
the  surface  was  consequently  hard  to  clean,  and  the  dust 
quite  annoying.  This  was  corrected  during  the  summer 
months,,  and  the  toilets,  which  had  never  been  completely 
painted,  were  given  a  good  heavy  coating  of  white  enamel. 
The  toilets  in  every  school  building  in  town  should  be 
finished  with  white  enamel,  as  the  dirt  shows  up  more 
quickly,  and  there  is  less  likelihood  of  neglecting  the 
cleaning,  with  a  resulting  lack  of  sanitation.  In  this  new 
addition,  there  had  never  been  any  baseboards,  and  as  the 
plastering  was  being  loosened  by  repeated  scuffing  of 
feet,  these  were  installed.  The  plastered  walls  of  the 
north  school  room  were  calcimined,  and  at  Christmas 
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time  the  entire  interior  of  the  south  school  room  was 
painted.  The  lighting  of  this  south  room  had  not  been 
entirely  satisfactory,  and  a  very  much  lighter  shade  of 
paint  was  used  than  formerly.  This  seemed  to  correct 
the  difficulty.  As  planned  in  our  budget  for  1929,  a  new 
heating  unit  was  installed  in  this  set  of  buildings.  The 
old  units  had  not  been  adequate,  and  one  of  the  furnaces 
was  worn  beyond  repair.  The  new  equipment  which  we 
have  installed  embodies  every  modern  idea.  It  can  be 
controlled  from  the  classroom.  There  is  ample  provision 
for  maintaining  the  proper  supply  of  moisture  in  the  air, 
and  there  is  an  electric-fan  which  insures  the  proper 
circulation  of  warm  air  throughout  the  entire  system, 
and  an  eveness  of  temperature  at  every  point  of  the 
building.  Not  only  is  our  building  being  adequately  heated 
and  ventilated  through  this  new  installation  of  equipment, 
but  also  from  present  indications  the  fuel  bill  for  this 
school  will  be  so  materially  reduced  that  the  equipment 
will  more  than  pay  for  itself,  in  a  period  of  three  years. 

At  the  Village  School,  much  money  was  spent  on  san- 
itary conditions  a  year  ago,  and  there  has  been  little  call 
for  outlay  on  the  repairs  in  the  year  just  past.  The  old 
furnace  in  this  building  has  needed  the  attention  of  a 
plumber  from  time  to  time,  and  probably  will  not  carry 
its  load  a  great  while  longer.  The  shingles  on  the  side 
wall  o^  the  building  were  beginning  to  look  rather  shabby, 
and  a  coat  of  stain  was  applied. 

The  new  high-school  building  has  not  yet  reached  the 
point  where  heavy  repair  bills  are  necessary.  There  was 
a  break  in  the  plumbing  beneath  the  basement  floor  which 
required  some  attention.  Several  slate  shingles,  broken 
by  the  ice  and  snow  sliding  from  the  roof  were  replaced. 
In  a  driving  easterly  storm,  we  were  bothered  somewhat 
by  leaks  through  the  walls.  These  were  repaired  by  filling 
tiny  crevices  beneath  the  stone  window  sills  with  cement. 
Some  painting  was  necessary  around  the  window  frames 
and  casings.  Fertilizer  and  dressing  were  essential  for 
the  proper  care  of  the  lawn.  The  grass  and  shrubbery 


also  required  a  considerable  amount  of  weeding,  water- 
ing, and  mowing,  but  the  beauty  of  the  grounds  seems 
amply  to  repay  us  for  any  expenditure  in  this  field.  A 
little  trouble  developed  in  the  electrical  wiring  and  the 
state  inspectors  v/ere  called  in  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
situation.  It  was  found  that  the  contractor  was  at  fault, 
and  he  was  required  to  make  the  necessary  replacements 
and  repairs  without  cost  to  the  town. 

REPAIRS  AND  EQUIPMENT  NEEDED  FOR 
ANOTHER  YEAR. 

At  the  Point  School,  as  already  indicated,  electric 
lights  should  be  installed,  so  that  on  dark  or  stormy  days 
there  will  not  be  danger  of  eye-strain.  The  old  building 
formerly  used  as  a  wood  shed  and  for  the  toilets  is  of  no 
further  use  to  us,  and  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  dis- 
pose of  it  as  soon  as  possible.  I  believe  a  little  money 
should  be  spent  each  year  in  improving  the  grounds 
around  the  school  building. 

The  south  building  at  Tarkiln  really  needs  a  new  floor. 
There  should  be  provided  for  this  group  of  buildings 
about  two  dozen  folding  chairs  to  provide  for  parents 
and  visitors  who  wish  to  attend  the  little  entertainments 
given  by  pupils  from  time  to  time.  The  corridors  between 
the  two  school  rooms  is  the  only  part  of  the  building 
that  has  not  been  painted  recently.  For  sanitary  rea- 
sons, as  well  as  for  appearance,  this  should  be  attended 
to  at  once.  Here  as  at  the  i^oint  School,  an  effort  should 
be  made  gradually  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
grounds.  The  driveways  should  be  laid  out  and  care- 
fully marked.  Some  shrubbery  and  tr^es  should  be  set 
out  at  various  points.  A  flr^  pole  should  stand  at  some 
place  on  the  grounds  between  the  building  and  the  street. 
The  north  school  room  is  shaded  by  trees  growing  thickly 
and  tci  close  to  the  building  These  should  be  removed 
so  that  the  proper  amount  of  light  may  enter  the  school 
room      all  times. 
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I  have  already  hinted  that  the  furnace  at  the  village 
School  is  nearly  at  the  end  of  its  days  of  usefulness.  In 
very  cold  weather,  it  is  hardly  adequate,  and  in  warm  or 
sultry  days,  it  must  be  watched  or  gas  escapes  into  the 
class  room.  No  provision  is  made  for  properly  moisten- 
ing the  air,  and  circulation  of  heat  must  depend  entirely 
upon  gravity.  On  very  windy  days,  this  causes  an  over- 
heating of  one  section  of  a  room,  while  the  other  part 
may  be  cool.  To  run  this  heater  is  wasteful,  as  the  amount 
of  coal  used  is  practically  twice  what  it  should  be  for  a 
building  of  this  size.  A  new  heating  system  similar  to 
that  installed  at  Tarkiin  should  be  installed  here  during 
the  summer  months.  There  is  some  likelihood  that  the 
chimney  is  the  seat  of  some  of  our  heating  difficulties, 
and  it  should  be  overhauled.  A  number  of  years  have 
passed  since  any  painting  v/as  done  in  the  class  rooms. 
Walls  are  becoming  grimy,  and  should  be  given  a  good 
coat  of  paint.  There  has  also  been  some  difficulty  in 
taking  care  of  the  water  which  flows  from  the  roof,  the 
nature  of  the  soil  near  the  building  being  such  that  dry 
wells  become  useless  in  a  very  short  time.  I  believe  that 
cesspools  should  be  built  at  a  sufficient  distance  to  pre- 
vent any  further  danger  of  water  running  into  the  base- 
ment during  rainstorms. 

At  the  New  High  School,  some  work  should  be  done  in 
repairing  the  lawns.  These  were  carefully  seeded  and 
rolled  at  the  time  of  the  construction,  but  there  are  always 
imperfections  which  appear  on  a  job  of  this  sort  after 
the  major  part  of  the  surface  has  received  proper  growth. 
This  is  particularly  noticeable  on  the  stee,)  banks,  where 
it  is  always  somewhat  difficult  to  maintain  the  sodded 
surface.  The  building  is  now  reaching  a  point  in  age 
where  it  would  probably  be  well  to  do  some  painting. 
Considering  the  enormous  amount  of  surface  v  hich  mui^c 
be  covered,  I  should  recommend  so  planning  the  work 
that  a  certain  fractional  part  will  be  done  each  summer, 
thereby  eliminating  the  possibility  of  having  lO  face  the 
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unquestionably  heavy  financial  burden  in  any  one  year. 
Gas  lines  should  be  brought  into  the  school,  particular- 
ly for  use  in  the  laboratory,  where  the  type  of  heat  which 
we  now  have  is  so  slow  that  our  experimental  work  is 
seriously  handicapped.  In  a  building  of  this  size,  there 
are  bound  to  be  some  general  repairs  from  year  to  year, 
which  cannot  be  anticipated,  but  for  w^hich  we  must  plan 
in  making  up  the  budget  for  the  coming  year. 

SCHOOL  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR 

A  detailed  j^atement  of  the  work  of  the  elementary 
school  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  principals  of  these 
schools,  and  I  shall  not  attempt  a  repetition.  All  special 
work  for  which  the  town  employs  supervisors  will  also 
be  reported  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  department. 

In  the  High  School,  with  the  exception  of  a  slight  reor- 
ganization in  the  English  department,  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  course  of  study.  We  are  continuing  with 
the  use  of  standard  achievement  and  intelligence  tests, 
and  find  therefrom  that  the  work  of  our  schools  compares 
very  favorably  with  the  standards  of  the  country  as  a 
whole.  These  tests  bring  out  more  clearly  than  any  other 
known  method  the  topics  which  are  weak  or  the  subject 
matter  in  which  there  is  over-emphasis.  They  serve  as 
a  check-up  on  the  work  of  pupils  and  teachers  alike. 

Our  orchestra  continues  v/ith  its  growth  and  improve- 
ment. Mr.  Clark  comes  to  the  school  one  day  each  week 
to  give  violin  lessons  to  those  wishing  training  in  this 
field.  Just  before  the  close  of  the  year,  we  were  fortunate 
in  interesting  Mr.  Cassano,  supervisor  of  music  in  the 
schools  of  Rockland,  in  giving  one  day  a  week  in  the  in- 
struction of  those  pupils  who  wish  to  play  on  the  wind 
instruments.  Both  Mr.  Clark  and  Mr.  Cassano  have  had 
many  years  of  successful  teaching  experience,  and, 
through  them,  the  children  have  an  economical  and  con- 
venient method  of  studying  music.  At  present,  there  are 
over  twenty  pupils  who  are  taking  advantage  of  this 
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opportunity.  Many  of  these  are  from  the  lower  ^ades 
of  the  new  High  School,  and  their  interest  and  success 
foretell  the  organization  of  a  band  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  orchestra,  in  cooperation  with  the  Glee  Club, 
has  assisted  in  many  entertainments  during  the  past  year, 
and  it  is  still  in  demand,  not  only  in  Duxbury,  but  in 
neighboring  towns. 

Our  Wednesday  morning  assemblies  continue  along 
much  the  same  line  as  during  former  years.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  securing  many  fine  speakers  who  have  had 
a  real  message  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  Duxbury,  but  I 
believe  that  the  greatest  value  has  been  obtained  from  the 
programs  planned  and  executed  by  the  pupils  themselves. 
Parents  and  friends  of  the  school  have  a  standing  invi- 
tation to  be  present  at  these  affairs,  and  we  are  grateful 
to  see  them  attending  in  ever  increasing  numbers. 

Our  school  magazine,  The  Partridge,  continues  its  ex- 
istence in  practically  the  same  form  as  last  year.  It  has, 
however,  doubled  in  size,  and  the  number  of  contributors 
testifies  to  the  live  interest  and  enthusiasm  with  which 
the  pupils  are  now  backing  it. 

In  making  plans  for  the  annual  Senior  Play,  we  were 
again  fortunate  in  having  the  help  and  advice  of  Mr. 
Seymour.  It  seemed  advisable  to  break  away  from  the 
usual  custom  somewhat,  and  to  give  two  short  plays  in- 
stead of  one.  This  enabled  a  greater  number  to  partici- 
pate and  relieved  the  burden  which  otherwise  would 
have  rested  on  the  shoulders  of  one  or  two  students.  The 
performances  were  given  Friday,  December  6th,  and  a 
very  large  and  appreciative  audience  was  on  hand.  On 
the  following  Tuesday,  the  entire  cast,  including  the 
school  orchestra,  went  to  South  Hanson  and  gave  their 
entertainment  to  the  inmates  of  the  Tuberculosis  Hos- 
pital located  there.  Under  the  direction  of  the  English 
teacher,  two  groups  have  made  trips  to  Boston,  to  see 
Shakespearean  plays  given  at  the  Repertory  Theatre,  and 
last  spring  Mr.  Charles  Clark  took  the  entire  sixth  grade 
into  the  flower  show  in  Boston. 
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^  -  The  library  is  being  put  to  more  extensive  use  by  the 
pupils  of  the  school  than  ever  before.  I  know  of  no  town 
where  so  helpful  an  arrangement  is  in  existence,  and  I 
am  sure  that  the  librarian  and  trustees  of  the  organiza- 
tion are  due  the  most  sincere  thanks,  not  only  of  every- 
one connected  with  the  administration  of  the  school,  but 
also  the  parents  of  those  children  who  are  so  greatly  bene- 
fited by  the  arrangement.  The  only  possible  criticism  one 
could  make  of  the  entire  situation  is  that  the  demand  for 
juvenile  literature  far  exceeds  the  supply.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  the  townspeople  will  see  fit  to  increase  the 
appropriation  this  year  that  this  defect  may  be  remedied. 

School  athletics  have  been  carried  on  much  as  usual, 
with  average  success  coming  to  the  team  in  each  sport. 
There  is  need,  however,  not  for  further  emphasis  upon  in- 
terscholastic  contests,  but  upon  attempting  to  interest 
every  pupil  in  some  form  of  outdoor  exercise,  which  may 
be  played  when  his  school  days  are  over  and  it  is  no 
longer  a  simple  matter  to  organize  a  group  sufficiently 
large  to  support  a  team  in  such  contests  ;is  basketball, 
baseball,  etc.  There  is  need  of  some  special  work  along 
this  line,  and  I  wish  that  we  mip  it  have  the  assistance  of 
a  teacher  or  supervisor  trained  in  showing  people  how 
to  play.  Another  suggestion  whicl  might  be  made  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter  would  be  in  a  way  more  complete 
use  of  the  playground  available.  Tennis  is  a  game  which 
requires  very  little  )utlay  for  equ^'pment,  and  since  only 
two  people  are  necessary  for  a  contest,  the  matter  of 
finding  opponents  or  making  up  a  team  is  simplified.  It 
is  a  game  which  may  be  played  without  danger  -^f  physical 
injury  for  many  years  after  a  person  hrs  l^ft  school. 
More  tennis  courts  should  be  ir^de  bit,  in  order 

that  our  boys  and  girls  may  become  accustomed  to  a 
form  of  physical  exercise  which  viW  be  of  value  to  them 
after  their  school  days.  With  tl  3  land  available  on  the 
schoJl  property  and  Train  Field,  it  is  possible  to  mrJ  e 
seve -al  greens  and  a  quite  passable  course  i  n  which 
golf  may  be  played.  This  would  require  a  comparatively 
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small  outlay  and  again  would  give  an  opportunity  for 
training  in  a  game  which  adults  play. 

Last  year  the  Singer  Sewing  Machine  Company  con- 
ducted a  class  in  dressmaking,  which  was  open  to  the 
ladies  of  the  town,  entirely  free  except  for  the  actual  cost 
of  material  used.  There  were  eight  lessons  in  the  course, 
and  between  fifty  and  sixty  people  availed  themselves  to 
the  opportunity. 

I  think  that  we  have  been  quite  fortunate  in  the  small 
amount  of  sickness  in  the  schools  during  the  past  year. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic,  which  necessitated  the 
closing  of  any  school  in  town,  and  no  time  has  been  lost 
on  account  of  inclement  weather.  The  attendance  was  at 
all  times  good,  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  one 
parent  to  court  because  of  neglect  in  keeping  her  child 
regularly  in  school. 

GIFTS  TO  THE  SCHOOL 

The  Trustees  of  Partridge  Academy  made  their  annual 
award  of  the  Partridge  scholarship  to  Robert  McAuliffe, 
who  is  attending  Renessaler  Polytechnic  Institute.  The 
Trustees  of  the  Partridge  fund  also  provided  for  a  very 
interesting  entertainment  in  the  High  School  auditorium. 
The  project  was  somewhat  new  to  the  people  of  Duxbury, 
and  I  believe  that  they  did  not  realize  the  caliber  of  the 
performers,  and  consequently  the  attendance  was  dis- 
couragingly  small.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  audience,  how- 
ever, presages  a  greater  success  for  future  attempts 
along  this  line. 

The  Senior  Class  left  as  a  souvenir  of  their  school 
loyalty  a  beautiful  landcape  by  Mr.  Warner.  Mr.  Warner 
has  also  contributed  during  the  past  year  a  painting  for 
the  school  office,  and  a  set  of  scenes  for  the  stage. 

The  G.  A.  R.  and  allied  patriotic  organizations  have 
guarded  with  zealous  eyes  the  condition  of  the  American 
flags  in  our  school  rooms  and  on  the  school  buildings.

Wherever  there  has  been  need  of  replacement,  they  have 
assumed  responsibility  and  have  given  flags  to  every 
school  building  in  town.  These  organizations,  including 
the  American  Legion,  financed  a  shov^ing  of  patriotic 
moving  pictures  for  our  Memorial  Day  observation.  The 
American  Legion  has  also  sponsored  a  contest  based  on 
the  knowledge  of  the  history  and  use  of  the  flag.  The 
gold  prize  for  the  winner  of  this  contest  was  awarded"  to 
Chester  Hubbard. 

The  Duxbury  Garden  Club  has  continued  to  sponsor 
the  Junior  Garden  Clubs  in  the  school.  Many  of  the 
children  spent  their  summer  vacations  caring  for  beauti- 
ful gardens,  and  in  the  fall  prizes  were  awarded  for 
various  types  of  excellence  in  this  work. 

Mr.  B.  F.  Goodrich  generously  gave  us  enough  duck 
manure  to  amply  care  for  the  annual  dressing  of  the 
lawns  about  the  new  school  buildings. 

The  Duxbury  Nurse  Association  early  in  the  year 
bought  complete  equipment  for  school  dental  work,  and 
made  arrangements  for  installation  in  the  nurse's  room  at 
the  new  High  School  building.  This  association  also  paid 
for  the  examination  of  the  teeth  of  every  school  child  in 
the  town.  There  is  a  field  here  in  which  much  more  money 
could  be  spent.  The  teeth  are  important  to  the  health  of 
the  child,  and  cavities  should  be  filled  or  the  teeth  ex- 
tracted before  the  poisons,  seeping  into  the  system,  have 
caused  a  physical  breakdown  which  may  result  in  per- 
manent disability.  Many  parents  are  unable  to  stand  the 
expense  which  the  proper  treatment  of  the  teeth  entails. 
It  is  almost  to  much  to  expect  the  Nurse  Association  to 
bear  this  burden  in  addition  to  what  they  have  already 
so  generously  done.  The  School  Com.mittee  is  not  legally 
allowed  to  spend  its  funds  for  this  purpose,  but  the  Board 
of  Health  can  shoulder  the  responsibility  if  the  people 
of  the  town  see  fit  to  allow  it  a  sum  of  money  for  this 
purpose.  The  Nurses'  Association  also  provided  us  with 
an  audiometer  for  testing  the  hearing  of  each  school 
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|2hild  above  grade  two.  This  device  is  the  only  definite 
measuring  stick  for  testing  accurately  the  sensitiveness 
3f  a  person's  hearing. 
The  Duxbury  Grange  gave  its  annual  reception  to  the 
:eachers  of  Duxbury.  This  affair  is  most  beneficial,  com- 
ng  as  it  does  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  thus  serv- 
ng  as  a  means  of  enabling  the  teachers  to  become  ac- 
juainted,  not  only  with  one  another,  but  also  with  the 
parents  of  the  students. 
A  large  number  of  bulbs  were  presented  to  the  New 
3igh  School  by  Mrs.  W.  M.  Benedict.  Mr.  Brett  very 
[indly  laid  out  a  garden  and  the  boys  of  the  seventh  grade 
vorked  very  hard  preparing  the  soil  for  planting  these 
)ulbs. 
One  of  our  fir  trees,  in  the  oval  in  front  of  the  new 
ichool,  failed  to  stand  the  strai^i  of  transplanting,  and 
t  was  necessary  to  find  another  tree  to  take  its  place. 
)octor  Emerson  came  to  our  rescue  and  gave  us  a  little 
pruce,  which  was  set  out,  and  is  apparently  surviving. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Transportation  has  been  handled  with  the  same  effi- 
ciency of  other  years. 'There  has  been  very  little  criticism 
or  complaints  received  from  this  department,  and  the 
busses  have  run  regularly  and  arrived  almost  invariably 
on  time.  It  is  perhaps  good  fortune,  but  more  likely  due 
to  unusual  care,  that  Duxbury  has  not  had  an  injury  or 
accident  of  any  sort. 

In  conclusion,  there  is  but  one  indisputable  inference 
which  can  be  drawn,  namely,  that  a  school  can  never  be 
any  better  than  the  teachers  who  are  in  charge  of  the 
classroom.  In  our  efforts  to  secure  these  teachers,  we  are 
in  competition  with  the  attractions  of  larger  towns,  and 
not  with  those  of  our  own  group.  To  retain  good  teachers, 
our  salary  schedule  must  be  higher.  This  is  true,  particu- 
larly in  the  lower  grades,  where  the  foundation  for  all 
future  success  must  be  laid. 
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The  repairs  recommended  for  the  coming  year,  such 
as  a  new  furnace  for  the  Village  School,  a  new  floor  at 
Tarkiln,  with  the  necessary  painting  at  the  new  school, 
will  be  rather  costly.  We  are  also  faced  during  the  com- 
ing year  with  an  outlay  of  over  $500.00  for  tuition  for 
pupils  attending  schools  out  of  town.  While  in  this  par- 
ticular item,  there  will  be  at  least  partial  reimbursement 
by  the  State,  yet  the  School  Department  does  not  receive 
the  benefit  of  these  returns,  and  as  far  as  our  budget  is 
concerned  this  must  be  provided  for.  To  accomplish  our 
purpose  as  outlined  in  this  report  will  require  $48,500.00 
and  I  recommend  that  the  School  Committee  ask  our 
citizens  for  this  amount.

PROGRESS  AND  EDUCATION 

Yesterday  we  rode  in  the  ox  cart  and  horse-drawn 
vehicle — ^today  in  the  high  speed  motor  car  and  the  air- 
plane. Yesterday  we  plowed  with  the  sticks  and  oxen — 
today  with  tractors  and  multiple  plov/s.  Yesterday  the 
candle  was  our  only  means  of  illumination — today  elec- 
tricity "floods  the  earth".  Yesterday  fifty  miles  of  cross- 
country travel  per  day  Vv^as  unusual — ^today  a  few  hun- 
dred is  the  usual.  Yesterday  the  paved  road  was  unheard 
of — ^today  thousands  of  miles  of  hard-surfaced,  ''all  year" 
highways  traverse  the  country.'  Yesterday  vv^e  attended 
the  community  entertainment  of  questionable  quality — 
today  we  sit  in  our  homes  and  enjoy  every  type  of  enter- 
tainment over  the  radio.  Yesterday  we  sent  our  com- 
munications by  messenger — today  v/e  send  them  by  air- 
mail, or  wireless.  Yesterday  we  read  news  a  week  old — 
today  it  is  broadcast  as  it  is  happening. 
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Education  has  brought  our  yesterdays  into  our  todays. 
It  has  enabled  us  to  think  of  "what  was"  in  terms  of 
'*what  is." 

These  succeeding  changes  in  the  parade  of  progress 
have  brought  their  concern — concern  for  their  influence 
on  the  mode  of  living — the  habits  and  opportunities  of  a 
hundred  million  people.  It  has  meant  a  constant  adjust- 
ing of  the  educational  objectives  in  order  to  train  youth 
and  adult  to  the  new  life.  Herein  the  contribution  the 
schools  have  made.  It  has  been  a  process  of  mind'  develop- 
ment. The  training  has  keyed  the  mental  to  control  the 
physical.  It  has  proved  a  governor,  a  safety  valve,  a 
regulator  of  human  conduct,  behavior  and  effort. 

All  classes  have  adjusted  themselves  to  the  new  situa- 
tions. The  laborer  has  become  the  mechanic ;  the  trades- 
man the  supervisor,  the  superintendent  or  the  executive. 
With  the  raising  of  the  lower  limits  of  living  have  come 
greater  opportunities.  The  individual  has  educated  him- 
self to  the  new  job. 

These  changes  are  in  evidence  also  in  increased  wealth. 
Farm  property  in  general  has  become  more  valuable. 
Residential,  business  and  industrial  holdings  have  done 
the  same.  Salaries,  incomes  on  property,  earning  capa- 
city of  industrial  and  commercial  organizations  have  in- 
creased. With  the  greater  earning  power  and  a  largei- 
number  of  invested  dollars  have  come  new  desires  and 
graater  purchasing  power  necessary  to  take  care  of  a 
greatly  augmented  production.  Basic  in  all  of  these  is 
educational  progress.  In  the  words  of  President  Hoover, 
"If  v/e  were  to  suppress  our  educational  system  for  a 
single  generation  the  equipment  would  decay,  the  most 
of  our  people  would  die  of  starvation,  and  intellectually 
and  spiritually  we  should  slip  back  four  thousand  years 
in  human  progress.  We  could  recover  the  loss  of  any 
other  big  business  in  a  few  years — but  not  this  one." 

The  changing  situation  has  taxed  and  challenged  the 
ingenuity  of  the  schools.  They  have  given  an  accounting.

They  have  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  investment. 
Where  there  are  criticisms  of  legitimate  school  costs  they 
result  from  the  inability  to  measure  results  or  the  fail- 
ure to  see  the  whole  picture. 

If  our  schools  were  faced  with  the  task  of  educating 
for  today  alone  it  would  be  a  sufficiently  difficult  under- 
taking. They  have  the  added  responsibility  of  educating 
for  tomorrow.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
TARKILN  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Duxbury : 
Mr.  George  E.  Green : 

The  work  of  the  pupils  of  the  first  four  grades  at  Tar- 
kiln  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929  has 
been  as  follows: 

After  our  Christmas  vacation  of  1928,  we  came  back 
to  work  for  the  last  half  of  the  school  year.  Amid  all 
our  school  work  we  found  time  to  get  ready  for  our  joint 
concert  in  March.  From  the  proceeds  we  bought  some 
playground  equipment,  such  as  a  slide  and  a  giant-stride. 

During  the  remaining  time,  until  June,  we  worked  very 
hard  to  complete  our  required  work.  Most  of  the  pupils 
of  the  first  and  second  grades  had  completed  the  usual 
requirements  necessary  for  promotion.  The  third  and 
fourth  graders  completed  their  course  with  the  exception 
of  two  pupils.   Our  average  percentage  of  attendance 
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rom  January  1929  to  June  1929  has  been  91.51.  On  the 
ast  day  of  school  we  gave  the  children  a  party,  serving 
hem  ice  cream  and  cakes. 

In  September  we  started  with  an  enrollment  of  22 
pupils.  At  this  time  we  had  to  have  a  change  in  teachers, 
Ivliss  L.  A.  Peterson,  from  South  Hamilton,  taking  the 
first  and  second  grades  in  place  of  Mrs.  Marianne 
(Coughlin)  Hanigan. 

We  found  our  rooms  nicely  cleaned  and  the  toilets 
painted.  The  new  heater  installed  during  the  summer 
has  proved  a  great  improvement  over  the  two  previously 
used. 

Our  Junior  Red  Cross  work  has  been  sending  Thanks- 
giving cards  to  the  soldiers  in  the  Portsmouth  Hospital, 
filling  Christmas  stockings  for  soldiers  and  making  scrap- 
books  for  hospitals. 

The  children  are  having  real  enjoyment  from  the  books 
sent  us  from  the  library.  One  morning  in  November, 
the  librarian  came  in  and  told  them  stories  and  they  sang 
and  recited  to  her.  We  find  that  visitors  are  a  great  in- 
centive to  children. 

Our  supervisor's  visits  are  always  looked  forward  to 
with  pleasure,  and  we  want  to  thank  all  for  their  patience 
with  us. 

Just  before  school  closed  in  June  we  gave  Achievement 
Tests  and  in  December,  Intelligence  Tests.  I  think  these 
tests  are  a  great  benefit  to  the  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  pupils  have  all  been  examined  by  the  school  phys- 
ician with  the  help  of  our  nurse,  who  also  makes  her 
visits  every  week. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades  were  transported  to  the 
High  School  to  have  their  ears  tested. 

This  brings  my  report  up  to  December.  Both  rooms 
at  this  time  united  in  giving  a  Christmas  Entertainment 
to  parents  and  friends  and  having  a  well-laden  tree.  Our 
great  trouble  at  present  seems  to  be  need  of  settees  or 
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movable  chairs  for  visitors,  for  in  this  respect  we  are 
greatly  handicapped  in  giving  any  sort  of  entertainment. 

Our  average  per  cent  of  attendance  from  September 
1929  to  January,  1930  was  95.28.  .j 
At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  allj 
who  have  helped  during  the  past  year.  I

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
VILLAGE  SCHOOL 

Mr.  George  E.  Green, 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report.  To 
give  a  full  report  of  work  done  during  t^e  first  four 
years  of  a  child's  school  life  would  be  to  fill  a  volume. 
To  present  a  resume  of  this  work  would  result  in  giving 
a  false  impression  of  all  that  has  been  accomplished.  An 
attempt  will  be  made  to  compromise. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  much  confusion  in ,  the 
field  of  education,  owing  to  many  radical  changes.  On 
the  one  hand,  we  have  educators  who  believe  in  the  kin- 
dergarten type  of  training  for  primary  pupils.  They 
claim  that  the  school  environment  should  provide  free- 
dom, with  much  opportunity  for  varied  childlike  activi- 
ties which  are  meant  to  continue  from  day  to  day  and 
to  gather  momentum  as  they  develop.  Through  these 
activities  a  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  the  other  sub- 
jects is  devloped. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  have  those  who  advocate  the 
old-fashioned,  rather  military  type  of  teaching,  wherein 
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he  formal  subjects  are  taught  as  they  used  to  be — mainly 
hrough  much  formal  drill. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  combine 
he  two  types  and  to  give  to  each  a  fair  share  of  atten- 
ion.  The  activity  program  provides  opportunity  for  in- 
dividual expression,  but  it  may  be  overdone  to  the  neglect 
of  the  formal  subjects.  At  the  same  time,  all  dead 
material  should  be  discarded  from  the  curriculum,  and 
we  should  discipline  and  encourage  our  pupils  as  individ- 
uals, and  lead  them  as  human  beings  instead  of  running 
them  as  parts  of  a  machine.  We  should  not  only  train 
a  child  for  future  citizenship  but  should  train  him  as  a 
citizen  with  certain  rights  of  his  own. 

At  the  Village  School  we  emphasize  the  fundamentals 
of  arithmetic,  reading,  language,  writing,  spelling,  geo- 
graphy, history,  civics,  dravv^ing  and  music.  We  have  a 
program  which  provides  for  health  education  closely 
correlated  with  that  of  physical  education.  To  state  what 
we  try  to  accomplish,  and  what  we  actually  do  accomplish 
m  these  formal  subjects,  and  to  write  of  the  way  in  which 
the  work  is  made  interesting  and  meaningful  to  the  child- 
en  would  require  much  space.  This  story,  therefore, 
must  be  left  for  a  later  report. 

Intelligence  and  achievement  tests  have  been  given  at 
our  school,  in  both  of  which  the  children  ranked  highly. 
The  intelligence  test  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  testing 
the  child's  native  intelligence,  or  the  capacity  which  en- 
ables him  to  profit  by  the  work  of  his  school.  The  score 
which  a  child  makes  in  an  achievement  test  is  due  in 
part  to  the  native  intelligence  of  the  child  and  in  part 
to  the  teaching  which  he  has  received  in  school.  So,  as 
far  as  the  formal  subjects  are  concerned,  we  feel  that 
results  are  satisfactory,  as  the  high  marks  made  by  the 
children  in  these  standardized  tests  prove  that  the  work 
of  the  Village  School  is  equal  to  or  above  the  average  of 
better  educational  systems. 

At  the  Village  School,  however,  we  have  not  the  time, 
room  space,  or  equipment  necessary  to  carry  on  a  very 
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extensive  activity  program.  Nevertheless  we  do  allow 
ourselves  one  or  two  luxuries.  Each  year  we  present  an 
operettta  and,  so  far  as  possible,  correlate  the  work  in- 
volved with  our  reading,  language,  and  music.  We  are 
proud  of  our  playground,  and  justly  so,  as  the  equip- 
ment has  been  bought  with  the  proceeds  of  these  annual 
entertainments  made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  the 
children  themselves.  I 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  indulged  in  an-1 
other  luxury.  I  refer  to  our  Toy  Symphony  Orchestra. 
For  many  reasons  I  consider  this  activity  most  worth  j 
while.  Each  child  is  provided  with  a  rhythmic  instru- 
ment and  a  musical  score,  as  this  is  not  an  experience  for 
the  exceptionally  talented  few  but,  rather,  a  democratic 
group  activity  in  which  all  participate.  The  scores  pre- 
sent only  the  rhythm,  without  the  added  difficulty  of 
pitch.  One  fine  feature  of  the  scores  is  the  pre-orchestral 
training  they  offer.  Every  child  learns  the  fine  art  of 
following  the  printed  page,  and  listening  to  the  ensemble 
at  the  same  time.  This  development  of  orchestral  be- 
havior is  invaluable  to  the  child  who  will  later  join  the 
High  School  Orchestra.  His  sight  reading  in  singing 
will  also  benefit  him  greatly. 

To  promote  the  reading  of  good  books  we  have  formed 
a  Library  Club  and  have  borrowed  freely  of  the  books  of 
the  Duxbury  Library.  Mrs.  Fisher  has  cooperated  with 
this  plan  more  helpfully  and  has  carefully  selected  books 
for  our  use.  During  Book  Week  Mrs.  Fisher  was  good 
enough  to  come  to  our  school  and  tell  the  children  of 
many  new  books  to  be  obtained  at  the  library.  To  stimu- 
late interest  still  further  she  told  stories  to  an  attentive 
and  very  appreciative  audience. 

Our  school  building  is  always  kept  immaculately  clean 
and  the  washing  and  toilet  facilities  are  satisfactory. 
Although  we  are  without  such  adequate  facilities  as  a 
gymnasium,  and  auditorium,  and  a  lunch  room,  this  lack 
does  not  really  present  any  very  serious  menace  to  our 
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health  and  happiness  as  do  the  matters  of  poor  atten- 
dance and  the  crowded  conditions  in  our  class  rooms. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  emphasized  the  fact  that 
there  were  more  pupils  in  the  first  and  second  grades 
than  their  room  could  properly  accommodate.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  over-crowded  condition  the  Point  School  was 
re-opened  and  the  first  grade  placed  therein.  This  was  a 
most  fortunate  procedure  as  the  work  of  that  grade  is, 
as  it  should  be,  in  a  class  by  itself.  The  work  of  the 
second  and  third  grades  is  analogous.  A  decided  change 
takes  place  in  the  work  of  the  fourth  grade. 

The  congestion  which  was  so  keenly  felt  last  year  is 
now  moving  upward  to  my  room.  Already  the  presence 
is  being  felt.  This  year  in  the  second  grade  room  there 
is  one  grade  consisting  of  twenty  pupils.  In  my  room  I 
have  a  total  membership  of  forty-three  and  two  grades. 
It  isn't  so  much  the  number  of  pupils  as  it  is  the  amount 
of  subject  matter  that  has  to  be  covered  that  matters. 
It  is  absolutely  impossible  for  each  child  to  receive  the 
attention  to  his  individual  needs.  The  strain  also  upon 
the  teacher  is  excessive.  One  grade  of  thirty-six  pupils 
per  teacher  is  considered  the  maximum  for  efficiency — 
especially  in  these  days  when  the  child  is  the  centre  of 
interest,  whereas,  in  the  old  days,  the  bright  child  was 
suppressed  and  the  dull  one  dragged  along  in  an  attempt 
to  make  all  conform  to  the  requirements  of  their  grade. 

In  the  progressive  school  of  today,  at  least  two  divis- 
ions are  formed  in  each  grade,  thus  showing  some  regard 
for  individual  differences.  That  there  is  a  difference 
has  been  proved  by  the  tests  given  to  my  third  and  fourth 
grades.  The  same  test  was  given  to  both  grades  at  the 
same  time  and  under  the  same  conditions  and  the  re- 
sults showed  startling  differences  in  the  mentality  of 
these  children.  Certainly  this  condition  calls  for  re- 
classification and  a  different  method  of  instruction.  If  a 
child  is  of  low  intelligence  he  should  be  grouped  with 
other  children  of  his  own  level  and  should  be  instructed 
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by  methods  adapted  to  his  needs.  If  he  is  of  superior 
quality  he  should  be  given  every  reasonable  chance  to 
learn  rapidly  and  to  receive  the  kind  of  training  which 
his  capacities  warrant.  Then  some  intermediate  group- 
ing should  be  organized  to  care  for  those  children  who  do 
average  work.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  impossible 
to  make  such  a  re-grouping  and  the  high  standard  of  the 
Duxbury  schools  cannot  be  maintained. 

In  another  year  the  problem  of  providing  for  seating 
room  will  have  to  be  solved.  I  fear  there  will  be  standing 
room  only.  Being  a  tax-payer  I  do  not  approve  of  the 
expense  of  opening  another  building.  May  I  offer  a  sug- 
•gestion  ? 

After  the  necessary  re-classification,  grades  2A,  2B, 
and  3B  could  be  placed  in  the  second  grade  room  and  in 
my  room  could  be  retained  grades  3A,  4B,  and  4A.  This 
plan  would  provide  a  more  equal  distribution  of  pupils. 
Neither  room  would  be  overcrowded  and  each  group 
could  be  instructed  according  to  the  needs  of  that  par- 
ticular class.  Incidentally,  no  expense  would  be  incurred. 

Tlio  children  of  grade  3B  who,  under  this  plan,  would 
be  placed  in  the  second  g  ade  room  must  understand  that 
this  is  not  a  demotion.  Instead,  the  necessary  instruction 
that  they  will  receive,  will  assure  their  promotion  to 
grade  four  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  is  far  better 
than  the  retardation  which  would  doubtless  be  their  lot 
under  the  present  system.  The  whcle  situation  is  exceed- 
ingly poor  frorn  an  educational  point  of  view  and  needs 
imn.^diate  attention.  >ve .  er,  no  solution  should  be  ac- 
cepted unless  it  provides  adequately  for  all  the  children. 

Another  problem  confronting  the  Village  School  is 
the  \  -cremely  poor  attendance.  Child  after  child  is  absent 
week  after  week  and  it  is  a  common  occurrence  for  a 
child  to  be  absent  two  months  at  a  time. 

V'hat  is  to  be  done  with  th  se  children?  After  a  seri- 
oui.  illr  3SS,  it  r:ocms  criminal  to  plunge  them  into  work 
that  ?s  by  the  time  they  return  tc  school,  way  over  their 
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heads.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  but  another  argument 
for  a  division  of  classes  so  that  these  absentees  may,  up- 
on their  return  to  school,  take  up  the  thread  of  study 
where  they  left  off  and  gradually  work  their  way  up  into 
the  division  where  they  rightfully  belong.  As  this  poor 
attendance  is  owing  entirely  to  sickness,  I  can  see  no 
remedy  for  the  situation. 

Right  here,  I  will  state  that  this  year,  as  is  the  usual 
custom,  each  child  was  given  a  thorough  physical  exam- 
ination by  Dr.  Noyes,  assisted  by  Miss  Williams.  Eye 
and  ear  tests  have  also  been  given. 

This  seems  a  most  opportune  time  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Duxbury  Grange  for  their  kind  hospitality. 
Each  year  the  Grange  tenders  a  reception  to  the  teachers 
and  school  officials  of  Duxbury.  We  are  'Svined  and 
dined"  and  entertained  and  the  reception  becomes  one  of 
those  alTairs  of  which  v/e  can  truly  say  that  "a  good  time 
was  had  by  all."

We  v/ant  the  parents  to  know  how 
much  we  appreciate  the  home  training. 

Nor  does  the  good  work  end  in  the  homes.  I  wonder 
if  the  parents  appreciate  the  superior  qualifications  of 
our  bus  drivers.  Certainly  no  other  town  is  more  fort- 
unate in  this  respect.  The  children  are  perfectly  devoted 
to  their  chauffeurs  and  respond  readily  to  the  training 
they  receive  in  *'bus  etiquette." 

This  year  Miss  Pratt  returned  to  the  Point  School  and 
is  continuing  the  good  work  begun  by  her  last  year.

proud.  Miss  Fulcher  brings  to  our  school  much  youth- 
ful enthusiasm,  and  a  wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation. 

So,  Duxbury  is  again  fortunate  to  have,  in  those  all- 
important  lowest  grades,  teachers  whose  personality  and 
technique  assure  success. 

To  the  members  of  the  School  Committe  who  have 
given  more  hours  to  the  study  of  school  problems  than 
many  citizens  realize,  a  word  of  appreciation  is  due.  It 
is  by  their  sympathetic  understanding  and  hearty  sup- 
port that  the  schools  succeed. 

To  the  Superintendent  and  to  my  associates  in  school 
work  I  can  but  repeat  what  I  wrote  last  year — with  added 
emphasis.  This  has  indeed  been  a  year  of  sincerely  happy 
association. 

On  the  whole  this  has  also  been  a  most  successful  year, 
owing  to  the  earnest  effort  mRde  by  each  member  of  the 
school  organization  to  have  it  so. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  each  and  every  one  who  has  in 
any  way  contributed  to  this  success  and  happiness.

The  work  in  Music  started  with  the  usual  interest  and 
enthusiasm  this  fall  with  most  encouraging  results. 

The  first  four  months  have  been  spent  in  very  care- 
fully and  thoroughly  laying  a  solid  foundation  in  the 
rudiments  of  this  subject  and  reading  songs  from  the 
Music  books. 

Aside  from  the  general  class  work  in  theory,  the  va- 
rious teachers  are  rehearsing  their  children  for  several 
concerts  and  musical  entertainments  to  be  given  this 
spring. 

This  stimulates  the  interest  of  the  boys  and  girls, 
having  something  definite  for  which  to  work,  and  also  re- 
lieves any  monotony  which  otherwise  might  be  felt  in 
the  study  of  this  work. 

The  teachers  throughout  the  entire  school  system  are 
untiring  and  enthusiastic  and,  furthermore,  most  effi- 
cient, making  it  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

The  primary  grades,  under  Miss  Baker  and  Miss  Peter- 
son, at  Tarkiln  will  give  a  cantata  called — Get  Ac- 
quainted Party" — -the  three  primary  grades,  with  Miss 
Paulding  and  Miss  Fulcher,  will  sing  the  'The  Story 
Book  People." 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  will  sing  "The  Childhood  of 
Hiawatha,"  with  appropriate  scenes  from  Hiawatha. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  under  Miss  Downey, 
will  give  an  operetta  which  promises  to  be  more  than  in- 
teresting and  fine. 

The  High  School  Chorus  and  Glee  Clubs  will  unite  with 
the  Orchestra  in  a  joint  concert  to  be  given  some  time 
in  March. 

This  we  think  is  fine  training  for  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Duxbury.

Dear  Sir : 

Many  new  teachers  have  entered  this  year  to  take  the] 
place  of  the  retired  ones,  which  of  course,  means  extra] 
training-  and  slower  work  for  everyone  concerned  until' 
the  new  instructors  have  become  used  to  our  ways  and 
plans  of  working.  For,  in  many  ways,  our  work  is  based] 
on  different  methods  from  those  which  are  used  in  this 
state  to  promote  the  interests  of  drawing.  That  the^ 
teachers  are  doing  the  things  well  and  gaining  fast  is] 
amply  proved  by  the  results  being  gained. 

The  primary  work  is  moving  a  bit  slower,  as  it  often 
does,  but  with  patience  and  time,  we  shall  no  doubt  gain 
the  objective  sought  for. 

All  primary  work  in  drawing  is  hard  to  handle  with 
entire  success  and  calls  for  patience  and  time  plus,  as  it 
requires  at  least  two  years  to  properly  gain  this  work  by 
a  new  teacher. 

All  the  work  in  the  high  school  grades  is  very  well  done 
by  workers  who  have  had  the  basic  and  solid  work  that 
gives  results. 

Without  doubt  all  the  best  work  in  drawing  is  brought 
about  by  good  and  thorough  foundations  that  must  not 
be  slighted. 

At  the  end  of  the  spring  term  it  is  our  regular  custom 
to  make  a  general  exhibit  at  the  high  school.  This  is  for 
everybody  interested. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Green,  the  school 
committee,  and  to  the  teachers  for  their  unfailing  help 
and  courtesy.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


Duxbury,  December  31,  1929. 


To  the  Supt.  of  Schools  of  Duxbury: 

My  activities  have  been  as  follows  during  the  past  year  : 


The  visits  to  the  homes  of  pupils  have  been  instruc- 
tive visits. 

During  July,  I  visited  the  parents  of  children  who  ex- 
pected to  enter  school  in  September,  and  suggested  that 
the  children  be  examined  by  the  family  physician  and 
the  dentist,  and  the  corrections  (if  there  were  any  to  be 
made)  be  attended  to  early.  Thus  the  child  could  enter 
his  school  physically  fit  and  find  it  easier  to  adjust  him- 
self to  his  new  surroundings  and  environment,  and  start 
off  right.  I  also  urged  the  child  to  be  vaccinated  early, 
as  this  would  allow  the  arm  or  leg  to  heal  well  before  the 
child  entered  school,  thereby  avoiding  the  discomfort 
when  jostled  while  playing  with  other  children. 

All  but  one  new  pupil  were  vaccinated  during  the  sum- 
mer, and  this  was  left  undone  because  the  parents  do 
not  speak  English  and  could  not  seem  to  connect  up  with 
the  doctor.  This  child  is  to  be  vaccinated  soon. 

The  visits  to  the  dentist  with  children  were  made  be- 
fore ^  ir  dental  chair  was  installed.  Since  April,  1929, 
many  children  have  been  treated  at  the  high-school  build- 
ing. The  parents  make  appointments  with  the  school 
dentist  and  the  child  is  treated  there,  and  does  not  lose 
half  or  a  day  of  si^hooL  The  younger  children  have  been 
carried  from  I:  :  Primary  Schools  to  the  high-school

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building  for  this  treatment.  This  chair  and  equipment 
have  been  very  useful  and  are  very  much  appreciated. 

The  pupils'  eyes  have  been  tested  with  the  assistance 
of  the  teachers,  and  the  parents  have  been  notified  when 
the  children's  eyes  were  not  found  normal. 

The  ears  of  all  pupils,  except  the  first  and  second  grade 
pupils,  were  examined  by  Miss  Anna  J.  Foley  who  brought 
the  audiometer  from  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Asso- 
ciation. She  gave  the  test  on  November  12,  and  all  pupils 
who  had  a  loss  of  nine  sensation  units  or  more  were 
retested  on  December  17.  After  the  retest,  there  were 
only  twelve  who  had  not  normal  hearing.  While  they 
are  by  no  means  deaf,  their  ears  are  not  normal. 

I  also  had  a  class  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  the 
Sick.  This  class  was  in  the  Domestic  Science  department. 
The  pupils  displayed  much  interest,  especially  with  the 
first  aid  work.  They  all  passed  a  good  test  and  were  a- 
warded  certificates  from  the  National  American  Red 
Cross  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Noyes  when  he  gave  the  physical  exam- 
inations. He  found  the  pupils  in  (with  a  few  exceptions) 
a  healthy  condition. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  parents  for  their  co- 
operation.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Duxbury  for  the  fiscal 
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year  ending  December  31,  1929,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  were  examined,  and 
a  comparison  was  made  with  the  reports  to  the  town 
accountant  and  with  the  books  of  the  accounting  and  the 
treasury  departments. 

The  accountant's  ledger  was  examined  and  checked. 
The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  as  of  December  31,  1929. 

The  books  and  the  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed 
and  the  cash  balance  was  verified  by  an  actual  count  of 
the  cash  on  hand  and  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  ac- 
counts with  statements  furnished  by  the  various  banks 
of  deposit. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  accountant's  ledger  and  with  various  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  treasury;  and  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  from  December  1,  1929,  the  date  of  the  prev- 
ious audit,  to  January  27,  1930.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the  ledger 
accounts. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  town,  the  replies  thereto  indicating  that  the  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  as  recorded  on  the 
accountant's  ledger  were  checked  to  the  town  clerk's 
records  of  town  meeting  proceedings. 
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The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog  and  of  sporting 
licenses  were  examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  county 
and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  respectively, 
were  verified. 

The  selectmen's  records  of  licenses  granted  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  records  of  receipts. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
and  of  the  cemetery  department  were  examined,  and  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  tax  collector,  and 
town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  savings  bank  books,  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  various  trust  funds  in  custody  of  the  tow^n 
treasurer,  were  personally  examined  and  checked. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts,  together  with 
schedules  showing  the  condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  co- 
operation of  the  various  officials  for  which,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  apprec- 
iation.

(  with  their  recommendations  and  with,  if  necessary, 
such  articles  in  the  town  warrant  for  said  annual  Town 
Meeting  as  will  permit  the  Town  to  take  action  thereat 
upon  the  question  of  such  recommendations,  or  what  it 
will  do  in  relation  thereto?"

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

The  No  Parking  signs  in  the  congested  business 
areas  were  installed  late  in  the  summer,  and  of  course 
were  some  little  inconvenience  to  the  people  in  some 
places,  but  it  was  the  only  solution  to  keep  the  streets 
open  for  traffice  at  certain  times  of  the  day.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury, 

Greetings : 

We  have  had  twenty-nine  building  fires  and  six 
auto  fires  in  the  past  year,  with  a  small  financial  loss. 
The  new  pumper  has  been  installed  at  the  No.  2  House 
in  South  Duxbury  and  has  given  splendid  satisfaction, 
not  only  in  fire  protection  work  but  also  lower  insur- 
ance rates  to  the  town. 

The  apparatus  is  being  overhauled,  old  hose  tested 
and  checked  up  on  and  we  are  trying  to  keep  every- 
thing in  the  very  best  condition  possible  for  any  emer- 
gency that  may  arise. 

The  morale  and  fire  fighting  spirit  of  the  men  is  of 
the  best.  It  has  been  a  hard  year  for  them.  I  am  call- 
ing your  attention  to  the  number  of  autos  that  caught 
fire  in  the  past  year.  Any  one  of  these  might  have  been 
your  own.  Bicarbonate  of  soda  carried  in  your  car  is 
a  great  emergency  kit  and  no  expense.  I  am  also  call- 
ing your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  contrary  to  the 
law  to  have  your  car  garaged  under  your  house  or  in 
a  building  connected  with  your  house  without  fire- 
proofing  and  all  insurance  is  invalid  unless  this  law 
is  complied  with. 

Will  you  cooperate  with  me  and  attend  to  this 
matter  as  you  can  readily  see  how  easy  it  is  for  an 
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auto  to  burn.  These  fires  were  not  confined  to  any 
one  make  or  old  cars. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  all  for  your  splendid  endorse- 
ment of  the  department  by  your  appropriation  at  last 
Town  Meeting  but  I  feel  that  you  have  been  well  repaid 
in  the  acceptance  of  our  recommendations.  Our  tele- 
phone operators  have  served  us  unusually  well  as  al- 
ways. They  are  as  good  as  any  fireman  I  have  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties.

I  cannot  express  to  you  in  words  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation for  the  splendid  work  and  support  you  all 
gave  me.  The  period  of  drouth  was  the  most  nerve 
racking  I  have  ever  experienced.  A  number  of  our 
neighboring  towns  did  not  fare  as  well  as  we.  How- 
ever, that  is  past  and  we  still  have  another  year  facing 
us  and  conditions  no  doubt  will  be  bad  at  times.  The 
apparatus  is  being  overhauled  and  put  in  good  con- 
dition. Water  holes  have  been  mapped  and  cleaned 
out  in  different  parts  of  the  Town  so  the  pumper  could 
be  used  in  case  of  a  bad  fire,  and  everything  possible 
done  so  our  Duxbury  luck  will  continue,  but  it  is 
through  your  efforts  and  not  mine  that  we  can  accom- 
plish this.  I  am  brushing  out  fire  lines  so  the  apparatus 
can  get  into  the  woods  quickly  and  easily.  Asking  for 
a  continuance  of  your  loyal  support  I  respectfully 
submit  this.

Matters  have  gone  along  very  satisfactorily  both 
to  my  self  and  the  users  of  the  dump.

This  department  should  have  at  least  $1,000.00 
for  the  year  1931,  and  I  also  think,  if  we  are  to  have 
the  Fall  Web  Worms  like  in  1930,  more  money  should 
be  appropriated  to  cut  the  webs  off  along  our  road 
sides.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

Your  Planning  Board  makes  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1930. 

Three  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  and  a 
special  meeting  was  held  early  in  the  Fall  at  which 
representatives  of  the  Duxbury  Community  Association 
were  present,  by  invitation,  to  confer  on  traffic  and 
police  problems. 

The  Planning  Board  directed  the  annual  collec- 
tion of  rubbish  during  Clean-up  Week  in  April.  There 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  received  over 
those  of  the  previous  years,  and  the  Board  feels  that  it 
is  wise  for  such  collections  to  be  made  each  year,  as 
an  aid  toward  fire  prevention  and  as  an  improvement 
to  the  appearance  of  the  Town. 

Unsightly  piles  of  tin  cans  and  old  leaves  and 
branches  are  no  incentive  to  keep  one's  property  neat 
and  tidy  and  the  grass  regularly  cut. 

One  need  only  to  drive  around  town  to  see  the 
interest  now  being  shown  by  the  residents  in  their 
well-kept  grounds  and  houses,  and  many  of  the  older 
residents  do  appreciate  the  spring  collection  of  the 
useless  matter  that  collects  around  the  premises  dur- 
ing the  year. 

At  an  early  fall  meeting,  the  Planning  Board  in- 
vited representatives   of   The    Duxbury  Community 
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Association  to  meet  with  them  and  discuss  some  of  the 
traffic  and  police  problems  that  arose  during  the  sum- 
mer season  just  past. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  South  Duxbury  School 
building  at  Hall's  Corner,  which  is  now  vacant,  could 
be  used  for  Police  Headquarters  during  the  summer 
months.  That  an  officer  from  the  State  Folic  could  be 
secured,  perhaps  from  the  Norwell  State  Barracks,  to 
be  on  duty  there,  available  for  calls  either  to  assist  the 
local  police  or  to  aid  in  traffic  regulations,  or  whenever 
needed  by  the  public  for  emergencies. 

Such  an  officer  could  also  offer  suggestions  to  bring 
the  local  traffic  regulations  into  accordance  with  those 
of  the  larger  communities,  so  that  the  summer  visitor 
as  well  as  the  local  residents  would  receive  similar 
directions  and  consideration,  making  for  a  much  more 
efficient  and  pleasant  compliance  with  the  traffic  rules 
of  the  town. 

The  Planning  Board  suggests  that  the  traffic  lines 
at  the  Duxbury  Post  Office  be  reversed  from  their 
present  locations,  so  that  cars  coming  from  either  di- 
rection would  stop  before  reaching  the  Post  Office  en- 
trance (not  to  drive  beyond  it  as  they  do  now).  Thus 
cars  coming  from  the  Cable  Office  corner  would  stop 
on  the  right,  with  stop  limit  at  the  crossing  from  the 
Drug  Store,  and  cars  coming  from  the  south  of  Village 
direction  would  stop  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road 
with  the  stop  limit  at  the  Post  Office  entrance.  This 
would  allow  parking  on  one  side  of  the  road  (the 
dirver's  right  hand  side)  coming  from  either  direction; 
prevent  driving  beyond  the  Post  Office  in  either  di- 
rection to  park,  as  at  present,  and  relieve  the  conse- 
quent congestion.  It  is  much  easier  to  drive  into  a 
parking  position  than  to  back  i  nto  it,  which  occurs 
when  cars  must  go  beyond  the  Post  Office  before  park- 
ing. 


The  Planning  Board  suggests  that  warning  signs 
be  placed  on  each  of  the  roads  intersecting  at  Bailey's 
Corner,  for  the  benefit  of  motorists  at  night.

There  were  several  cases  of  just  conjunctivitis, 
and  also  of  Impetigo  which  we  cared  for.  Some  of  the 
cases  of  Impetigo  were  very  bad  indeed. 

The  Polio  case  for  which  we  are  paying  is  slowly 
recovering. 

The  T.  B.  cases  are  in  the  Hospital  for  which  we 
are  paying  as  both  are  town  cases.  We  are  trying  to 
get  the  subsidy  of  $5.00  per  week  per  patient  whose 
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sputum  contains  Tubercle  Bacilli,  or  is  positive,  and 
under  certain  conditions  is  obtainable,  or  a  negative 
sputum,  but  we  are  trying  hard  to  secure  it. 

Two  other  cases,  by  an  outside  city  or  town,  were 
sent  to  friends  in  Duxbury  and  told  to  remain  there, 
and  we  were  notified  they  were  Duxbury  cases,  but 
after  a  thorough  investigation  we  found  they  were  not 
and  we  took  them  back  where  they  came  from,  telling 
them  if  they  were  again  found  here  they  would  be 
shut  up. 

With  the  exception  of  the  cases  of  German 
Measles  our  work  has  been  to  prevent  the  further 
spread  of  disease. 

Twelve  major  nuisances  were  ^^Hbated  besides 
several  minor  ones. 

We  issued  (after  examination)  25  milk  dealers' 
permits,  and  had  48  examinations  of  milk,  some  twice. 

The  new  rule  relative  to  pasteurization  of  the 
milk,  or  T.  B.  tested  cows,  which  was  to  become  ef- 
fective on  June  1,  was  repealed  because  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  notified  us  that  they  had  used  all 
the  money  they  had  for  testing,  and  could  do  no  more 
work  until  they  got  a  new  appropriation.  They  got 
the  money  but  for  some  reason  they  have  not  finished 
the  testing. 

There  has  been  a  slight  gain  in  bacteria  count, 
as  shown  by  the  laboratory  report  on  examination  of 
milk  and  the  dairies  where  produced,  which  shows  that 
the  little  things  count  when  it  comes  to  results. 

We  have  collected,  and  paid  to  the  town  treasurer 
as  follows.  Garbage  registration  ten  ($10.00)  dollars; 
denatured  alcohol  licenses  ten  ($10.00)  dollars;  license 
for  pasteurization  ten  ($10.00)  dollars. 

With  the  two  cases  in  the  hospital  of  T.  B.  and 
another  case  under  observation,  and  the  Polio  case 
means  more  expense  for  1931. 
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If  we  can  get  the  subsidy  on  even  one  case  it  means 
a  return  to  the  town  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars  or  more  a 
week. 

We  thank  all  who  so  kindly  notified  us  of  the 
presence  of  a  communicable  disease  in  the  family.

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Report  of  the 
Trustees  for  Plymouth  County 
Aid  to  Agriculture,  1930 


Through  local  and  county-wide  meetings,  through 
the  preparation  and  mailing  of  timely  circular  letters, 
through  the  4-H  clubs  organized  for  boys  and  girls  of 
the  county,  through  personal  correspondence  and  by 
means  of  individual  service  to  farmers  and  members 
of  their  families,  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Ser- 
vice during  the  year  1930  cooperated  with  every  town 
in  the  county  in  bringing  to  its  citizens  information 
regarding  agriculture  and  homemaking.  Approxi- 
mately fifty-five  hundred  families  in  the  country  have 
received  assistance,  information,  or  advice  from  the 
Extension  Service  this  past  year. 

The  following  paragraphs  summarize  very  briefly 
some  of  the  ways  through  which  the  town  of  Duxbury 
was  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  service  offered 
through  this  organization. 

The  special  cranberry  service  carried  on  for  the 
first  time  this  year  proved  of  great  value  to  Duxbury. 
Eighteen  personal  visits  to  bog  owners  were  made  by 
the  cranberry  specialist  in  order  to  give  information 
and  advice  on  special  problems.  All  men  owning  bogs 
received  regularly  letters  and  circulars  dealing  with 
the  control  of  cranberry  pests.  Sixty-eight  farmers 
received  regularly  information  on  agricultural  matters 
through  letters  or  bulletins,  and  in  all  36  visits  were 
made  by  county  agents  to  leave  suggestions  or  inform- 
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ation  on  definite  problems.  Speakers  were  supplied 
for  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  Duxbury  Grange.  Dur- 
ing the  county-wide  rat  campaign,  32  packages  of 
especially  prepared  rat  poison  were  supplied  at  cost  to 
citizens  of  the  town. 

Many  homemakers  have  had  a  part  in  our  clothing 
program.  Others  are  receiving  information  regularly  in 
Child  Feeding  and  other  problems  of  Child  Manage- 
ment. During  the  canning  season,  timely  suggestions 
have  gone  regularly  to  those  requesting  the  inform- 
ation.

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Report  of  the  Librarian  of 
Duxbury  Free  Library,  Inc. 


The  year  1930  saw  the  termination  of  the  con- 
tract between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Mrs.  Beatrice 
F.  Fisher,  the  librarian.  In  September  Mrs.  Fisher  left 
to  take  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the  Manchester  Li- 
brary, at  Manchester,  N.  H.,  with  a  recommendation 
from  and  the  good  wishes  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dux- 
bury  Library. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  her  retirement  the 
Board  of  Trustees  appointed  Fisher  Ames,  librarian, 
with  Elizabeth  Bolton,  assistant.  Careful  consideration 
by  the  Board  has  shown  that  the  increasing  general  use 
of  the  Library  has  reached  a  point  where  its  operation 
cannot  effectively  be  left  to  one  individual.  It  is  not 
only  a  question  of  the  growing  school  use  and  general 
circulation,  but  of  the  primary  importance  of  bringing 
up-to-date  as  much  as  possible  the  various  and  numer- 
ous departments — history,  science,  travel,  biography, 
economics,  fiction,  etc.  Moreover,  so  far  as  reclassifi- 
cation and  recataloging  is  concerned,  that  work  has 
advanced  but  little  from  the  point  where  it  was  several 
years  ago.  In  other  words  the  bulk  of  the  work  is  still 
to  be  done. 

The  main  demand  at  a  library  of  this  kind  is,  nat- 
urally, for  fiction.  Much  of  the  fiction  now  on  the 
shelves  is  so  old  as  to  be  demoded — a  large  per  cent, 
is  never  taken  out.  It  is  the  intention — and  a  beginning 
has  already  been  made — to  modernize  this  departmet. 
A  change  in  the  method  of  purchasing  will  enable  the 
librarian  to  buy  more  books  than  ever  before,  for  the 
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same  amount  of  money.  Also,  and  in  consequence,  the 
range  of  the  fiction  will  be  wider. 

For  some  time  the  question  of  shelf  space  has  been 
a  serious  one.  As  the  Library  could  not  afford  to  ex- 
pand by  the  addition  of  a  wing  or  ell,  the  necessary 
space  had  to  be  found  within  the  present  walls.  Four 
double  stacks  have  been  added,  two  on  either  side  of 
the  rotunda.  Really  to  relieve  the  congestion  and  fur- 
nish room  for  a  steady,  logical  growth,  the  available 
wall  space  in  the  rotunda  should  be  lined  with  book  cases. 
Eventually  other  additional  arrangements  will  have  to 
be  made. 

An  important  re-arrangement  of  the  central  light- 
ing system  was  effected  when  the  new  stacks  were  in- 
stalled, which  does  away  with  the  indirect  lighting 
around  the  dome.  This  was  both  ineffective  and  ex- 
pensive. By  the  new  system  the  stacks  and  cases  around 
the  rotunda,  as  well  as  the  rotunda  itself,  are  very 
adequately  lighted  by  four  wall  brackets  of  two  lights 
each.  Under  the  old  system  some  38  lights  would  be 
required. 

Gifts  from  appreciative  patrons  have  been  numer- 
ous. Wm.  H.  Young,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  Mrs.  Young,  have  given  over  300  volumes  to 
the  Library  within  the  past  three  months.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
of  Duxbury: 

We  again  submit  to  you  our  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1930.  The  usual  spring  work  of  removing  dead 
trees  and  cutting  out  the  dead  wood  from  others  was 
done,  also  the  leaves  were  raked  and  burned,  in  all  the 
cemeteries  in  our  care. 

A  lot  of  old  stones  were  straightened  and  set  in 
cement.  The  fences  around  the  Mayflower,  Myles 
Standish,  Ashdod  and  Dingley  Cemeteries  were  given 
a  coat  of  paint  as  were  all  the  fences  around  lots  in 
the  Mayflower  Cemetery. 

The  walks  were  sprayed  with  a  chemical  weed 
killer  and  the  avenues  repaired  after  the  hard  usage 
they  received  in  the  winter  and  early  spring.  Maple 
Avenue  was  given  a  coating  of  stone  dust. 

The  grass  topped  lots  were  mowed  and  trimmed 
and  the  sand  topped  ones  hoed  as  usual. 

Seventeen  foundations  and  seventeen  new  lots 
have  been  built  and  fourteen  old  lots  rebuilt. 

All  the  Perpetual  Care  Lots  and  most  of  the  other 
grass  topped  lots  have  been  top-dressed.  A  ton  of 
commercial  fertilizer  was  also  used.  Nine  lots  have 
been  added  to  the  perpetual  care  list  this  past  year 
making  a  total  of  233  now  being  cared  for  by  that 
fund. 

There  have  been  twenty-eight  interments  of 
those  who  died  in  town  and  twenty-nine  from  out  of 
town  during  the  year.

A  long  needed  want  has  been  supplied  in  the 
building  of  a  small  house  by  the  superintendent,  at  a 
comparatively  small  cost,  where  the  cemetery  para- 
phernalia can  be  dried  and  cared  for  after  being  used 
in  a  storm  and  where  the  men  can  be  warm  and  dry 
while  waiting  for  a  funeral  procession  on  a  rainy  or 
snowy  day.  The  building  is  heated  and  we  have  found 
it  especially  beneficial  to  those  who  were  chilled  after 
coming  from  a  long  distance. 

Quite  a  few  new  lots  are  in  the  process  of  con- 
struction and  we  hope  to  finish  these  in  the  spring.  The 
new  part  of  the  cemetery  is  fast  being  developed  and 
requires  a  lot  of  work  to  get  and  keep  it  in  shape. 

We  thank  our  fellow  townsmen  for  their  help  this 
past  year  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work 
planned,  we  would  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $6,500 
for  1931.

Duxbury,  Mass. 
Gentlemen : 

Your  local  branch  of  the  Governor's  Committee  on 
Street  and  Highway  Safety  takes  advantage  of  this 
report  to  acknowledge  your  co-operation  in  the  matter 
of  securing  Safety  and  in  carrying  out  most  of  the 
recommendations  of  this  Committee. 

It  is,  in  our  opinion,  advisable  that  the  actual  work 
in  the  future  be  done  as  in  the  past,  by  the  regular 
Town  Officials  in  charge  of  streets,  and,  therefore, 
this  Committee  sees  no  reason  for  asking  an  appropria- 
tion, providing,  of  course,  the  regular  appropriation 
is  available  in  part  for  the  purpose. 

SIGNS 

The  Committee  feel  that  signs  erected  a  few  years 
ago,  stating  that  the  speed  is  limited  to  twenty-five 
miles  an  hour,  should  be  removed,  inasmuch  as  the 
directions  are  not  observed  and  probably  can  not  be 
enforced. 

Likewise,  all  other  signs  along  the  main  streets, 
especially  those  that  seem  to  give  directions  to  the 
motorist  but  in  fact  are  but  advertisements,  should  if 
possible  be  removed;  as  in  fact  everything  distracting 
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the  attention  of  a  motorist  from  the  operation  of  his 
car  should  be  avoided. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  at  every  cross- 
ing of  an  improved  road  or  paved  highway  four  cross- 
ing warning  signs  be  erected. 

BULLETIN  BOARDS 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Governor's  Com- 
mittee on  Street  and  Highway  Safety  issue  from  time 
to  time  bulletins  of  considerable  value  to  motorists, 
particularly  with  regard  to  safety.  They  have  asked 
us  to  establish  two  or  more  Boards  of  a  standard  pat- 
tern of  which  they  furnished  plans  for  the  display  of 
these  bulletins. 

That  Duxbury  may  not  be  accused  of  lack  of  co- 
operation we  suggest  the  erection  of  such  Bulletin 
Boards  at  several  conspicuous  points  within  the  limits 
of  the  Town. 

TREMONT  STREET  AND  ST.  GEORGE  STREET 

Your  Committee  would  again  recommend  the  in- 
stallation of  a  green  arrow^  permitting  a  right  turn  from 
St.  George  into  Tremont  Street  north. 

Engineer  Knapp  and  a  member  of  the  Legion  Post 
made  an  examination  of  the  Legion  property  on  West 
Street  and  found  that  the  bounds  of  the  highway  are 
well  within  what  seems  to  be  Legion  property  and  if 
advantage  were  taken  to  throw  West  Street  from  Bow 
Street  to  St.  George  Street  some  ten  feet  to  the  south, 
it  could  be  done  without  encroaching  on  private  prop- 
erty, with  the  single  exception  of  the  triangle  belonging 
to  the  Duxbury  Rural  Society. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  this  would  make 
possible  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  at  this  point 
with  much  greater  safety,  but  particularly  so  on  the 
northeast  corner. 
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BAILEY^S  CORNER 

Your  Committee  is  advised  that  the  State  intends 
to  replace  the  present  cross  road  signs  at  this  point  by 
''Amber  Glow  Reflectors/'  and  will  paint  a  center  line 
on  Chestnut  Street.  We  recommend  your  co-operation 
in  any  way  the  State  may  recommend  at  this  point  to 
eliminate  the  present  possibilities  for  accident  there. 

HALL'S  CORNER 

The  removal  of  the  flag  staff  and  relocation  of 
the  beacon  at  this  point  worked  well  during  the  past 
summer,  and  while  the  previous  recommendation  of 
this  Committee  was  for  a  rotary  traffic  control  at  this 
point,  experience  seems  to  show  that  it  is  unnecessary 
as  yet. 

When,  however,  the  State  or  County  have  relo- 
cated the  corner  of  Bay  Road  and  Chestnut  Street,  and 
your  Board  has  taken  an  amount  of  land  from  the  cor- 
ner of  Washington  and  Depot  Streets  to  make  the 
northerly  line  of  Washington  Street  meet  the  northerly 
line  of  Chestnut  Street,  it  may  be  well  to  establish  the 
rotary  traffic  control  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Commission. 

The  removal  of  the  old  Hall  House  at  the  corner 
of  Standish  and  Depot  Streets,  and  the  possible  change 
of  location  of  the  house  at  the  corner  of  Bay  Road  and 
Standish  Street,  will  offer  an  opportunity  for  your 
Board  to  secure  sufficent  land  to  round  off  these  cor- 
ners so  that  they  can  be  approached  from  both  direc- 
tions with  comparative  safety  and  in  accordance  with 
our  general  recommendation. 

BLIND  CORNERS  AND  CURVES 

We  repeat  the  recommendations  made  in  our  re- 
port of  January  14,  1930 — "The  town  should  own  at  as 
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many  intersections  as  possible  what  land  is  needed,  or 
obtain  a  deed  of  light  and  air  to  secure  the  unobstructed 
view,  while  the  abutters  retain  the  title  and  use  of  land. 
The  area  required  at  a  corner  is  very  small." 

Where  the  land  is  of  little  value  it  might  well  be 
purchased  outright  at  the  present  time.  Where  the 
land  is  valuable  for  mercantile  purposes  the  rounding 
of  the  corners,  as  suggested,  gives  many  more  valuable 
locations  for  stores  than  does  a  square  corner.  This 
is  well  illustrated  at  the  corner  of  Standish  and  Wash- 
ington Streets. 

CONGRESS  AND  UNION 

This  corner  is  much  sharper  than  the  ordinary 
driver  anticipates  and,  therefore,  we  would  recom- 
mend the  establishment  of  a  curve  warning  on  the 
southerly  or  westerly  side  of  Congress  Street  to  guide 
south  bound  traffic,  and  on  the  northerly  or  easterly 
side  of  West  Street  to  guide  north  bound  traffic. 

CONGRESS  AND  LINCOLN 

We  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to 
this  corner  as  a  particularly  dangerous  one,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  the  signs  or  cautions  on  West  Street  be 
as  conspicuous  as  possible,  and  it  will  be  well  to  have 
caution  signs  on  the  cross  street  north  and  south  of 
West  Street.  Cars  approaching  West  Street  from  the 
north  are  hidden  from  view  and  as  it  is  down  grade 
the  south  bound  cars  are  apt  to  be  operated  at  high 
speed. 

THROUGH  WAYS 

Your  Committee  repeats  its  recommendations  of 
last  year  with  respect  to  through  ways  and  is  happy  to 
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find  that  in  principle  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Com- 
mission agree  with  them. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  next  year  the  High- 
way Commission  will  relocate  or  widen  and  straighten 
Route  3-A,  which  in  Duxbury  is  known  as  Tremont 
Street.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  wid- 
ening and  straightening  of  this  highway  can  be  made 
that  will  serve  the  purpose  of  a  through  way  without 
great  detriment  to  existing  property  values  in  Duxbury 
and  without  increasing  many  fold  the  dangers  of  acci- 
dent to  Duxbury  local  traffic. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  ample  opportunity  for 
the  State  to  construct  a  highway  of  the  most  modern 
design  well  to  the  west  of  Tremont  Street,  without  de- 
struction of  existing  values  and  with  every  prospect 
of  creating  new  values;  and  with  practical  assurance 
of  safety  to  through  traffic  and  local  use  as  well. 

We,  therefore,  urge  upon  your  honorable  Board 
to  take  every  means  to  induce  the  Massachusetts  High- 
way Commission  to  leave  Tremont  Street  as  it  is  and 
construct  a  road  that  will  serve  the  best  interest  of 
Duxbury  as  well  as  the  safety  and  convenience  of  those 
who  from  the  district  north  of  Duxbury  desire  to  reach 
points  south  of  Duxbury  with  the  least  expenditure  of 
time  and  money,  and  with  the  greatest  safety. 

There  have  come  to  the  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee numerous  favorable  comments  of  the  conduct 
of  the  Duxbury  police  officers  in  performing  their 
duties.  Every  assistance,  therefore,  should  be  afforded 
them  to  make  their  efforts  effective  and  permit  them 
to  prevent  the  numerous  crimes  that  have  recently  tak- 
en place,  particularly  the  robbing  of  vacant  houses, 
rather  than  to  spend  so  much  of  their  time  and  the 
Town's  money  in  catching  the  thieves  and  seeing  that 
justice  is  accorded  them  afterwards. 

To  this  end  the  time  seems  opportune  to  provide 
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police  headquarters  with  an  officer  always  on  duty, 
as  has  been  the  case  for  some  time  within  the  fire  de- 
partment, and  the  officers  properly  equipped  with  au- 
tomobiles, fire  arms,  etc.,  at  the  Town's  expense. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  earnestly  recommend 
your  Board  to  make  an  appeal  to  all  Duxbury  residents 
early  next  summer  to  unquestionably  comply  with  all 
the  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  safety  which  you  have 
adopted,  and  to  obey  all  regulations  voluntarily  without 
direction  from  an  officer,  and  to  accord  to  the  officers 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty  the  same  courtesy 
which  they  expect  in  return. 

Again  it  may  be  helpful  for  all  if  your  Board  could 
appeal  to  all  pedestrians  using  our  highways,  in  some 
instances  narrow  and  crooked,  to  give  consideration 
to  the  difficulties  of  the  motorist  and  use  the  side  walks 
where  there  are  any.  If  the  highway  must  be  used, 
to  walk  on  the  left  hand  side  so  they  will  face  ap- 
proaching vehicles,  and  at  night  to  display  some  white 
or  other  conspicuous  signal. 

Every  motorist  will  endeavor  to  avoid  in  jurying 
a  pedestrian,  but  the  latter  should  not  rely  upon  his 
right  to  the  highway,  for  it  will  be  of  little  advantage 
to  him  if  he  is  injured  or  killed. 

In  closing,  Gentlemen,  permit  us  again  to  express 
our  appreciation  of  your  courtesy  and  co-operation,  and 
we  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  aid  and  assist  you  in  every 
way  that  will  promote  the  safety  of  Duxbury  residents 
or  visitors.

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EDUCATIONAL  TRAINING  FOR  THE  NEW 
COMPETITION 

Recent  j^ears  have  witnessed  the  development  of  a 
new  competition.  It  shows  itself  in  group  action — the 
ice  industry  in  competition  with  mechanical  refrigera- 
tion, cement  with  lumber,  coal  with  oil,  and  both  with 
gas.  It  has  likewise  made  its  appearance  in  rather  un- 
expected lines  in  recent  months.  Slack  times  resulted 
in  the  survival  of  the  fittest.  There  is  the  weeding  out 
process  going  on  in  business  and  industry  and  the  period 
of  slack  business  and  low  industry  production  has  neces- 
sitated the  laying  off  of  employees.  There  is,  therefore, 
the  competition  among  employees  based  upon  their 
ability  or  capacity  for  work.  This  low  employment 
period  has  been  generally  used  to  raise  the  general  stand- 
ards of  employees.  The  less  efficient  ones  have  been  the 
first  to  go. 

In  general  business  this  is  a  buyers'  market.  The 
competition  is  among  the  producers  and  the  retailers  to 
sell.  During  the  World  War  there  was  a  sellers'  market. 
Then  there  was  competition  among  the  buyers  to  secure 
products.  In  like  degree,  there  is  now  an  employers' 
market — it  is  a  situation  where  the  competition  is  among 
employees  to  get  work  rather  than  among  business  and 
industry  to  get  help. 

A  quality  product  still  commands  a  price  and  qual- 
ity service  does  likewise.  The  greatest  competition 
among  employees  is  in  the  cheaper  grade  of  help.  One 
of  the  ways  to  lessen  the  unemployment  problem  is  to 
decrease  the  number  in  that  group  recognized  as  the  less 
efficient  or  the  less  skilled  class.  The  individual  in  the 
labor  group  has  been  recognizing  this  situation  and  has 
been  making  heroic  efforts  to  remedy  his  own  situation. 
However,  the  ultimate  remedy  lies  in  an  appreciation  on 
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the  part  of  the  public  of  the  importance  of  adequate 
training  for  any  job,  no  matter  how  humble. 

Charity  will  not  remedy  the  situation;  neither  will 
unemployment  insurance  nor  the  dole.  Fundamentally, 
it  rests  with  adequate  training  for  future  needs.  The 
schools  are  ready  and  eager  to  function.  The  new  com- 
petition is  in  educational  training — the  competition 
among  young  people  to  better  prepare  themselves  for 
these  tasks. 

The  saturation  point  in  education  has  not  been 
reached  and  will  not  be  reached  until  such  time  as  the 
load  of  unemployment  is  transferred  from  the  lower 
group  to  the  higher.  There  are  few  jobs  that  do  not 
require  the  mind  to  function  as  well  as  the  muscle.  The 
standard  for  employees  established  by  employers  is  go- 
ing up — not  down.  The  public  school  is  the  one  agency 
that  can  be  instrumental  in  meeting  this  change.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  presents  its  report 
for  the  year  1930. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  of 
Duxbury  to  maintain  steadily  the  proper  condition  of  the 
school  property  in  the  Town,  and  to  renovate  and  install 
needed  improvements,  as  conditions  demand,  to  insure  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils  and  teachers.  Each 
year  has  seen  the  bringing  up  to  date  of  some  building, 
and  during  the  past  year  a  new  heating  unit  has  been 
installed  in  the  Village  Primary  School  building,  the  old 
one  having  become  unfit  for  further  use.  At  this  school 
also  there  has  been  painting  and  needed  repairs  made  to 
both  the  inside  and  the  outside  of  the  building.  The 
Tarkiln  School  building  has  been  shingled  on  one  side 
of  the  roof  and  a  new  flag  pole  set  up  in  the  school  yarc^. 
Class  rooms  have  been  painted,  adding  much  to  the  light 
and  comfort  of  the  pupils  and  their  teachers.  The  Point 
School  has  needed  little  attention  this  year,  having  been 
so  recently  renovated,  and  the  High  School  building  and 
grounds  under  the  splendid  supervision  of  Eden  Glover 
have  been  given  constant  attention  and  excellent  care. 
Several  new  teachers  were  secured  to  replace  those  who 
resigned  for  better-paying  situations,  and  mention  should 
also  be  made  of  the  loss  from  membership  on  the  School 
Committee  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Walker,  after  many  years  of 
loyal  service.  His  conscientious  work  and  his  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  every  child  in  the  Duxbury  Schools  should 
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be  gratefully  acknowledged.  Mr.  Walker  resigned  his 
position  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  in  June 
and  Dr.  George  M.  Mayers,  of  Duxbury,  was  chosen  to 
fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Walker,  Mr.  Charles 
R.  Crocker,  the  senior  member  of  the  Committee,  being 
chosen  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  feels  that  because  of  the  existing 
business  conditions  the  school  budget  should  not  be  in- 
creased this  year,  and  therefore  asks  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $48,000.00  and  the  dog  tax. 

For  further  particulars  of  school  administration  the 
Committee  refers  the  reader  to  the  report  of  the  Supt. 
of  Schools,  Mr.  George  E.  Green.

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DIGEST  OF  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATING 
TO  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

Pupils  who  have  been  absent  from  school  on  account 
of  contagious  disease  must  secure  a  permit  from  a  school 
physician  before  re-entering.  In  cases  of  doubt,  or  in 
cases  where  there  exists  a  suspicion  of  contagion,  the 
parents  should  advise  and  the  teachers  should  require 
that  the  pupils  consult  the  school  nurse,  who  may  refer 
the  case  to  a  school  physician  for  further  examination. 

Children,  otherwise  eligible  to  enter  school  in  Sep- 
tember for  the  first  time,  are  required  by  law  to  present 
at  time  of  entrance  either  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or 
a  certificate  of  unfitness  for  vaccination.  The  School 
Committee  and  Board  of  Health  have  ruled  that  certi- 
ficates of  unfitness  for  vaccination  must  be  renewed  each 
year.  Children  coming  into  the  school  system  from  other 
places,  whether  at  the  opening  of  the  year  in  September 
or  during  the  school  year,  will  be  required  to  produce 
satisfactory  evidence  regarding  vaccination. 

Any  pupil  desiring  to  enter  the  first  grade  in  Sep- 
tember, 1931,  must  have  passed  his  fifth  birthday  before 
July  1,  1931. 

Pupils  desiring  to  enter  the  first  grade  must  enroll 
on  or  before  October  first.  Otherwise,  they  will  not  be 
admitted. 

All  children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of 
age  must  be  in  school  unless  they  are  actually  employed 
under  the  authority  of  an  employment  certificate,  a  home 
permit,  or  a  special  certificate  permitting  farm  or  domes- 
tic employment. 

Sickness  is  the  only  legal  excuse  for  absence  from 
school. 

Any  pupil  having  a  contagious  disease  or  showing 
symptoms  of  such  a  disease  may  be  temporarily  excluded 
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from  school  by  the  teacher  on  her  own  initiative  or  at 
the  direction  of  the  school  nurse  or  school  physician. 

Any  pupil  who  habitually  violates  the  rules  of 
schools,  or  otherwise  seriously  interferes  with  the  proper 
and  orderly  operation  of  the  school  which  he  attends, 
may  be  temporarily  excluded  by  the  teacher  or  the 
superintendent  of  schools  or  may  be  permanently  ex- 
pelled by  the  School  Committee. 

Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  or  over  sixteen  who 
elect  to  attend  school  must  conform  to  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  as  those  pupils  who  are  within  the  com- 
pulsory age — from  seven  to  fourteen. 

Teachers  may  require  a  written  excuse  signed  by  a 
parent  or  guardian  covering  any  case  of  absence,  tard- 
iness, or  dismissal. 

Whenever  a  pupil  is  suspended  by  a  teacher  or  prin- 
cipal for  any  cause,  for  any  length  of  time,  an  immediate 
report  must  be  made  to  the  superintendent's  office.

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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee : 

I  present  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Duxbury  Public  Schools  and  my 
seventh  report  as  Principal  of  Duxbury  High  School. 

Although  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress, 
it  has  been  characterized  mainly  by  the  consolidation  of 
gains  previously  made.  We  have  now  passed  through 
that  period  of  reorganization  which  followed  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  High  School  building  and  the  con- 
solidation of  the  scattered  units  of  our  school  system. 
Physical  reconstruction  and  repairs  have  been  pushed 
through  to  a  state  of  completion  where  everyone  now 
enjoys  the  advantages  of  the  most  modern  sanitary  con- 
ditions, proper  heating  and  lighting,  and  comfortable 
well-ventilated  school  rooms. 

REPAIRS 

The  major  item  of  repair  was  the  installation  of  a 
new  heating  unit  at  the  Village  School.  After  careful 
consideration  of  the  efficiency  of  various  heating  sys- 
tems and  the  cost  of  installation,  equipment  similar  to 
that  installed  the  previous  year  at  Tarklin  was  adopted. 
This  unit  has  thus  far  proved  adequate  to  the  heating 
needs,  and  proper  ventilation  has  been  secured.  There 
are  still  some  alterations  which  must  be  made  in  order 
to  insure  entire  satisfaction  from  the  standpoint  of  quiet 
operation  and  economy  of  fuel.  These  changes,  however, 
come  within  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  will  un- 
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doubtedly  be  made  with  little  cost  to  the  school  depart- 
ment. The  entire  interior  of  the  class  rooms  at  the  Vil- 
lage School  was  given  a  much-needed  coat  of  paint  dur- 
ing the  summer,  and  the  building  was  given  the  usual 
thorough  cleaning. 

Some  interior  painting  was  done  at  Tarklin  and  re- 
pairs were  made  on  the  water  pump.  A  few  dozen  fold- 
ing chairs  were  obtained  for  this  school  to  provide  for 
the  comfort  of  friends  and  parents  who  periodically  at- 
tend the  semi-public  entertainments  which  the  pupils  of 
this  school  arrange. 

The  only  expenditure  of  money  at  the  Point,  outside 
of  that  for  the  regular  cleaning  and  a  few  minor  repairs 
on  the  plumbing,  was  the  installation  of  electric  lights. 

At  the  new  High  School,  gas  was  piped  into  the 
building  for  use  in  the  laboratory.  Some  painting  was 
done  in  the  corridors  and  more  or  less  extensive  repairs 
were  necessary  on  the  electric  clock  and  bell  system.  The 
window  shades  in  the  auditorium,  which  had  become 
rather  badly  torn,  were  replaced  by  new  ones,  and  the 
method  of  hanging  the  shades  was  altered  so  that  the 
life  of  this  new  equipment  will  be  appreciably  lengthened. 
A  new  motor  and  buzz-saw  have  been  added  to  the  manual 
training  equipment,  and  the  first  expenditure  of  money 
of  any  amount  for  science  equipment  during  the  past  four 
years  was  made  in  the  purchase  of  a  high-powered  micro- 
scope for  the  biology  department.  To  eliminate  the 
rather  unsightly  appearance  of  the  posts  which  marked 
the  edge  of  the  driveway  and  to  provide  a  stronger  de- 
fense against  those  careless  drivers  who  are  wont  to  cut 
onto  our  lawns,  a  series  of  re-inforced  cement  post  holes 
have  been  provided  into  which  we  plan  to  fit  iron  posts. 
Some  general  repairs  necessitated  by  constant  wear  and 
tear  which  any  building  housing  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  active,  wide-awake  human  beings  is  bound 
to  receive  were  taken  care  of.   This  item,  thanks  to  the 
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careful  construction  of  the  building  and  watchful  interest 
of  the  teachers,  is  kept  to  a  very  small  figure. 

REPAIRS  RECOMMENDED  FOR  1931 
As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year,  painting  at 
the  new  High  School  should  be  continued  from  season  to 
season  in  reasonable  amount  so  that  the  entire  building 
may  receive  a  coat  of  paint  periodically  without  the  finan- 
cial burden  falling  entirely  on  the  budget  of  any  one  year. 
It  is  also  true  that  the  many  items  of  general  repair 
which  are  boulid  to  appear  in  building  and  equipment 
can  be  cared  for  more  economically  if  attended  to  imme- 
diately after  their  discovery. 

The  buildings  at  Tarklin  are,  of  course,  much  the 
oldest  in  town,  and,  although  thousands  of  dollars  have 
been  spent  on  reconstruction  and  repairs  during  the  past 
few  years,  there  is  still,  and  probably  will  continue  to  be, 
much  work  necessary  in  order  to  keep  them  in  the  safe 
and  sanitary  condition  which  we  have  set  up  as  a  stand- 
ard for  our  schools.  Specifically,  the  older  building  of 
this  group  will  probably  need  shingling  before  the  close 
of  another  year.  In  this  same  building,  the  floors  have 
setled  quite  perceptibly  in  places,  indicating  a  deep- 
seated  trouble  which  cannot  be  accurately  estimated 
until  the  old  floors  have  been  taken  up  to  allow  inspection 
below.  I  believe  this  condition  is  in  no  way  dangerous 
but  that  it  indicates  a  tendency  toward  deterioration 
which  will  soon  need  attention. 

At  the  Village  and  Point  Schools  I  do  not  anticipate 
anything  of  a  nature  sufficiently  serious  to  warrant  any 
expenditure  other  than  that  of  a  routine  nature. 

GIFTS 

The  Partridge  Scholarship  v/ent  this  year,  for  the 
first  time,  to  a  young  lady.  The  recipient,  Harriet  Bates, 
is  now  attending  Simmons  College.    This  fund,  as  it  is 
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now  handled,  is  doing  more  to  create  interest  in  higher 
education  than  any  other  influence  in  the  community. 

The  Community  Garden  Club  continued  its  active 
work  of  stimulating  interest  among  the  school  children 
in  growing  flowers  and  vegetables. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Moore,  with  the  assistance  of  other  ladies 
in  the  community,  very  successfully  sponsored  a  concert 
during  the  summer  months.  These  friends  of  the  school 
succeeded  in  securing  the  interest  of  Mr.  Boris  Saslowsky, 
who  from  the  proceeds  of  his  entertaining  concert,  gave 
a  very  tidy  sum  to  our  High  School  orchestra.  Such  in- 
terest is  most  inspiring  to  the  boys  and  girls,  and  I  am 
sure  heightened  the  morale  of  our  entire  school  system. 

The  flag  pole  on  the  Tarklin  School  building  decayed 
to  such  an  extent  that  as  a  matter  of  safety  it  was  re- 
moved. In  its  place,  the  pole  which  formerly  stood  on 
the  playground  but  which  had  been  replaced  by  a  newer, 
larger  pole  was  secured  from  the  selectmen. 

While  remodeling  the  Powder  Point  Hall,  the 
Trustees  of  the  National  Sailors'  Home  found  many 
pieces  of  slate  blackboard  and  pieces  of  statuary,  w^hich 
they  presented  to  the  school  department.  The  statu- 
ary is  already  decorating  our  class  rooms  and  the 
slate  will  be  used  as  needed  to  replace  worn-out  black- 
board in  the  varous  schools  of  the  town. 

INSTRUCTION 

As  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  this 
past  year  has  been  marked  by  consolidation  rather  than 
by  change.  Practically  all  academic  work  has  gone  on 
much  as  during  the  previous  year.  A  new  system  of  pen- 
manship was  introduced  into  the  lower  grades  and  a 
greater  amount  of  time  has  been  allotted  to  this  work. 
The  methods  in  spelling  have  also  been  changed  in  the 
first  four  grades,  in  order  to  develop  more  practical  skill 
in  this  very  important  subject.    We  continue  to  em- 
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phasize  musical  training  and  make  use  of  the  public 
concerts  and  operettas  to  stimulate  the  child's  interest 
along  these  lines. 

For  a  second  year,  the  organization  of  English  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  of  High  School  is  along 
unique  lines  planned  to  do  the  greatest  amount  of  good 
to  the  greatest  number  of  pupils. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 
Without  specially  trained  teachers,  of  course,  little 
can  be  done  in  a  really  constructive  way  to  correct  phy- 
sical defects.  We  do,  however,  attempt  to  prevent  the 
appearance  of  these  defects  by  advising  in  regard  to 
proper  posture,  insisting  on  pupils  getting  out  into  the 
fresh  air  during  the  recess  period,  weather  conditions  be- 
ing favorable,  and  on  stimulating  a  healthful  interest  in 
athletic  games.  We  are  making  a  very  conscious  effort 
to  avoid  that  evil  so  prevalent  in  schools  of  this  day,  of 
over-emphasis  upon  athletic  games  in  which  only  a 
limited  number  of  those  who  are  already  stronger  phy- 
sically receive  a  maximum  of  attention,  with  the  con- 
sequent ignoring  of  all  others.  Last  winter  and  spring 
were  unusually  severe  from  the  standpoint  of  pupils' 
health.  One  epidemic  followed  close  on  the  heels  of  an- 
other, causing  a  very  low  attendance  record  for  the  year. 
We  are  attempting  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  condi- 
tion by  more  careful  observation  of  those  who  are  ill. 
The  school  nurse  reports  daily  at  the  opening  of  school 
and  is  in  her  office  at  the  High  School  between  the  hours 
of  nine  and  ten.  Any  child  noticed  by  the  teacher  to  have 
symptons  which  indicate  that  she  might  be  a  danger  to 
the  others  is  immediately  referred  to  the  nurse  for  a 
more  careful  inspection.  This  system  seems  to  be  work- 
ing in  a  very  satisfactory  way,  and  we  hope  that  dur- 
ing the  coming  months  we  may  keep  the  absences  because 
of  illness  to  a  very  low  figure.    The  usual  physical  ex-

amination  of  all  children  in  the  school  of  the  town  has 
been  made  by  Dr.  Noyes,  and  a  careful  inspection  of 
teeth  and  hearing  is  now  underway.  In  the  matter  of 
dental  work  the  school  department,  I  believe,  has  no  au- 
thority to  ask  for  or  expend  the  funds.  Poor  teeth  are, 
however,  not  only  the  direct  cause  of  much  suffering, 
but  can  lead  indirectly  to  disorders  in  remote  parts  of 
the  body  which  may  be  of  a  serious  nature.  Funds 
should  be  made  available  with  which  the  Health  Depart- 
ment might  carry  on  some  active  relief  in  this  field. 

TRADE  SCHOOL 

The  special  appropriation  of  five  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  which  was  voted  last  year  to  pay  the  tui- 
tion of  Duxbury  pupils  attending  trade  school  has  been 
used  in  part  as  indicated  in  the  statement  attached  to 
this  report.  Two  boys  attended  Boston  Trade  School 
from  January  first  to  about  the  first  of  July.  Both  of 
these  boys  made  a  very  good  record  in  the  work  which 
they  were  taking  up  there.  When  the  school  re-opened 
in  September  only  one  of  the  boys  returned  to  complete 
the  course.  Provision  must  be  made  to  care  for  the 
tuition  of  this  one  pupil  and  also  should  anticipate  the 
possibility  that  there  will  be  others  enrolled  in  some 
of  these  vocational  courses  before  the  beginning  of  an- 
other year.  The  tuition  rate  varies  somewhat  from 
course  to  course  and  from  time  to  time;  but  I  believe 
that  five  hundred  dollars  will  be  amply  sufficient  to  take 
care  of  this  need  for  the  present  year. 

CONCLUSION 

We  have  made  during  the  past  year  very  few 
changes  in  the  rather  expansive  program  which  had  al- 
ready been  mapped  out  for  our  school  system.   The  best 
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available  talent  has  been  secured  for  our  teaching  force 
and  as  a  consequence  our  salary  schedule  is  somewhat 
higher  than  that  of  the  average  town  of  our  size.  To 
have  first-rate  schools  we  are  in  competition  not  with 
towns  whose  population  is  approximately  that  of  Dux- 
bury,  but  with  the  much  larger  communities  where  sal- 
aries exceed  by  hundreds  of  dollars  those  which  we  are 
paying. 

Due  to  families  living  permanently  at  the  upper  end 
of  Duxbury  Beach  it  has  been  necessary  to  extend  our 
transportation  and  this  item  in  our  budget  for  another 
year  will  consequently  be  somewhat  larger. 

I  hope,  however,  that  the  new  heating  plants  and  the 
repairs  which  we  have  made  on  the  primary  schools  will 
result  in  a  material  reduction  of  fuel  cost.  Some  econ- 
omies can  be  made  in  other  departments  so  that  with 
due  consideration  for  the  heavy  burden  which  the  pres- 
ent business  depression  throws  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
tax  payer,  I  feel  that  our  appropriation  for  operating  the 
schools  during  the  next  twelve  months  may  be  reduced 
to  forty-eight,  thousand  dollars  and  the  dog  tax.  I 
therefore,  recommend  to  the  school  committee  that  the 
towns  people  be  asked  to  vote  the  above  mentioned  sum 
for  the  use  of  this  department  during  the  year  of  1931.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
TARKILN  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Duxbury, 
Mr.  George  E.  Green :  ^ 

The  work  of  the  pupils  in  the  first  four  grades  at 
Tarkiln  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930, 
has  been  as  follows: 

In  January  1930,  after  our  Christmas  vacation,  we 
came  back  for  work,  with  a  desire  to  accomplish  a  great 
deal  more  than  during  the  past  year.  The  usual 
routine  from  day  to  day  kept  everyone  busy  and  eager 
to  complete  our  course  by  June. 

The  course  was  completed  and  eight  were  pro- 
moted from  the  fourth  to  the  fifth  grade,  ten  from  the 
third  to  the  fourth  grade,  six  from  the  second  to  the 
third  grade,  twelve  from  the  first  to  the  second  grade,  and 
repeaters. 

During  this  period  we  found  time  to  prepare  and 
present  the  Operetta,  ''A  Get  Acquainted  Party",  the 
proceeds  from  which  we  purchased  a  Victrola,  records, 
and  library  books.  In  June  we  gave  achievement 
tests.  At  the  close  of  the  school  we  were  treated  to  a 
movie  and  ice  cream  at  the  High  School  auditorium. 
Our  average  percent  of  attendance  from  January  1930 
to  June  1930  was  89.14.

Every  Friday  we  have  a  reading  lesson  in  History. 

These  programs  seem  to  me  to  be  the  best  way 
of  telling  what  we  are  doing  every  day. 

The  drawing  supervisor  comes  every  other  Tues- 
day before  morning  recess;  so  our  arithmetic  that  day 
is  all  written.  The  music  supervisor  comes  every  Thurs- 
day after  our  intermission,  and  thus  does  not  conflict  with 
our  programs. 

In  September,  1930,  we  enrolled  forty-two  pupils. 

Getting  back  from  the  summer  vacation  was  pleas- 
ant but  we  had  hard  work  to  settle  our  minds  on  read- 
ing, arithmetic,  and  spelling.  Clean  buildings,  clean 
grounds,  and  above  all  our  new  flag  pole  with  the  stars 
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and  stripes  flying,  helped  a  great  deal  toward  keeping 
us  contented. 

Just  before  Thanksgiving  we  gave  intelligent  tests. 

In  December  we  gave  the  operetta,  *'In  Quest  of 
Santa  Claus.''  The  little  newspapers,  ''Weekly  Read- 
ers," have  been  a  source  of  enjoyment  to  all. 

During  the  year  all  pupils  have  been  examined 
by  school  physician  and  nurse.  Eyes  and  ears  have 
also  been  tested. 

Our  supervisors'  visits  have  been  regular  and  their 
visits  are  always  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure.  At 
this  time  we  want  to  thank  them  for  their  patience 
with  us. 

We  filled  Christmas  stockings  for  the  patients  at 
the  Newport  Hospital.  This  was  Junior  Red  Cross 
Work. 

Our  average  percentage  of  attendance  from  Sep- 
tember 1930  to  January  1931  was  95. 

In  submitting  my  third  annual  report  I  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped  during 
the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  VILLAGE  SCHOOL 

Mr.  George  E.  Green, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report : 
Certain  special  skills  and  techniques  are  acquired 

in  the  Primary  period.    In  our  school  we  are  putting 

strong  emphasis  upon  the  individual  child,  correcting 
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his  defects,  leading  him  to  develop  according  to  his 
interest  and  capacity,  and,  at  the  same  time,  securing 
a  mastery  of  the  fundamentals  of  arithmetic,  reading, 
and  language. 

Tests  enable  the  teacher  to  put  together  pupils  of 
similar  achievement  and  native  ability.  Our  children 
are  given  the  Haggerty  Intelligence  Test  in  the  fall. 
In  February  they  are  given  the  Stanford  Achievement 
Test  to  help  in  classifying  the  children  according  to 
achievement. 

Our  school  program  includes  a  medical  examina- 
tion of  the  child  every  year  by  the  school  physician  and 
frequent  inspections  by  the  school  nurse.  The  teacher 
co-operates  with  the  home  in  establishing  right  habits 
of  living.  As  the  success  of  health  instruction  depends 
on  what  the  child  does  rather  than  on  what  he  recites, 
our  health  rules  are  put  into  immediate  practice. 

A  test  of  the  hearing  of  all  the  children  in  our 
school  is  made  annually  through  the  service  provided 
by  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Association,  using  an 
instrument  called  an  audiometer. 

Provision  has  been  made  by  our  Superintendent 
whereby  the  children  may  have  hot  chocolate  milk 
served  with  their  lunches.  The  lunch  period  is  super- 
vised. In  fact,  everything  possible  is  done  to  make  the 
school  environment  healthful.  We  hope  that  our 
health  education  is  successful  and  that  our  pupils  will 
show  the  result  in  terms  of  health. 

We  recognize  the  fact  that  the  child  develops 
socially  as  well  as  mentally  and  physically.  The  pre- 
school child  learns  many  of  the  simple  social  conven- 
tions. In  the  primary  period  other  desirable  social 
habits  are  developed.  We  try  to  have  our  school  en- 
vironment resemble  an  ideal  home  environment.  The 
influence  of  the  teacher  in  these  early  grades  is  very 
great. 
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Extra-curricula  activities  are  being  carried  on 
much  as  usual.  Our  Junior  Red  Cross  Organization  is 
active.  Our  annual  operetta  has  been  presented  and 
the  Toy  Symphony  Orchestra  is  about  to  begin  re- 
hearsals. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  indebtedness  of  the 
pupils  in  my  rooms  to  Mr.  James  Amory  and  to  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Amory,  who  so  kindly  helped  them  to 
secure  a  Giant-Stride  for  their  playground.  The  chil- 
dren have  expressed  their  appreciation  to  these  friends 
and  I  wish  to  add  my  thanks  to  theirs. 

Parents  are  cordially  received  at  all  times  at  our 
school.  We  welcome  any  suggestions  given  in  the  right 
spirit  and  the  opportunity  to  correct  any  misunder- 
standings. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  school 
officials  and  to  my  companion  teachers  for  the  excel- 
lent results  obtained  by  their  efforts. 

Credit  must  also  be  given  to  the  taxpayers  who 
are  giving  generously  to  the  support  of  the  schools. 
We  ask  for  their  friendly  interest  and  their  hearty  co- 
operation as  well  as  their  continued  financial  aid.  Let 
us  unite  to  give  to  the  children  of  Duxbury  the  best 
that  education  has  to  offer.

Report  of  Music  Supervisor 


Music  study  in  the  public  schools  when  adminis- 
tered by  interested  and  skillful  teachers  may  at  least 
approach  three  important  results:  (1)  a  definite  bene- 
ficial effect  upon  the  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual 
life  of  the  individual  pupil;  (2)  an  excellent  type  of 
intellectual  training;  (3)  a  socializing  force  which  is 
of  great  value.  It  is  with  these  results  in  mind  that 
every  child  is  encouraged  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
periods  which  are  given  to  music. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  ensemble  instrumen- 
tal work  will  be  encouraged  in  the  Duxbury  Schools. 
This  will  tend  to  stimulate  greater  interest  on  the  part 
of  all  the  children. 

In  the  first  three  grades  we  have  the  three  follow- 
ing aims:  (1)  to  create  in  all  children  a  better  appre- 
ciation of  good  music;  (2)  to  help  them  learn  to  carry 
a  tune  and  to  use  their  voices  properly;  (3)  to  estab- 
lish for  them  in  a  simple  degree  the  connection  between 
song-singing  and  theory  in  music. 

The  intermediate  grades  study  theory  in  a  more 
advanced  way,  covering  thoroughly  such  points  as  note 
and  rest  values,  time  signatures,  notation,  and  scale 
tonality.  A  decided  effort  has  been  made  to  follow 
this  program  carefully,  including  the  use  of  rote  songs 
with  which  we  correct  tone  and  study  ear  training. 

The  Junior  High  School,  where  the  pupils  should 
be  reading  music  fairly  well,  devoted  two  periods  a 
week  to  music  and  reviewed  during  the  first  of  the 
year  enough  theory  to  make  a  start  reading  and  sing- 
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ing more  difficult  music.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
boys*  voices. 

In  the  High  School  one  period  a  week  is  devoted 
to  this  v^ork.  Some  unison  songs  are  learned  because 
boys  especially  enjoy  this  type  of  singing.  Simple  songs 
are  studied  in  three  and  four  parts,  after  v^hich  more 
difficult  ones  are  used  for  study  and  are  sung  at  gradu- 
ation. 

With  fine  co-operation  from  the  teachers  the  v^ork 
in  Duxbury  has  progressed  in  a  very  satisfactory  way.

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Report  of  the  Drawing  Supervisor 


To  Mr.  George  E.  Green, 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: 

Every  day  we  discover  that  drav^ing  is  being  used 
more  than  ever  before  to  demonstrate,  explain,  or  illus- 
trate in  various  trades  or  professions.  Therefore,  the 
student  must  have  a  sure  means  of  expression  that  can 
be  gained  only  with  straight  free-hand  drav^ing,  un- 
assisted by  rulers,  tracing  paper,  or  measuring  of  spaces 
from  point  to  point,  for  the  worker  who  seeks  short 
cuts  and  evasions  steadily  weakens  his  ability.  The 
very  large  percentage  of  those  who  do  worth-while 
work  proves  conclusively  that  the  plan  in  practice  gives 
the  results  sought. 

Every  year,  of  course,  we  lose  some  of  our  best 
workers,  but  their  places  are  soon  taken  by  others  who 
are  training  all  the  time. 

Recently  we  gave  at  Hanover,  Massachusetts,  a 
large  window  display  of  original  decorative  designs  by 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  give  outsiders  an 
idea  of  what  we  are  doing.  The  attention  this  exhibit 
attracted  was  encouraging,  indeed. 

The  usual  exhibit  held  at  the  High-School  audi- 
torium last  June  gave  evidence  of  what  had  been  ac- 
complished for  the  year. 

Everybody  concerned  has  given  all  the  necessary 
assistance  to  advance  our  work,  and  I  thank  each  for 
his  interest.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


To  Mr.  George  E.  Green, 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

My  statistical  report  follows: 

Visits  to  school  sessions  798 

Visits  to  homes  of  pupils  600 

Children  carried  to  eye  specialists  2 

Children  carried  to  ear  specialists  5 

Children  carried  to  lung  specialists  4 

Children  carried  to  hospital  3 
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The  six  hundred  visits  to  homes  of  children  were 
instructive  visits.  The  parents  and  guardians  of  the 
pupils  have  given  fine  co-operation.  One  small  boy 
lived  in  very  bad  surroundings,  both  immoral  and  un- 
healthful.  After  a  couple  of  visits,  his  mother  con- 
sented to  send  him  to  a  relative,  where  he  is  in  better 
surroundings  and  attending  school  regularly  in  another 
town. 

We  suffered  from  an  epidemic  of  German  measles 
during  the  year,  which  did  not  cease  until  the  school 
adjourned  for  its  summer  vacation.  This  caused  a 
delay  in  the  treatment  of  pupils  by  specialists  out  of 
town.  We  could  not  transport  the  children  for  fear 
of  their  breaking  out  with  the  disease.  There  were 
several  that  did  not  test  up  to  normal  after  the  re-test 
with  the  audiometer.  These  cases  were  taken  to  Bos- 
ton and  treated  by  an  ear  specialist  secured  by  Mr. 
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Herbert  Walker,  who  is  trustee  of  the  Chandler  Ford 
fund,  which  paid  for  this  treatment.  They  have  all 
been  looked  over  by  the  specialist  and  are  all  in  good 
condition.  One  pupil  has  to  make  one  more  visit  in 
January  and  this  group  will  be  finished. 

We  had  all  of  the  pupils  examined  again  on  No- 
vember 20th  by  the  audiometer  and  there  are  some 
who  did  not  test  up  to  normal.  This  may  have  been 
caused  by  some  outside  noise  or  a  little  inattention  on 
their  part.  However,  we  are  to  have  a  re-test  by  audio- 
meter on  January  26th,  and  I  trust  they  may  make  a 
better  showing. 

The  eyes  of  pupils  were  tested  and  found  to  be, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  normal.  The  few  who  were 
not  have  been  to  an  oculist  and  been  re-tested  and  have 
glasses,  and  show  improvement  in  their  work. 

Several  were  taken  to  the  Plymouth  County  hos- 
pital for  chest  and  lung  examinations  and  received  ad- 
vice from  the  specialists. 

Our  children  are  all  free  at  the  present  time  from 
tuberculosis.  One  primary  pupil  who  had  had  pneu- 
monia and  as  a  result  had  become  weakened  physically 
was  sent  to  the  summer  camp  at  South  Hanson.  He  was 
greatly  benefited  and  is  quite  rugged  now.  Three  others 
needed  hospitalization  which  we  were  able  to  secure  for 
them. 

The  members  of  the  class  in  home  hygiene  and 
care  of  the  sick  all  passed  their  tests  and  received  from 
Washington  their  certificates  before  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. 

There  was  some  medical  as  well  as  material  aid 
given  to  pupils  and  their  families  during  the  year. 

I  assisted  the  school  physician  in  his  examination 
of  the  pupils.  He  found  them  in  good  condition  but 
recommended  treatment  of  several  cases  of  diseased 
tonsils. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  and  guardians  of  pu- 
pils for  their  co-operation,  as  well  as  Mr.  Herbert 
Walker,  The  Red  Cross,  and  the  Duxbury  Nurse  Asso- 
ciation. I  have  also  had  splendid  co-operation  from  all 
the  teachers.

SAFETY  REPORT 
By  a  Former  Member  of  the  Committee 


Duxbury,  Mass.,  January  31,  1931. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  dangers  of  highway 
traffic,  my  conclusion  is  that  after  personal  care  of 
drivers  and  pedestrians  the  next  most  important  ele- 
ment is  the  clear  view  of  approaching  traffic  at  inter- 
sections and  bad  curves. 

Here  the  public  spirited  cooperation  of  the  land 
owners  and  the  town  can  greatly  reduce  the  danger  of 
accidents. 

Our  Superintendent  of  Streets  in  the  past  cleared 
various  bad  corners  by  permission  of  the  owners  and 
since  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Saftey  a  year  ago 
has  made  even  more  similar  improvements. 

Looking  ahead  it  is  important  that  with  changes 
of  ownership  these  and  many  other  corners  should  be 
kept  clear  as  a  matter  of  record. 

This  can  be  accomplished  in  either  of  two  ways: 
By  including  the  area  as  a  part  of  the  highway  or  by 
a  grant  of  a  ''right  to  "light  and  air"  as  has  been  done 
for  years  between  private  parties,  giving  a  clear  view 
across  the  corner  but  not  preventing  the  maintenance 
of  trees  properly  trimmed  up  nor  giving  the  town  or 
public  any  other  rights  on  the  premises. 

I  have  examined  several  hundred  such  corners  in 
towns  and  believe  that  the  owners  could,  without  dam- 
age to  their  property,  and  would  public  spiritedly  make 
such  grant  in  one  of  these  two  forms  to  the  town. 

I  therefore  ask  the  passage  of  these  two  motions : 

''It  is  moved  that  the  Selectmen  procure  the  proper 
wording  of  a  deed  or  release  to  secure  a  clear  view  of 
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approaching  traffic  and  pedestrians  at  the  corners  and 
bad  curves  of  our  roads."

"It  is  moved  that  the  street  department  is  author- 
ized to  expend  $200  from  the  Highway  appropriation 
for  the  establishment  of  permanent  rights  to  unob- 
structed view  across  corners  and  bad  curves  of  our 
roads."
